PRACTICAL  MEMORANDA. 

From  the  "  Digest  of  Criticisms  of  the  United  States  Phar- 
macopoeia," Part  II. : — 

Acetum  Scillse. — Maceration  is  better  than  percolation. 

Acidum  Nitricum. — Frankland  recommends  the  following 
as  the  best  qualitative  test  for  nitrous  compounds  : — Add  to 
the  suspected  solution  1  drop  of  a  saturated  aqueous  solution 
of  sulphanilic  acid,  then  1  drop  of  an  aqueous  solution  of 
phenol,  and  add  ammonia  in  excess,  when  the  liquid  will 
assume  a  yellow  or  reddish-yellow  colour.  Lindo  modifies 
Frankland's  test  by  replacing  phenol  with  thymol.  He- 
states  that  for  quantitative  work  he  prefers  phenol,  while  for 
qualitative  work  thymol  is  better. 

Acidum  Tartaricum. — It  is  difficult  to  detect  this  acid 
when  associated  with  boric  acid.  On  adding  fluoride  of 
potassium,  fluoborate  of  potassium  is  formed,  and  the  tartaric 
acid  will  now  respond  to  the  usual  tests. 

Adeps  Benzoinatus. — Parkinson  recommends  to  heat  the 
benzoin  in  a  flask,  and  to  conduct  the  vapours  into  the 
melted  lard. 

Amylum  Iodatum. — The  original  formula  of  Quesneville 
is  to  dampen  an  intimate  mixture  of  105  parts  of  wheat 
starch  and  10  parts  of  powdered  iodine  with  a  mixture  of 
10  parts  of  alcohol  and  40  parts  of  water. 

Aqua  Destillata. — The  Netherlands  Pharmacopoeia  directs 
to  add  enough  solution  of  permanganate  of  potassium  until 
the  water  retains  a  faintly  purple  colour,  then  sufficient  of  a 
solution  of  alum  until  a  faint  acid  reaction  is  produced,  next 
to  distil  and  to  reject  the  first  and  the  last  third. 

Aqua  Rosse. — If  distilled  over  a  naked  fire  the  product 
is  of  a  finer  quality. 

Arnicee  Plores. — The  ray-florets  are  provided  with  six- 
teen nerves,  which  distinguishes  them  from  admixtures. 

Caryophyllus. — Hirsch  detects  already  exhausted  cloves 
by  the  yield  of  alcoholic  extract.  Cloves  yield  ordinarily  30 
per  cent. ;  spent  cloves  seldom  more  than  5  per  cent. 

Gossypium. — "  Immediately  "  sink  (in  water)  depends  on 
whether  the  cotton  thrown  on  the  water  is  in  a  loose  state, 
or  previously  compacted. 

Influence  of  Saccharin  on  Digestion. — Experiments 
made  by  Stift  show  that  3  grammes  of  saccharin  per  day 
produced  a  slight  purgative  action,  and  afterwards  a  loss  of 
appetite.  It  also,  in  large  quantities,  delayed  the  solution 
of  albuminoids,  which  was  not  complete  after  twelve  hours' 
contact  with  gastric  juice. 

Liquor  Potass®,  &c. — The  stoppers  should  be  coated 
with  paraffin. 

Mel  Despumatum. — Preparation. — Heat  the  honey  in  a 
tall  cylindrical  vessel  on  a  water-bath,  until  all  the  impuri- 
ties have  risen  to  the  top,  withdraw  the  heat,  and  pour  care- 
fully cold  water  on  top  of  the  honey,  when  the  impurities 
will  float  on  the  water,  and  can  be  removed. 

Oleum  Kosee.—  It  appears  that  the  oil  from  white  rose 
contains  more  stearopten  than  that  from  red  rose,  which 
latter,  however,  yields  a  more  fragrant  oil. 

Pilules  Opii. — Oldberg  objects  to  the  soap,  which  should 
never  be  employed  with  alkaloids  or  chemicals. 

Sodii  Arsenias. — The  salt  containing  1\  mol.  (40  8  per 
cent.)  of  water  of  crystallisation  is  neither  deliquescent  nor 
efflorescent.  This  salt  is  easily  produced  by  exposing  the 
crystalline  salt  (containing  more  or  less  than  1\  mol.)  in  fine 
powder  to  the  air  at  the  ordinary  temperature. 

Tineturee. — Oldberg  and  Wall  think  that  the  strength 
should  be  fixed  with  reference  to  their  properties  and  uses, 
and  their  relative  potency,  instead  of  having  regard  to  simple 
mathematical  ratios. 

TJnguentum  Diachylon.  —  Preparation.  —  Dissolve  200 
grammes  of  acetate  of  lead  in  1  litre  of  distilled  water,  and 
300  grammes  of  castile  soap  in  \\  litre  of  warm  water,  filter 
both  solutions,  mix,  wash  the  precipitate,  and,  after  drying, 
melt  it  with  \\  part  of  olive  oil,  triturating  the  plaster  until 
cooling. 
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Chemists'  Assistants'  Association. — The  next  meeting 
of  this  Association  will  be  held  on  Thursday,  October  31, 
when  a  paper  on  "  Photo-micrography,"  with  practical  illus- 
trations, will  be  read  by  Mr.  M.  E.  Swan. 

Westminstee  College  Pharmacy  Club. — The  general 
meeting  was  held  on  Tuesday  evening  last  at  8.45,  when 
rules  were  adopted.  Thirty-one  new  members  were  enrolled. 
An  inaugural  address  will  be  delivered  by  the  President,  Mr. 
G.  S.  V.  Wills,  at  the  Bridge  House  Hotel,  London  Bridge,  on 
Tuesday  nest  at  8.45  o'clock.  Former  students  and  gentle- 
men interested  are  invited  to  attend. 

The  Milk  of  Sulphur  Prosecution.— At  the  meeting 
of  the  Islington  Vestry  on  Friday  night  last,  Mr.  Stonelake 
drew  attention  to  recent  prosecutions  under  the  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act  instituted  by  the  Vestry  ;  and,  making 
special  mention  of  the  prosecution  of  Mr.  Gray,  chemist,  of 
Canonbury,  in  the  milk  of  sulphur  case  (fully  reported  in 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  August  17,  1889),  Mr.  Stone- 
lake  thought  competent  persons  should  be  employed  to  take 
out  summonses,  so  as  to  ensure  a  fair  prospect  of  success 
when  the  case  came  before  the  magistrates.  At  present  the 
prosecutions  were  instituted  by  the  sanitary  superintendent 
instead  of  by  the  solicitor.  Then,  again,  with  regard  to  the 
milk  adulteration,  it  would  be  well  if  the  officers  read  up  the 
law  on  the  subject,  as  several  cases  had  been  lost  because 
of  the  magistrate  holding  that  a  guilty  knowledge  of  the 
defendant  must  be  proved  in  regard  to  the  alleged  adultera- 
tions. The  Vestry  clerk  explained  that  the  solicitor  did  at 
one  time  conduct  such  prosecutions,  but  they  became  so 
numerous  that  it  was  thought  the  sanitary  superintendent 
might  take  the  work.  The  result  of  this  was  that  the  Vestry 
did  not  get  their  costs,  and  otherwise  they  were  in  an  in- 
vidious position.  Mr.  Stonelake  moved  : — "  That  in  future 
prosecutions  by  the  Vestry  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act 
be  conducted  by  the  Vestry  clerk  or  solicitor."  The  motion 
was  seconded,  but  not  adopted. 

A  Chemist  and  his  Paramours.— Tragic  Poisoning 
Case. — An  inquest  was  held  at  the  Eoyal  Oak,  Glenthorne 
Road,  Hammersmith,  into  the  circumstances  attending  the 
death  of  Ellen  Beecroft,  alias  Ellen  Harding,  otherwise 
Dawson,  a  dressmaker,  who  died  early  on  the  morning  of 
October  15.  On  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  October  15,  a  little 
before  1,  deceased,  in  her  nightdress,  and  accompanied  by 
an  errand-boy  who  lived  in  the  same  house,  went  to  the 
shop  of  Mr.  Pollard,  chemist  and  druggist,  Glenthorne  Road, 
and,  being  admitted,  found  another  woman  in  the  house. 
According  to  the  evidence  of  the  boy,  deceased  had 
been  drinking';  some  words  ensued;  Mr.  Pollard  reached 
down  a  bottle  of  prussic  acid,  and  intimated  he  would  take 
poison.  He  handed  the  bottle  to  the  boy  to  hold  while  he 
fetched  a  measure.  The  woman  snatched  the  bottle  from  the 
boy,  and  took  three  gulps  from  the  bottle.  After  some  hesita- 
tion a  policeman  was  fetched,  and  subsequently  a  doctor, 
but  the  woman  was  dead  when  the  latter  arrived.  The  fol- 
lowing evidence,  as  reported  in  the  West  London  Advertiser, 
will  explain  the  circumstances  : — ■ 

Alfred  Pollard,  chemist,  of  21  Glenthorne  Road,  having 
been  duly  cautioned,  said :  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  give 
evidence.  I  have  known  the  deceased  eight  months— slightly 
at  first,  intimately  afterwards.  She  did  not  stay  at  my 
house.  She  came  over  on  Monday  night  between  twelve  and 
one  in  her  nightdress. 

The  Coroner :  What  took  place  then  ? 

Witness  hesitated  before  answering :  She  thought  I  had 
somebody  within. 

Do  you  mean  a  woman  1 — Yes,  a  woman,  and  she  wanted 
to  get  at  her.  (Another  pause.)  I  held  her  back  while  I 
let  the  other  woman  out.    Then  she  abused  me  a  little 

(there  was  another  pause  and  a  few  inward  groans)  oh, 

it  didn't  amount  to  abuse  . 

The  Coroner  (coming  to  his  relief)  :  Then  she  abused  you  ? 
—Well,  no ;  she  showed  herself  very  much  annoyed  at  my 
having  "gone  elsewhere."  (These  two  last  words  were 
muttered.) 

Annoyed  at  what  ?  asked  the  Coroner. 


At  my  having  taken  in  the  other  gone  with  any  other 

lady. 

Well  ?—  Out  of  pure  bravado  I  said,  I  will  get  out  of  this.  I 
put  my  hand  round  amongst  the  poisons  in  the  shop,  and 
took  down  a  bottle  that  happened  to  be,  but  might  not  have 
been,  hydrocyanic  acid.  I  told  the  boy  to  hold  the  bottle 
while  I  got  a  2-drachm  measure.  When  I  came  back  she 
had  evidently  taken  the  poison,  but  I  did  not  know  it  then. 
Well,  being  prussic  acid  I  knew  it  would  mean  either  that 
she  would  be  killed  or  that  she  would  not.  As  she  was  still 
breathing  I  recalled  the  boy,  whom  I  had  sent  for  a  police- 
man, as  I  wanted  to  save  her  reputation  and  mine ;  and  not 
until  I  was  quite  sure  she  was  dead  did  I  send  for  a  police- 
man. 

When  you  brought  this  bottle  out  of  the  shop,  did  you 
see  what  it  was  ? — No,  sir. 

Did  you  say  you  would  take  some  ? — Yes,  but  I  hardly 
knew  what  it  was  myself. 

Dr.  Alderson  said  he  lived  almost  opposite,  and  found  the 
deceased  supported  by  Mr.  Pollard.  She  was  quite  dead,  and 
the  pupils  were  dilated.  He  detected  prussic  acid  in  the 
breath.  Witness  was  told  by  Mr.  Pollard  that  she  had  taken 
the  poison  about  forty  minutes  before.  Witness  remarked, 
"  Why  didn't  you  send  for  me  before  ? "  and  he  replied, 
"What's  the  use  ?  Either  she  would  die  or  she  wouldn't,  and 

1  wasn't  sure  she  had  taken  the  poison,  or  even  if  she  had  it 
was  a  weak  solution  that  was  inert,  and  with  which  I  had 
ineffectually  attempted  to  poison  cats."  Witness  cen- 
sured him,  and  he  said,  "  You  forget  I  am  partly  a  medical 
man."  Witness  said,  "  What  have  you  done  for  her  1  Your 
medical  knowledge,  if  you  had  any,  would  have  told  you 
that  promptness  was  important.  Forty  minutes  is  a  long 
interval."  Mr.  Pollard  gave  him  some  reasons,  and  said  he 
wanted  to  sever  his  connection  with  her,  and  so  the  row 
began.  Witness  asked  him  how  the  bottle  got  into  her 
hands — why  could  he  not  have  prevented  it?  He  said  he 
had  gone  for  a  measure  to  poison  himself,  but  it  was  only  a 
threat.  Mr.  Pollard  did  one  good  thing,  he  had  taken  her 
to  the  air  in  the  yard.  No  doubt  he  was  in  a  very  excited 
state,  and  one  was  not  likely  to  act  at  such  moments  as  one 
would  when  calm  and  collected.  Witness,  however,  told 
him  that  he  ought  to  have  sent  for  a  doctor,  for  even  in  a  case 
like  that  himself,  he  (witness)  would  have  obtained  a  second 
doctor.  No  doubt  Mr.  Pollard  thought  it  was  hopeless,  but 
there  were  instances  of  recovery  when  the  patient  had 
lingered  more  than  half  an  hour.  Witness  had  made  a  post- 
mortem, and  he  imagined,  from  the  quantity  of  poison  pre- 
sent, that  death  was  quicker  than  40  minutes.  Her  stomach 
gave  undoubted  evidence  of  prussic  acid. 

A  Juryman :  Do  you  think,  if  prompt  measures  had  been 
taken,  that  she  could  have  recovered  ? 

Witness  :  That  depends  upon  the  dose.  The  largest  dose 
on  record  taken  by  a  person  who  recovered  I  find  to  be 

2  drachms.  The  acid  in  question  is  a  very  strong  solution — 
stronger,  in  fact,  than  I  might  use  myself.  The  boy  says 
she  took  two  or  three  gulps,  and  it  is  just  possible  that  she 
may  not  have  felt  the  first  or  second  dose,  and  taken  2  or 

3  drachms  ;  if  so,  no  power  on  earth  could  have  saved  her. 
Still,  I  feel  certain  he  ought  to  have  sent  for  me  at  first. 
Mr.  Pollard  said  she  lived  40  minutes,  and  for  that  reason  he- 
ought  to  have  obtained  aid  or  administered  remedies,  as  it 
was  just  possible  she  could  have  been  saved.  It  is  very 
doubtful,  however,  that  she  lived  that  time. 

The  Coroner,  in  summing  up,  said  if  the  jury  found  that 
Mr.  Pollard  had  contributed  to  her  death  by  putting  it  in 
her  way,  then  it  might  possibly  amount  to  manslaughter  on 
his  part. 

The  jury  were  a  quarter  of  an  hour  considering  their 
verdict,  and  it  caused  some  surprise  when  it  became  known 
that  they  had  found  one  of  "  Misadventure."  A  rider  was 
added  to  the  verdict  censuring  Mr.  Pollard  for  putting  the 
bottle  in  the  deceased's  way,  and  for  neglecting  to  send  for 
medical  aid  earlier.

Groves,  F.R.S. 
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Items  of  news,  and  newspapers  containing  matters  of  interest 
to  the  trade,  sent  to  the  Editor  will  much  oblige. 


BIRMINGHAM. 

Mr.  Maetin  Magor,  chemist,  of  Birmingham,  has  caused 
to  be  distributed  at  nearly  all  the  meetings  of  the  Tem- 
perance Congress,  sitting  in  the  city  this  week,  a  handbill 
containing  a  very  neatly-worded  recommendation  of  his 
phosphor  tonic. 

The  Peppermint  Lozenge  Trade. — Messrs.  Bellamy 
&  Wakefield,  1  Easy  Row,  Birmingham,  tell  us  our  corre- 
spondent was  in  error  in  saying  they  had  bought  four  tons  of 
peppermints  for  the  winter  trade.  The  statement  should 
have  been  that  they  have  bought  one  ton  for  the  fourth  time. 
They  remark  :  "  A  ton  of  one  kind  of  lozenges  is  an  enormous 
quantity  for  a  retailer  to  purchase  at  once,  '  four  tons ' 
savours  of  the  '  Arabian  Nights.'  " 

The  Usurpers. — Miss  F.  Brittain,  dispenser  at  the  Skin 
and  Lock  Hospital  of  this  city,  passed  the  examination  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  last  week,  and  qualified  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist.  Miss  Moore,  a  former  pupil  of  the 
hospital,  has  also  passed  at  Apothecaries'  Hall,  and  has  been 
appointed  resident  dispenser  at  Dr.  Barnardo's  Medical 
Mission  in  the  East-end  of  London.  Miss  Cook,  another 
pupil,  has  been  elected  dispenser  to  the  Children's  Hospital, 
Brighton  ;  while  Miss  Bowen,  formerly  an  assistant  here, 
now  holds  the  appointment  of  dispenser  and  registrar  to  the 
Ear  and  Throat  Hospital,  Great  Charles  Street. 

The  P  oblic  Analyst. — At  the  meeting  of  the  Warwick- 
shire County  Council  held  Saturday  last  at  Warwick,  Mr. 
Darlington  said  that  the  fees  of  the  county  analyst  (Dr, 
Bostock  Hill)  were  increasing.  They  were  estimated  at 
220?.,  but  had  risen  to  nearly  400Z.  The  analyst  was  paid 
partly  by  fees  and  partly  by  salary,  and  there  was  no  limit 
to  the  number  of  samples  sent  to  him,  except  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  sanitary  inspectors.  He  thought  the  time 
would  come  when  it  would  be  a  saving  to  the  county  to  pay 
the  analyst  a  fixed  salary  and  have  his  whole  time.  During 
the  last  quarter  111  samples  had  been  analysed,  chiefly  milk 
and  butter  ;  drugs  had  not  even  been  alluded  to. 

A  New  Pharmacy  Bill. — The  Birmingham  Daily  Times 
has  information  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  going  to 
bring  a  Bill  forward  which  will  prevent  hairdressers,  or  any- 
one else  except  chemists,  selling  such  aids  to  beauty  and 
attractiveness,  as  cosmetics,  hair-restorers,  or,  perhaps,  even 
shaving  paste,  which  contain  arsenic,  or  other  poisons  to  be 
included  in  the  schedules.  In  consequence,  says  this 
authority,  "  a  meeting  of  the  [shaving]  trade  is  to  be  held  in 
the  city,  when  an  indignant  protest  will  be  made  against 
the  curtailment  of  their  privileges  and  profits."  It  may  save 
the  clippers  some  unnecessary  talk  if  they  are  reminded  that 
the  Bill  which  they  are  going  to  protest  against  was  passed 
into  law  in  1868. 

Midland  Counties  Chemists'  Association.  —  The 
classes  for  pharmaceutical  students  in  connection  with  this 
association  have  been  commenced.  The  lectures  are  delivered 
at  the  Educational  Chambers,  90  New  Street.  In  the  Pre- 
liminary section  the  classes  meet  on  Monday  and  Wednesday 
evenings.  Two  subjects  are  taken  each  evening.  The  Minor 
section  includes  instruction  in  chemistry,  botany,  materia 
medica,  pharmacy,  and  practical  dispensing.  A  collection  of 
autograph  prescriptions  will  be  provided,  and  arrangements 
will  be  made  for  the  formation  of  a  class  for  practical  dis- 
pensing if  a  sufficient  number  of  students  be  forthcoming. 
The  lecturers  are  :  Preliminary,  Mr.  Stokes  Dewson,  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  (honours).  Minor,  chemistry  and  chemical 
physics,  Mr.  Stokes  Dewson;  botany  and  materia  medica, 
Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  F.I.C.  (Pereira  medallist)  ;  pharmacy,  Mr. 
Geo.  E.  Perry,  F.C.S.,  pharmaceutical  chemist. 


LIVERPOOL. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  Society.— The  first  meeting  of 
the  second  session  was  held  in  the  drawing-room  o  the 


Young  Men's  Christian  Association,  Mount  Pleasant,  on 
Friday,  October  18.  Over  thirty  members  were  present. 
After  the  election  of  twelve  new  members,  Mr.  Harold  Wyatt 
was  unanimously  elected  president,  and  in  thanking  the 
meeting  for  the  honour  it  had  done  him  referred  to  the  mis- 
fortune the  society  had  sustained  by  the  loss  of  the  late  pre- 
sident, Mr.  Thornton,  and  of  Mr.  Fleetcroft,  the  vice-presi- 
dent, who  had  both  left  the  city.  Mr.  Johnson  was  elected 
vice-president.  It  was  resolved  that  letters  of  thanks  be 
sent  to  the  two  retiring  officers  for  their  exertions  on  behalf 
of  the  society  during  the  past  session.  Mr.  Walker,  the 
honorary  secretary,  announced  that  the  next  meeting,  for 
which  a  paper  had  been  promised,  would  be  held  on  Thurs- 
day, October  31,  at  Colquitt  Street.  The  remainder  of  the 
evening  was  occupied  with  vocal  and  instrumental  music, 
in  which  three  ladies  assisted. 

Registered  Assistants. — The  articles  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  respecting  the  proposed  prosecution  of  an 
unregistered  assistant  for  the  sale  of  poison  have  caused 
some  discussion  amongst  members  of  the  trade  here,  but  no 
consensus  of  opinion  can  be  arrived  at  until  after  its  con- 
sideration at  a  general  meeting.  But  the  following  epitome 
of  a  statement  made  by  the  late  Mr.  Warhurst,  the  Parlia- 
mentary session  before  last,  when  the  House  of  Lords  added 
the  "  Managers "  clause  to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  may  be  of 
interest  at  the  present  time.  Mr.  Warhurst  was  a  registered 
chemist  and  druggist,  and  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  who  opened  a  large  number  of  chemist's  shops  in 
Liverpool,  and  was  generally  regarded  as  the  man  who  made 
the  above  clause  necessary.  In  the  course  of  an  interview 
he  said  : — "It  does  not  agree  with  my  health  to  keep  indoors 
and  attend  to  the  details  of  one  shop,  so  I  have  opened  a 
number  of  branches,  and  drive  from  one  to  the  other,  spend- 
ing some  time  in  each,  and  looking  after  the  general  interest 
of  the  whole.  I  have  now  sixteen  shops,  and  about  half  of 
them  are  under  my  direction  conducted  by  unregistered 
persons.  It  would  be  unfair  to  say  that  these  men  are  un- 
qualified ;  I  always  get  a  reference  as  to  character  and 
qualification  with  any  man  I  engage,  and  if  I  find  him  de- 
ficient in  either  I  do  not  hesitate  to  get  rid  of  him  promptly. 
Most  of  these  men  are  married,  some  with  families,  and,  of 
course,  the  proposal  to  take  the  bread  from  their  mouths  is 
a  serious  one  for  them.  It  is  a  serious  matter  for  me  also, 
for  I  find  them  as  a  rule  good  business  men,  and  they  con- 
tinue with  me  longer  than  those  who  are  registered."  On 
being  asked  if  he  had  notadditional  anxiety  with  those  shops 
in  which  he  had  unregistered  men,  he  replied,  "  Certainly  not. 
I  don't  wish  to  say  a  word  against  examinations,  but  they  do 
not  teach  a  man  whether  he  ought  or  ought  not  to  supply  a 
poison  to  a  person  who  asks  for  it.  That  is  entirely  a  matter 
of  judgment,  and  an  unregistered  staid  and  responsible  man 
of  30  or  40  is  more  likely  to  exercise  discretion  in  such  a 
matter  than  a  young  man  who  has  little  experience  in 
business,  but  has  devoted  himself  almost  entirely  to  pre- 
paring for  examinations.  Then,  as  to  mistakes,  those 
happen  far  more  frequently  from  carelessness  than  from 
ignorance."  Mr.  Warhurst  had  considerable  influence  with 
several  members  of  Parliament,  and  these  after  due  con- 
sideration undertook  to  oppose  the  Pharmacy  Bill  to  their 
utmost  unless  some  provision  was  made  for  protecting  the 
existing  interests  of  unregistered  managers. 


LOUGHBOROUGH. 

W.  S.  Handley,  the  son  of  Alderman  Handley,  chemist, 
of  this  town,  has  gained  the  100-guineas  scholarship  in  arts 
at  Guy's  Hospital,  London. 

Foe  Municipal  Honours. — The  chemists  are  again 
coming  forward  in  the  municipal  contest.  Mr.  H.  L.  Gibson 
offers  himself  as  a  candidate  in  the  Conservative  interest  for 
the  Storer  Ward,  and  Mr.  John  Paget  (retired  chemist)  as  a 
non-political  candidate  for  the  Burton  Ward. 


MANCHESTER. 

Pharmaceutical  Association.— The  two  or  three  sen- 
tences of  mild  criticism  which  appeared  at  the  tail  of  the 
report  of  the  last  meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association  must  be  modified  to  the  extent  of  explaining 
that  it  was  not  at  a  meeting  of  that  Association,  but  at  a 
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meeting  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,  that  no 
quorum  could  be  got  to  listen  to  a  paper  which  had  been 
prepared.  Except  as  to  that  detail,  what  was  said  as  to  our 
local  Association  need  not  be  unsaid,  and  more  than  one 
gentleman  connected  with  the  trade  joins  me  in  the  hope 
that  it  may  have  the  desired  effect  of  helping  to  arouse  a 
more  widespread  interest  in  trade  matters  in  Manchester. 
Session  1888-9  opens  hopefully.  It  is  whispered  that  the 
new  departure  in  the  form  of  a  social  meeting,  which  was 
under  discussion  at  the  opening  meeting,  may  probably  take 
the  form  of  a  smoking  concert,  but  nothing  definite  has  yet 
been  decided. 


NEWCASTLE-ON-TYNE. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices'  Association. 
— The  session  was  inaugurated  on  October  16,  by  an  address 
from  the  president,  Mr.  John  Pike.  After  a  few  remarks  dis- 
claiming anything  like  opposition  to  the  older  association  of 
the  town,  Mr.  Pike  said  : — When  we  take  a  look  at  our  profes- 
sion, I  think  we  may  well  be  excused  if  we  feel  somewhat 
disappointed  and  pessimistic.  Some  twenty  years  ago,  when  I 
first  entered  the  trade,  I  became  at  once  an  enthusiast,  and 
I  felt  myself  to  be  at  a  bound  several  rungs  higher  on  the  social 
ladder.  There  appeared  to  me  something  sacred  in  the  hand- 
ling of  drugs,  and,  being  naturally  of  a  contemplative  frame  of 
mind,  I  never  made  pills  or  potions  without  speculating  upon 
the  effect  they  would  produce,  and  wondering  where  they 
would  find  their  final  resting-place,  and,  as  I  daresay  most 
of  you  have  done,  I  experimented  upon  my  own  personal 
economy,  taking,  I  believe,  some  two  pills  daily  of  various 
compositions  ;  all,  of  course,  in  the  interest  of  the  drug  trade. 
I  soon  tired  of  this  kind  of  thing,  however,  and  became  as 
desillmione  as  any  one  of  you  could  be.  1  remember  the 
indignation  excited  among  the  local  craft  when  one  of  our 
Philistine  brethren  started  to  sell  13^rf.  patents  for  Is.  He 
was  looked  upon  for  some  time  as  a  sort  of  pharmaceutical 
Jack  the  Kipper.  But,  in  spite  of  this,  fairly  good  business 
was  done,  and  no  doubt  money  was  made  more  easily  than 
at  present.  But  we  had  some  drawbacks,  the  most  important 
of  which  was  the  almost  total  absence  of  educational  facilities. 
It  is  true  that  a  lad  could,  if  he  had  the  requisite  time  and 
spare  cash,  take  lessons  in  chemistry,  but  educational  oppor- 
tunities as  we  understand  them  now  were  hardly  dreamt  of, 
so  that  with  the  growth  of  competition  we  have  increased 
facilities  for  making  ourselves  fitter  to  battle  with  life  and  to 
take  our  places  in  this  world's  struggle. 

It  is  now  possible,  as  you  can  see  on  a  reference  to  the 
calendar  of  the  University  of  Durham  College  of  Science, 
for  evening  students  who  have  passed  their  several  examina- 
tions and  gone  through  the  prescribed  course  of  studies  to 
take  the  university  degrees,  such,  for  instance,  as  the  Asso- 
ciate of  Arts  or  Science ;  but  here  we  come  to  a  great 
stumbling-block,  in  most  cases  insurmountable,  in  the 
way  of  the  ambitious  chemist.  Our  present  Preliminary 
examination  is  not  up  to  the  standard  required,  and  is  not, 
as  a  matter  of  fact,  recognised  by,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  any 
examining  body  of  the  professions  which  would  naturally 
attract  the  attention  of  a  chemist,  as,  for  example,  the  medi 
cal  profession.  [It  is,  though.  —  Ed.]  The  absence  of  algebra 
and  Euclid,  mathematics,  French  or  German,  and  English 
literature  and  geography,  is  fatal  to  the  pharmaceutical 
student  ever  taking  an  equal  position  to  that  of  the  medical 
student ;  and  we  must  recognise  the  absolute  necessity  of 
advancing  with  the  times — we  must  increase  our  stock  of 
knowledge. 

Professor  Tilden  (himself  at  one  time,  I  believe,  an  ap- 
prentice), in  his  speech  to  the  Midland  Counties  Chemists' 
Association,  said  that  during  his  school-life  a  boy  should 
learn  as  much  pure  physics,  chemistry,  and  botany  as  ought 
to  be  required  for  the  purpose  of  his  technical  studies  ;  add 
to  these  a  knowledge  of  mathematics  and  the  languages 
which  such  a  school-training  would  assuredly  give  him,  and 
here  we  have  a  lad  with  some  prospect  of  making  headway. 
A  youth  at  the  expiration  of  his  apprenticeship  often  finds 
that  he  can  conveniently  change  and  alter  his  vocation  for  a 
better,  and  now  finds  himself  heavily  handicapped,  from  the 
fact  that  his  preliminary  education  has  not  been  what  it 
should  be. 

Mr.  Pike  went  on  to  recommend  to  chemists'  apprentices 
the  examinations  of  the  Institute  of  Chemistry,  those  of  the 


Kensington  Science  Department,  and  of  the  City  and 
Guilds  of  London  Institute,  all  of  which  are  within  the 
scope  of  the  industrious  student.  He  urged  that  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  should  try  to  extend  the  schedule  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  to  a  great  many  more  dangerous  medicines. 
He  believed  that,  taking  an  estimate  of  the  drugs  named  in 
Martindale's  "  Extra  Pharmacopoeia,"  hundreds  of  drugs  and 
preparations  would  be  found  requiring  the  most  careful, 
skilful,  and  enlightened  handling ;  and  he  thought  the 
Society  might,  by  serious  and  properly  directed  effort,  so  in- 
crease the  length  of  the  schedule  as  to  materially  benefit  the: 
qualified  and  educated  chemist.  Quoting  from  Mr.  Gil- 
mour's  address  at  Dundee,  Mr.  Pike  recommended  as  hobbies, 
the  microscope,  the  camera,  and  electricity,  and  he  further 
supported  Mr.  Gilmour's  advice  as  to  criticism  of  papers  read 
at  their  meetings. 

Mr.  T.  M.  Clague  and  Mr.  G.  Weddell,  hon.  presidents  of 
the  Association,  in  a  few  well-chosen  remarks,  respectively 
moved  and  seconded  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Pike  for  his- 
address.  Messrs.  Curwen,  Park,  Oxen,  and  Merson  also  made 
a  few  remarks. 


WALSALL. 

Suicide  of  a  Bloxwich  Chemist. — Mr.  A.  J.  Newton 
(35),  chemist,  of  Bloxwich  and  Caldmore,  Walsall,  com- 
mitted suicide  on  Sunday  last  at  his  residence  at  the  former 
place.  It  appeared  that  he  went  into  his  bathroom  in  the 
morning  as  usual,  and  as  he  remained  there  a  prolonged  time 
his  wife  went  to  see  if  anything  was  the  matter,  and  found 
him  with  a  pot  of  nux  vomica  beside  him,  and  evidently 
suffering  acutely.  In  answer  to  her  questions,  he  admitted 
that  he  had  taken  some  of  the  drug.  Dr.  Hubbard,  who  was- 
called  in,  used  the  stomach-pump,  but  remedies  were  un- 
availing, death  ensuing  soon  after.  An  inquest  was  held  on. 
Tuesday  on  the  body  of  the  deceased.  The  evidence  showed 
that  Mr.  Newton  had  been  suffering  from  sleeplessness  for 
about  five  weeks,  and  had  taken  laudanum  to  induce  sleep, 
but  without  effect.  Shortly  after  deceased  was  found  by  his 
wife  he  admitted  having  taken  2  drachms  of  the  nux 
vomica.  The  stomach  was  thoroughly  washed  out,  but  the 
poison  had  got  into  the  system,  and  death  soon  followed. 
The  medical  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  deceased  had 
taken  sufficient  poison  to  kill  thirty  people,  and  the  doctor 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  fact  of  the  deceased  being  a 
chemist,  and  well  knowing  the  pain  which  nux  vomica  would 
cause,  was  an  indication  that  he  could  not  have  been  in  his 
right  mind.  The  use  of  tincture  of  opium  would  be  likely 
to  bring  about  temporary  insanity.  After  an  hour's  consul- 
tation the  jury  found  that  deceased  died  from  the  effects  of 
poison  administered  by  himself,  and  that  he  was  at  the  time 
of  unsound  mind,  but  that  there  was  no  evidence  to  show 
whether  he  took  the  poison  accidentally  or  otherwise. 


IEELAND. 

The  governors  of  Steevens'  Hospital,  Dublin,  invite  tenders 
for  a  twelvemonth's  supply  of  drugs  and  medicines. 

The  Dublin  Kailway  Rates  Association  has  voted  100Z.  to- 
aid  the  Irish  Conference  in  carrying  out  the  opposition  to  the 
railway  monopoly. 

Me.  Mills  has  been  appointed  dispensary  officer  (L.T.) 
to  the  Coleraine  Dispensary,  and  Mr.  Boyd  to  a  similar 
position  at  Hillsborough. 

Fok  threatening  to  burn  down  the  Waterford  Workhouse 
dispensary,  a  pauper  named  Athbridge  was  last  week  sent  to 
gaol  for  three  months. 

Out  of  a  number  of  candidates  for  the  office  of  township 
commissioner  at  Dalkey,  Mr.  G.  D.  Beggs,  M.P.S.I.,  the 
Medical  Hall,  was  last  week  returned  at  the  head  of  the  list. 

The  Board  of  Guardians  of  the  Cork  Union  have  appointed 
Messrs.  Harrington,  pharmaceutical  chemists,  contractors 
for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  the  workhouse  and 
the  neighbouring  dispensaries. 

The  death  is  announced  at  Port  of  Spain,  Trinidad,  of 
Professor  John  M'Carthy,  Government  analytical  consulting 
chemist  and  professor  of  chemistry,  formerly  of  Dublin. 
The  late  professor  was  only  36  years  of  age. 
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Mr.  William  Webb,  for  many  years  manager  of  the 
Irish  Apothecaries'  Hall,  and  who  lately  resigned  that  position, 
has  been  appointed  Dublin  representative  to  Messrs.  Herring 
&;  Co.,  London. 

The  Fellows  of  the  King's  and  Queen's  College  of 
Physicians,  Ireland,  have  presented  to  Dr.  Aquila  Smith, 
lately  their  representative  on  the  General  Medical  Council,  an 
excellent  portrait  of  himself  done  in  oils. 

Faith-healing. — Some  remarkable  scenes  are  reported 
from  the  Kerry  district  of  Ireland,  a  number  of  cures  being 
said  to  have  been  accomplished  by  the  laying  on  of  hands 
and  imbibing  of  medicinal  spring  water. 

The  Ballymahon  dispensary,  Longford,  was  last  week 
destroyed  by  fire,  the  origin  of  which  is  unknown.  A  large 
quantity  of  drugs  and  medicines  was  lost,  and  the  caretakers 
had  a  narrow  escape  for  their  lives. 

Me.  Thomas  Victoe  Mayne,  photographic  chemist,  Lord 
Edward  Street,  Dublin,  died  last  Saturday  from  an  attack 
of  typhoid  fever.  The  deceased,  who  was  a  partner  with 
his  father,  Mr.  Thomas  Mayne,  M.P.,  was  a  general  favourite 
in  the  trade. 

BY  the  will  of  Mr.  D.  Cullimore,  B.L.,  Ballymena  Park, 
county  Wexford  (uncle  of  Dr.  Cullimore,  London),  the  Wex- 
ford Infirmary  has  been  left  over  1,000Z.  for  the  purchase  of 
the  best  medicines  and  the  most  approved  surgical  appliances. 

On  dit  that  the  Dublin  branches  of  the  London  and  New- 
castle Tea  Company  are  arranging  to  open  drug  and  patent- 
medicine  departments  in  connection  with  their  stores,  and 
with  a  view  of  pushing  the  sale  of  their  Bohea  purpose  to 
"  cut  "  the  chemists  at  cost  price. 

An  Itineeant  Pharmacist. — The  suburban  residents  of 
Dublin  have  for  the  past  few  days  been  visited  by  a  vener- 
able individual,  whose  invitations  to  try  his  "Japanese 
nerve-tonic  pills  "  have  been  responded  to  with  more  or  less 
eagerness.  This  invention  is  said  to  be  a  compound  of 
rhubarb. 

Embezzlement  by  a  Druggist's  Assistant. — At  the 
Limerick  Quarter  Sessions  held  last  week  Robert  J.  Gubbins, 
an  assistant  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  J.  P.  Evans  &  Co., 
druggists,  George  Street,  Limerick,  was  sentenced  to  eighteen 
months'  imprisonment  for  systematic  embezzlement  of 
various  sums,  amounting  in  all  to  about  2002.,  which  belonged 
to  his  employers. 

Dublin  Philosophical  Club.— At  a  meeting  of  this 
society  held  last  week  arrangements  were  made  to  hold  an 
opening  session  in  the  University  College  early  in  November, 
when  Dr.  Molloy  will  exhibit  and  lecture  upon  the  electric 
light.  The  following  pharmacists  were  elected  office-bearers 
for  the  coming  year  : — Mr.  J.  E.  Brunker,  M.A.,  F.C.S.,  vice- 
president ;  Mr.  W.  N.  Allen,  honorary  treasurer;  and  Mr. 
H.  C.  Draper,  F.C.S.,  honorary  secretary. 

Subversion  op  Wells  &  Co.'s  Hobby.— With  this 
heading  we  get  the  following  item  from  a  Belfast  correspon- 
dent. We  have  no  idea  what  it  is  all  about : — "  Sir, — Some- 
thing new  at  last  !  The  absorbing  topic  among  business 
circles  this  week  is  that  some  fourteen  of  our  principal 
chemists  and  druggists  have  formed  a  syndicate,  the  result 
of  which  will  be  cutting  all  round.  Negotiations  are  being 
completed  with  a  view  to  have  eight  old-established  houses 
turned  over,  and  about  four  new  ones  to  be  immediately 
opened.  What  will  Wells  &  Co.  think  now  of  their  policy  ? 
Always  hard  to  get  a  kick  at  an  Irishman,  especially  when  it 
is  a  hot-headed  one.  But  there  is  another  side  to  the 
question.  '  It  is  an  ill  wind  blows  nobody  good.'  What  will 
the  I.P.S.  say  about  the  English  qualification  ? — Rex." 


SCOTLAND. 

Aberdeen. 

Me.  Stephen  Paterson,  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  W.  Pater- 
son  &  Sons,  applied  for,  and  has  obtained,  a  certificate  from 
the  magistrates  to  hold  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  wines,  &c. 
The  presiding  magistrate  said : — "  This  application  was 
made  to  enable  the  firm  to  deal  in  medicated  spirits,  wines,  I 


&c."  A  local  evening  paper,  quoting  this,  put  it  "  methyl- 
ated." 

Epidemics. — The  epidemic  of  measles  is  now  virtually  at 
an  end,  only  twenty-one  cases  having  been  reported  during 
last  month,  the  total  reported  since  December  1  last  being 
2,493.  As  one  epidemic  is  disappearing,  another,  in  the  form 
of  scarlet-fever,  is  threatening  to  appear. 

Dundee. 

More  Medicals. — Dundee  appears  to  be  a  happy  hunting 
ground  for  medical  men.  Three  new  ones  have  already 
taken  up  their  abode  here  this  year,  and  now  Drs.  Buist  and 
Pirie  are  announcing  that  they  have  commenced  practice. 

Alpe  was  not  there. — Since  the  last  of  the  summer 
months  the  Inland  Revenue  officers  have  been  specially  active 
in  Dundee.  Wholesale  consignments  of  chemists'  goods  have 
been  sent  to  Somerset  House,  and  already  eight  pharmacists 
have  paid  modified  fines.  Some  of  the  items  were  liable  be- 
cause they  were  called  "  specialities,  prepared  by  ,"  and 

others  because  they  were  recommended  as  a  cure  for  an  ail- 
ment, and  others  because  of  their  having  "  prepared  only 
by  "  on  the  label. 

Selling  a  Drug  Business. — In  the  Court  of  Session, 
Edinburgh,  last  week  three  appeals  were  heard  against  the 
decision  of  Sheriff  Campbell  Smith,  in  regard  to  the  sale  of 
a  doctor's  shop  carried  on  for  some  time  under  the  protection 
of  Dr.  M'Gregor,  Dundee,  by  James  Rogers,  sen.,  and  James 
Rogers,  jun.,  who  are  not  registered  chemists.  In  one  of  the 
actions  Dr.  M'Gregor  sued  the  Rogers  for  250Z.,  loss  sus- 
tained by  him  in  consequence  of  their  having  broken  their 
arrangement  with  him  as  their  nominal  partner,  and  trans- 
ferred to  Dr.  Kelly,  Dundee,  all  his  rights  and  privileges  in 
their  business  in  Dundee.  Defenders  denied  this,  and 
Sheriff  Smith  sustained  their  plea,  dismissing  the  case  on  a 
technical  point.  Dr.  M'Gregor  appealed,  and  the  Court  of 
Session  has  dismissed  the  appeal. 

Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices'  Associa- 
tion.— A  meeting  was  held  on  Thursday,  October  17,  .Mr, 
Donald  McD.  Skinner,  vice-president,  in  the  chair.  Mr. 
J.  B.  Mason,  teacher  of  chemistry  at  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  read  a  pajter  on  "  Sodium  and  its 
Salts."  The  paper  (which  was  illustrated  with  experiments) 
was  very  attentively  listened  to,  and  at  the  close  a  hearty 
vote  was  accorded  to  the  authors.  The  secretary  then,  in 
the  name  of  Mr.  James  Anderson,  handed  over  the  micro- 
scope which  that  gentleman  had  presented  to  the  Associa- 
tion. The  donor  was  accorded  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  for 
his  gift.  The  first  social  evening  will  be  held  next  Thursday, 
October  31. 

The  Association  again  met  on  Thursday  evening,  when 
Mr.  T.  Cuthbert  Henderson  read  a  useful  paper  on  "  Some 
Medicinal  Syrups."  The  first  one  considered  was  Syrup  of 
iodide  of  iron.  The  author  discussed  the  various  methods 
whicli  have  been  proposed  from  time  to  time  for  the  pre- 
servation of  the  syrup  ;  among  them  he  had  found  the  addition 
of  0T  per  cent,  of  hypophosphorous  acid  to  be  the  best,  but 
nothing  in  his  experience  was  equal  to  the  addition  of  5  per 
cent,  of  glycerine.  This  agent,  being  a  polyhydric  alcohol, 
acts  like  other  alcohols  by  reducing  any  ferric  salt  to  the 
ferrous  state  as  soon  as  it  is  formed.  After  giving  the  mem- 
bers a  warning  to  be  careful  in  the  selection  of  sugar  for 
syrups,  the  author  proceeded  to  comment  upon  Syrup  of 
bromide  of  iron,  Martindale's  and  the  B.P.C.  formulas  being 
criticised.  Of  the  two  he  much  preferred  the  former,  which 
is  made  by  heating  together  ferrous  bromide  160  grains, 
iron  wire  10  grains,  and  water  3  drachms,  until  colourless, 
filtering,  and  making  the  filtrate  up  to  4  fluid  oz.  with  simple 
syrup.  In  the  B.P.C.  process  so  much  heat  is  generated 
that  it  is  difficult  to  control  the  chemical  action,  and  a 
"  burst "  is  very  apt  to  supervene.  The  syrup  is  also  the. 
better  for  the  addition  of  5  per  cent,  of  glycerine,  or  0  1  per- 
cent, of  hypophosphorous  acid.  Ea&toris  syrup  was  next 
referred  to.  A  sample  of  this  containing  5  per  cent,  of 
glycerine  was  shown,  which  had  been  kept  for  four  months, 
and  retained  its  water-white  colour.  After  some  remarks 
on  Parrish's  syrup,  Mr.  Henderson  spoke  of  the  variable 
nature  of  the  Syrups  of  hypophosphites  which  are  met  with 
in  the  market,  and  as  the  result  of  his  experience  in  the 
laboratory  of  the  Royal  Infirmary  submitted  the  following 
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formula,  which  he  had  used  for  two  years,  and  the  product 
from  which  he  had  found  to  keep  exceedingly  well : —

Each  drachm  of:  this  syrup  contains  strychnine,  T|6  grain, 
and  quinine,  J  grain,  together  with  the  metallic  and  alkaline 
hypophosphites.  In  speaking  of  syrup  of  tolu,  Mr.  Hender- 
son referred  in  warm  terms  to  Mr.  F.  Stephenson's  cold 
process  ;  he  also  suggested  that  syrup  of  squills  should  be 
made  by  dissolving  2J  lbs.  of  sugar  in  a  pint  of  squill  vinegar 
without  heat.  This  can  easily  be  done  in  a  mortar.  An 
excellent  clear  syrup  is  the  result,  and  it  does  not  become 
covered  with  fungus  as  is  sometimes  the  case  with  syrup 
which  has  been  overheated.  In  concluding  his  paper  the 
author  briefly  referred  to  glycerine.  A  good  discussion 
followed. 

Edinburgh. 

The  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Ball  is  to  be  held  in  the 
Assembly  Rooms  on  January  23,  1890.  A  committee  has 
been  appointed,  with  Mr.  J.  P.  Thomson  as  convener. 

The  Chemists'  Assistants'  and  Apprentices'  Associa- 
tion begins  its  twelfth  session  on  Wednesday,  October  30, 
at  9.15  P.M.,  when  Mr.  A.  Russell  Bennet  (President  of  the 
Association)  will  deliver  an  inaugural  address. 

Glasgow. 

Glasgow  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Assistants' 
Assoc  iATiON. — A  smoking  concert,  under  the  auspices  of 
"this  Association,  was  given  in  Ansell's  Rooms  on  Wednesday, 
October  16.  Mr.  James  Robb  occupied  the  chair,  and  there 
was  a  large  company  present,  who  entered  with  the  keenest 
zest  into  the  evening's  proceedings. 

"  The  Pawnee  Medicine-man  "  has  this  week  com- 
menced operations  in  Glasgow.  During  the  day  his  gorgeous 
gilded  chariot,  with  its  band  of  very  wide-awake  hatted 
musicians,  and  a  waggonette,  in  which  is  seated  in  solitary 
grandeur  a  dusky  Parsee  in  native  costume,  parade  the 
principal  streets  ;  and  every  evening  the  great  41  medicine- 
man "  gives  exhibitions  of  his  skill  in  dental  surgery  and  the 
treatment  of  disease  in  the  National  Hall.  The  serious 
business  is  agreeably  diversified  by  a  miscellaneous  enter- 
tainment, including  a  series  of  "  inimitable  imitations  "  by 
the  aforesaid  Parsee,  and  the  distribution  of  the  Medicine- 
man's "  'i  Hindu  Balm,"  which  is  supplied  gratis  to  poor 
people  on  production  of  a  minister's  "  line."  If  "  imitation  is 
the  sincerest  form  of  flattery,"  Sequah  may  feel  proud. 

"  Maister  Peter  Lowe  "  is  the  title  of  a  neat  little 
volume  just  issued,  in  which  the  author  (Mr.  Finlayson,  of 
Glasgow)  gives  a  piquant  account  of  the  life  of  that  quaint 
old  character,  Dr.  Peter  Lowe,  the  founder  of  the  Glasgow 
Faculty  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  who  spent  many  years  in 
France  as  "  Physician  Ordinaire  to  his  most  Christian 
Majesty  the  King  of  Navaurre,"  and  on  his  return  to  his  native 
place  was  so  profoundly  disgusted  with  the  prevalence  of 
quacking  blood-letting  by  barbers  and  the  sale  of  impure 
drugs,  that  he  at  once  set  about  procuring  a  charter  to  incor- 
porate a  society  of  the  regularly-qualified  medical  men  of 
Glasgow,  and  empowering  them  to  impose  conditions  of 
training  tests  of  competency  and  an  inspectorship  of  drugs. 
In  this  undertaking,  after  much  effort,  he  was  eventually 
successful,  and  in  the  now  superfluous  visitor  yearly  ap- 
pointed by  the  Faculty  to  inspect  the  drug-shops  of  the  city 
we  have  a  lingering  relic  of  "  Maister  Peter  Lowe's  "  once 
much-needed  reform.  The  worthy  doctor  died  in  1612,  and  his 
somewhat  whimsical  monument  in  the  Cathedral  church- 
yard is  reverently  preserved  by  the  Faculty  he  founded. 


Inverness. 

The  chemists'  assistants  and  apprentices  of  Inverness  have 
just  formed  themselves  into  an  association,  their  principal 
object  being  to  further  their  studies  for  the  different  exami- 
nations. Mr.  Fraser,  High  Street,  has  been  elected  president  ; 
Mr.  Bethune,  Academy  Street,  vice-president ;  and  Mr. 
Andrew  Ross,  15  Castle  Street,  secretary.  A  certifi- 
cated teacher  has  been  engaged  to  instruct  those  who  have 
not  as  yet  passed  the  Preliminary  examination,  and  two 
qualified  chemists  have  kindly  offered  to  instruct  those  for 
the  Minor  examination.  A  first-class  materia-medica  cabinet 
has  been  got ;  also  a  complete  set  of  apparatus  for  chemical 
analysis.  As  the  Association  starts  with  a  fair  amount  of 
funds  in  hand,  it  bids  fair  to  be  a  success.  The  session  was 
opened  on  October  24  by  an  address  from  the  president. 


Hatrick  &  Co.  (Limited). — Capital,  4,000Z.  in  11.  shares. 
Objects,  to  acquire  any  interests  or  rights  in  any  secret 
processes  for  the  manufacture  of  patented  medicines,  &c. 
James  Lindsay  Hatrick,  of  10  Bute  Gardens,  West  Hillhead, 
Glasgow,  is  appointed  managing  director. 

Punished  Enough. — At  the  Bolton  borough  quarter 
sessions  on  Wednesday,  James  Grady,  a  labourer,  indicted 
for  attempting  to  commit  suicide  on  August  22  last,  by 
taking  a  quantity  of  carbolic  acid,  was  bound  over  to  enter 
into  his  own  recognisances  to  come  up  for  judgment  when 
called  upon. 

Licence  to  Sell  Medicated  Wines.— The  Commis- 
sioners of  Inland  Revenue,  Somerset  House,  have  granted  an 
interim  off-licence  to  Mr.  A.  Parker,  chemist,  High  Street, 
Uttoxeter,  for  the  sale  of  medicated  wines.  Mr.  Parker 
applied  for  the  necessary  licence  at  the  adjourned  brewster 
sessions,  but  failed  to  obtain  it,  owing  to  a  mistake  made  in 
the  form  of  notice,  the  application  being  opposed  by  Mr. 
Smith,  on  behalf  of  the  Licensed  Victuallers'  Association. 

The  Society  of  Apothecaries. — By  many  members  of 
the  medical  profession  it  is  thought  that  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries  ought  to  be  empowered  to  grant  distinguishing 
titles  to  the  students  who  pass  their  examinations.  At 
present,  though  a  man  may  qualify  in  medicine,  midwifery, 
and  surgery,  he  is  only  able  to  term  himself  L.S.A.,  letters 
that  can  be  adopted  by  all  who  are  only  just  qualified  to 
practise.  Mr.  R.  R.  Sleman,  of  7  St.  Benet's  Place,  Grace- 
church  Street,  who  has  the  matter  in  hand,  has  framed  a 
petition  to  the  General  Medical  Council  of  Education  and 
Registration.  It  runs  as  under  : — "  We,  the  undersigned 
licentiates  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London,  who 
have  passed  a  qualifying  examination  in  medicine,  midwifery, 
and  surgery  since  July  1,  1887,  such  examination  having 
been  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  recent  Medical  Acts, 
humbly  pray  the  General  Medical  Council  to  give  us  such 
title,  or  titles,  as  will  convey  to  everyone  the  increased 
scientific  status  which  such  further  study  must  necessarily 
confer.  At  the  present  time,  although  trebly  qualified,  our 
only  title  is  L.S  A. ;  this  being  the  same  as  that  which  was 
granted  to  those  who  passed  the  final  examination  of  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  when  there  was  no  ex- 
amination in  surgery,  and  when  the  regulations  of  the 
Medical  Amendments  Act  were  not  in  force.  Hoping  that, 
in  all  fairness,  our  humble  request  may  be  granted,  we' 
are,"  &c. —  City  Press. 

Accidental  Poisonings. — An  inquest  was  held  at  Forett 
Hill  on  October  15  by  Dr.  Carttar,  the  coroner  for  West 
Kent,  on  the  body  of  a  boy  named  Stevens,  aged  4.  The 
deceased  had  purchased  on  the  previous  Saturday  half  a 
sheet  of  coloured  transfers,  and  had  made  use  of  them  by 
first  wetting  each  with  his  tongue  and  then  licking  the  im- 
pression off  his  hand.  The  same  evening  he  was  taken  ill, 
and  although  the  doctor  was  called  in,  he  died  the  next 
morning.  The  inquiry  was  adjourned  for  a  month  to  admit 
of  the  contents  of  the  stomach  and  the  colouring  of  half  a 
sheet  of  stamps  being  analysed. — At  Leicester  on  October  17 
a  man  named  John  Lewin  was  poisoned  by  inadvertently 
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drinking  spirit  of  salts  instead  of  gin.  A  medical  man  was 
at  once  called  in,  and  an  antidote  administered,  but  Lewin 
died  the  same  evening. — An  inquest  was  held  at  Hastings  on 
October  17  on  the  body  of  a  child,  aged  2,  the  son  of  a 
police-constable.  On  the  previous  Friday  the  father  was 
cleaning  the  buttons  of  his  tunic  with  nitric  acid,  and  during 
his  temporary  absence  from  the  room  the  child  drank  from 
the  bottle  containing  the  acid.  An  emetic  was  at  once 
given,  and  the  doctor  sent  for,  but  the  child  died  on  the 
following  Thursday  from  the  effects  of  the  poison. — 
Last  week  Mr.  F.  T.  Sylvester,  coroner  for  the  Melksham 
district,  near  Bristol,  held  an  inquest  on  the  body  of 
a  little  child  named  Winifred  Browne.  It  was  ascertained 
on  post-mortem  examination  that  the  child  had  eaten  phos- 
phorus paste.  A  piece  of  bread  with  the  paste  spread  on  it 
had  been  missed,  and  it  was  thought  the  mice  had  eaten  it, 
but  it  is  now  supposed  that  the  child  had  picked  it  up  and 
eaten  it.  This  supposition  came  out  at  the  coroner's  inquest. 
— The  Sussex  County  Coroner  held  an  inquest  last  week  on 
the  body  of  Alice  Kosine  Stacey,  aged  3,  who  died  on  the 
previous  Saturday.  The  child  was  taken  ill  in  the  middle  of 
the  night,  and  vomited  a  great  deal.  This  continued  all  the 
next  day,  and  Dr.  Longford  was  called  in  and  attended  the 
deceased  up  to  the  time  of  death.  Dr.  Longford,  after 
examining  a  portion  of  the  vomit,  found  it  contained  hearts- 
ease, and  was  of  opinion  that  death  was  caused  by  vegetable 
poisoning.  -  A  verdict  to  that  effect  was  returned. — An 
attempt  has  been  made  to  poison  Father  J.  A.  Kelly,  of 
Oneida,  New  York  State,  whilst  celebrating  mass  at  St. 
Patrick's  Church  in  that  town.  After  drinking  the  sacred 
wine  he  felt  a  burning  sensation  in  his  stomach.  He  was 
assisted  into  the  vestry,  and,  suspecting  poison,  at  once  took 
an  emetic.  A  doctor  who  was  called  in  saw  that  the 
symptoms  were  those  of  arsenical  poisoning,  and  at  once 
administered  antidotes.  In  the  vestry  traces  of  arsenic  were 
found  on  the  table,  as  though  some  of  the  poison  had  been 
spilled  while  being  poured.  Analysis  showed  that  the  bottle 
of  sacramental  wine  contained  large  quantities  of  arsenic. 


FRENCH  PHAEMACEUTICAL  NEWS. 


{From  our  Paris  Correspondent^) 

Honey  Fermentation.— M.  Gastine,  after  experimenting 
with  hydromel  and  other  fermented  honey  preparations,  has 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  reason  why  fermentation  so 
often  fails  is  that  honey  is  too  pure  to  afford  to  yeast  cells 
the  mineral  substances  necessary  to  their  development.  He 
has  found  that  on  adding  to  honey  solutions  less  than  one 
half  of  1  per  cent,  of  a  mixture  composed  of  ammonia, 
potassa  and  lime  phosphates,  tartrates  and  sulphates,  when 
yeast  is  introduced  under  the  ordinary  conditions,  complete 
and  rapid  fermentation  is  readily  obtained.  The  proportion 
of  the  various  salts  is  not  very  different  from  that  found  in 
ordinary  grape  must,  only  their  quantity,  as  compared  to  the 
total  liquid,  is  a  great  deal  smaller  ;  which  explains  at  the 
same  time  why  the  making  of  hydromel  will  succeed  so  well 
in  old  wine  tuns  and  fail  in  new  vessels. 

A  Statue  to  J.  B.  Dumas,  the  chemist,  was  on 
October  21  inaugurated  at  Alais,  his  native  town.  M.  Faye, 
as  minister,  presided.  But  the  event  of  the  day  was  an 
address  by  Pasteur,  who  now  but  seldom  speaks  in  public, 
relating  the  career  of  his  old  friend  and  many  instances  of 
his  kindness  and  benevolence.  Minister  Faye,  Baron 
d'Estrella  (delegated  by  H.M.  the  Emperor  of  Brazil),  and 
Academicians  Gaston  Boissier,  Gautier,  and  Darboux  also 
made  short  speeches,  recalling  that  Jean  Baptiste  Dumas 
was  not  only  a  chemist  but  also  a  proved  statesman  and  an 
elegant  writer.  After  the  ceremonies  the  Agricultural 
Society,  on  behalf  of  silk-growers,  presented  to  Pasteur  a 
heather  sprig  made  of  silver,  with  golden  cocoons,  in  token 
of  gratitude  and  thanks  for  his  cure  of  the  silkworms' 
parasitic  disease. 

The  Mokgue  Freezing  Receiver. — Some  time  since  Dr. 
Brouardel  organised  at  the  Paris  Morgue  special  refrigerating 
rooms  to  preserve  unaltered  such  unknown  human  remains 
as  might  lead  to  the  detection  of  criminals.  About  four 
years  ago,  the  limbs  of  a  woman  were  one  morning  found  in 


different  parcels  scattered  about  the  Avenue  d'Orleans  and 
neighbouring  thoroughfares  just  above  the  Observatory. 
Contrary  to  the  London  artist,  "  Jack  the  Ripper's,"  practice, 
the  body  had  suffered  no  other  mutilation  than  clean  dis- 
memberment, and  the  head  was  lacking.  Otherwise  the  Paris 
police  have  been  as  unlucky  as  their  colleagues  across  the 
Channel,  the  murderer— if  murder  it  was — never  being  found, 
and  the  victim  remaining  unknown  to  this  day.  At  last,  all 
clues  having  failed,  it  was  last  week  decided  to  give  the  head- 
less remains  a  Christian  burial  after  they  had  been,  during 
four  years,  kept  frozen  stiff  and  unaltered  at  the  Morgue. 

A  Warning  to  Students. — By  order  of  Minister  of 
Public  Instruction  Fallieres,  notices  have  been  posted  in  all 
faculties,  superior  schools,  lyceums,  and  colleges  advising 
young  men  that  henceforth,  according  to  law,  "in  time  of 
peace  all  who  have  obtained,  or  are  qualifying  themselves  for 
obtaining,  the  diplomas  or  degrees  of  licentiate  of  letters  or 
sciences,  doctor  of  law  or  medicine,  pharmacist  of  the  first 
class,  &e.,  shall,  after  one  year's  actual  service  under  the 
colours,  and  at  their  request,  be  granted  a  furlough  until 
their  age  entitles  them  to  belong  to  the  reserve.  Those  who 
before  they  are  26  shall  not  have  secured  their  diploma,  or 
prove  irregular  in  their  attendance,  shall  be  drafted  back 
into  the  army  to  serve  the  remaining  two  years  owed  to  the 
State."  The  threatening  prospect  of  two  more  years'  drill 
and  bean-soup  will,  no  doubt,  be  sure  to  fill  the  high  schools 
and  faculties  with  steady  classes  of  exemplary  students. 

Potassium  Iodide  Solutions,  Professor  Berthelot 
thinks,  will  turn  yellow  owing  to  the  presence  of  carbonic 
acid  in  the  air.  His  experiments  have  shown  that  the  change 
will  not  occur  when  the  solutions  are  left  for  any  length  of 
time  in  contact  with  air  deprived  of  carbonic  acid.  His 
explanation,  as  given  at  the  October  14  sitting  of  the 
Academy  of  Sciences,  is  that,  the  combination  of  potassium 
with  iodine  developing  about  the  same  amount  of  caloric 
as  its  combination  with  oxygen,  there  is  no  reason  why  pure 
oxygen  would  displace  iodine.  But  when  any  acid,  even 
weak  carbonic  acid,  is  present,  the  preponderance  of  calcric 
will  be  on  the  oxygen  side,  and  decomposition  take  place. 
Or,  to  leave  aside  the  thermo- chemical  theories  dear  to  the 
Professor,  and  to  use  more  familiar  terms,  the  affinity  of 
oxygen  for  potassium  is  about  the  same  as  that  of  iodine, 
but  when  to  it  the  affinity  of  carbonic  acid  is  superadded  r 
some  iodine  will  be  displaced  by  oxygen. 

Medals  for  "  Collaborateurs." — A  list  of  awards  to 
collaborators — that  is,  to  men  who,  not  appearing  as  the 
ostensible  makers  of  the  goods  exhibited,  are  yet  entitled  to 
a  large  share  of  the  glory — has  been  published  in  the  Journal 
Officiel.  These  are  mostly  Frenchmen.  In  the  .chemical 
sections,  at  all  events,  no  collaborateur's  medal  goes  to  Great 
Britain.  The  following  may  be  mentioned  : — Gold  medals  : 
Pontier  (Andre),  organiser  of  the  collective  pharmacists'  ex- 
hibit, France  ;  Portes  (with  Chassaing  &  Cie.),  France  ;  Valen- 
cienne  (with  Genevoix  &  Cie.),  France.  Silver  medals  : 
Coxwell  (with  the  Solvay  Process  Company),  United  States, 
and  several  Belgians  with  the  same  company  ;  Frochot  (with 
Chassaing  &  Cie.),  France ;  Portheos  (with  Billault),  France  ; 
Ragoucy  (with  Duboue-Dausse  &  Boulanger),  France.  Several 
silver  and  bronze  medals  also  go  to  the  staff  of  the  Pharmacie 
Centrale  (Genevoix  &  Cie.),  and  also  to  the  staff  of  MM. 
Billault,  the  chemical  manufacturers. 

Fighting  the  Microbes. — The  old  system  of  transport- 
ing in  ordinary  hacks  patients  suffering  from  contagious 
diseases,  and  then  allowing  the  same  vehicles,  after  a  sort  of 
disinfection,  to  transport  the  public  as  usual,  has  long  been 
condemned  in  principle,  and  steps  were  taken  some  time 
since  to  establish  a  special  ambulance  service  for  such  cases. 
Twelve  waggons  of  a  new  style  are  to  compose  the  equipment, 
and  five  of  them  were  delivered  by  the  contractors  last 
Wednesday,  and  inspected  by  Dr.  Chautemps,  president  of 
the  Municipal  Council,  M.  Peyron,  director  of  the  Assistance 
Publique,  and  other  gentlemen  connected  with  the  hospital 
service.  Each  vehicle,  costing  2,700f.,  contains  a  movable 
stretcher,  and  an  elastic  metallic  seat  for  the  nurse,  who  by 
means  of  a  speaking  pipe  can  communicate  with  the  driver. 
The  stretchers  are  articulated,  and  made  so  as  to  pass  through 
narrow  stairways,  and  carry  the  patient  either  sitting  or  lying 
down.  Each  waggon  is  to  be  used  only  for  one  sort  of  disease, 
and  tote  disinfected  after  each  transport  a*  ion.    Cn  being 
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asked  whether  the  nurses  would  be  allowed  to  use  fragrant 
atomisers,  Dr.  Chautemps  replied  that  to  the  nurse  as  well  as 
to  the  physician  a  patient  never  smells  bad. 

De.  Philippe  Record,  who  died  on  Wednesday,  was  born 
on  December  10,  1800,  at  Baltimore,  Maryland.  His  was  a 
French  family  which  settled  in  the  United  States  and  has 
prospered  there,  the  name  being  well  represented  in  the 
middle  Atlantic  States.  Some  years  since  a  Ricord  was  the 
Mayor  of  Newark,  N.J.  Philippe,  at  the  age  of  20,  was  sent 
to  Paris  to  study  law,  but  instead  became  enthusiastic  for 
surgery  after  hearing  one  of  Dupuytren's  lectures.  In  1823, 
having  become  an  interne,  he  was  assigned  to  the  celebrated 
surgeon's  hospital,  but  soon  lost  favour  owing  to  a  pun  which 
has  remained  legendary  in  the  Latin  quarter.  Dupuytren, 
one  day  at  his  morning  clinic,  said  of  a  patient  dead  during 
night,  "  II  a  du  mourir  du  delirium  tremens  (tres-mince)." 
"  Pas  si  mince "  (not  so  thin),  whispered  young  Philippe, 
"  puisqu'il  en  est  mort."  The  head  surgeon  overheard  the 
remark  and  severely  rebuked  the  punster,  adding  that  with 
such  dispositions  Arnal's  performances  at  the  Varietes  would 
suit  him  better  than  a  surgical  clinic.  Ricord  at  once  left 
Dupuytren's  service,  and  it  is  said  the  two  never  became 
reconciled.  In  1826  he  graduated  as  a  doctor  of  medicine 
with  a  thesis  on  "  Sundry  Propositions  on  Surgery,"  offering 
no  particular  interest.  But  just  as  he  was  going  to  push  his 
way  on  in  Paris,  the  loss  of  his  father's  fortune  compelled 
him  to  settle  in  a  small  country  town  near  Orleans.  He  left 
it,  however,  on  the  first  occasion,  he  having  in  1828  secured 
by  competition  the  post  of  surgeon  in  the  Pitie  hospital. 
Finally,  in  1831,  he  was  appointed  head  surgeon  to  the  Midi 
Hospital  (male  syphilitics),  where  he  remained  until  1860, 
when  the  age  limit  obliged  him  to  retire.  His  contributions 
to  medical  sciences  have  been  numerous  and  most  important, 
but  it  is  chiefly  as  a  syphilograph  that  he  became  celebrated. 
He  was  the  first  to  show  that  gonorrhoea  and  syphilis  are 
distinct  affections,  and  to  clearly  establish  the  evolution  and 
different  stages  of  the  syphilitic  infection.  His  principal 
works  are  on  the  bivalvular  speculum  (1833),  blennorrhagia 
in  woman  (1834),  monography  of  the  chancre  (1837),  treatise 
on  venereal  diseases  (1838-1863),  blennorrhagic  ophthalmia 
(1842),  syphilisation  and  contagiousness  of  secondary 
stages  (1853).  Besides  he  sent  many  memoirs  to  the 
Academy  of  Medicine  and  contributions  to  the  medical 
press.  He  also  wrote  considerable  annotations  for  the  French 
translation  of  Hunter's  treatise  on  venereal  diseases.  At  one 
time  he  had  with  English  physicians  quite  a  controversy, 
which  occasioned  his  visit  to  England,  when — the  French 
claim — he  converted  his  opponents  to  his  views.  Strange 
enough,  notwithstanding  his  world-wide  reputation,  it  was 
only  in  1850  he  was  elected  to  the  Academy  of  Medicine, 
and  he  never  was  given  a  chair  at  the  Faculty.  It  was  at 
his  hospital  he  did  his  teaching  before  immense  classes  of 
voluntary  hearers,  who  loved  him  as  much  for  his  kindness 
as  for  his  wit  and  quaint  sayings.  He  was  decorated  with 
all  the  orders  of  Europe  and  elsewhere,  and  scandal  has  it 
that  the  bestowers  had  personal  reasons  to  be  thankful. 
Ricord  would  only  smile  and  say  he  was  something  like  that 
pedicure  who  had  eradicated  corns  from  many  crowned 
heads  in  Europe.  His  last  appearance  in  public  was  in  1870 
during  the  siege,  when  at  the  age  of  70  he  had  charge  of  the 
ambulances,  and  behaved  with  such  gallantry  that  President 
Thiers  in  1871  made  him  a  grand  officer  of  the  Legion  of 
Honour. 


GERMAN  PHARMACEUTICAL  NEWS. 


(From  our  Berlin  Correspondent.') 

The  Agitation  amongst  Chemists'  Assistants  for  a 
reduction  of  working  hours  has  met  with  success  at  Stutt- 
gart, where  the  proprietors  of  the  various  chemists'  businesses 
have  agreed  to  close  their  establishments  at  9  P.M.  in  future. 
The  new  rule  came  into  force  on  October  1. 

De.  Reichaedt,  who  has  for  many  years  edited  the  Arcliiv. 
der  Pliarmacjie,  announced  some  time  since  his  intention  of 
retiring.  Arrangements  have  accordingly  been  made,  and 
after  January  1,  1890,  the  paper  will  be  under  the  joint 
editorial  control  of  Professors  Schmidt  and  Beckurts. 


Formyl-para-amidophenolether  is  another  new  syr 
thetical  remedy  that  will  probably  soon  be  met  with  i 
commerce.  It  is  not  an  antipyretic,  but  is  said  to  affect  th 
spinal  cord.  If  its  claims  are  confirmed  it  may  prove  usefi 
in  convulsive  diseases. 

Compressed  Drugs. — A  novelty  that  seems  likely  to  hav 
a  future  consists  of  vegetable  drugs  and  herbs,  such  a 
camomiles,  peppermint,  Irish  moss,  &c,  presented  in  smal 
compressed  tablets  of  about  an  inch  square,  elegantly  put  u 
in  tinfoil. 

Unqualified  Vendors  of  Medicine. — The  regulation 
in  Germany  respecting  the  sale  of  medicines  by  unqualifie 
persons  are  very  stringent.  A  drysalter  discovered  this  t 
his  cost  the  other  day.  He  had  been  in  the  habit  of  sellin; 
small  blisters,  and,  having  been  four  times  previously  pun 
ished  for  similar  offences,  he  was  condemned  to  three  day 
imprisonment. 

Codeine. — Notwithstanding  the  large  number  of  synthe 
tical  hypnotics  now  before  the  medical  world,  this  ol< 
remedy  has  lately  been  again  investigated  and  recommended 
by  several  authors  in  various  diseases.  Dr.  Rheiner  speak 
very  highly  of  it,  especially  as  a  mild  narcotic  in  cases  o 
phthisis,  where  morphia  is  contra- indicated.  Dr.  Freun> 
gives  the  results  of  his  experiments,  and  recommends  it  i 
certain  diseases  of  women. 

The  Forthcoming  Edition  of  the  German  Pharma 
coposia. — In  connection  with  this  the  old  argument  is  rc 
opened  as  to  the  language  in  which  it  should  appear.  Th 
last  issue,  it  may  be  remembered,  was  originally  publishe 
in  Latin,  but  an  edition  in  German  was  brought  out  at  th 
same  time.  Of  the  chemists  on  the  Pharmacopoeia  Commit 
sion  Dr.  Vulpius  has  not  sat  before,  Dr.  Brunnengraeber  ha 
been  on  one  previous  commission,  and  Dr.  Schacht  has  ha 
the  honour  three  times. 

Another  Colour  Reagent  for  Cocaine  is  announced  b 
Dr.  Greittherr  in  the  Pharm.  Zeit.  The  active  agent  in  thi 
process  is  palladium.  To  a  few  drops  of  cocaine  solution  abou 
a  drachm  of  chlorine  water  is  added ;  on  the  further  additio 
of  2  or  3  minims  of  palladium  chloride  solution  a  beautifn 
red  precipitate  is  thrown  down — slowly  decomposed  by  watei 
insoluble  in  alcohol  and  ether,  but  soluble  in  a  solution  c 
hyposulphite  of  soda.  Of  73  other  alkaloids  treated  in  tb 
same  way  not  one  gave  similar  reactions. 

Lanoline. — An  important  decision  has  just  been  given  b 
the  highest  court,  according  to  which  no  one  is  allowed  t 
bring  out  any  preparation  of  water  and  wool-fat  except  th 
holders  of  Liebreich's  lanoline  patents.  Whether  the  wate 
is  rubbed  in  or  combined  in  any  other  way  does  not  mattei 
as  the  decree  states,  '•  It  is  quite  immaterial  how  the  wate 
is  mixed  with  the  lanoline.  Lanoline  was  a  most  importan 
invention,  and  must  be  protected  ;  though  combinations  c 
wool-fat  with  water,  the  lanoline  may  have  advantages  an 
improvements  over  wool-fat  without  water." 

Analytical  Experts. — A  complicated  case  of  poisonin 
came  before  one  of  the  courts  recently,  in  which  two  parent 
were  alleged  to  have  poisoned  their  two  children.  Afte 
two  days'  deliberation  the  accused  were  acquitted,  as  th 
judges  could  not  decide  that  a  crime  had  been  committee 
owing  to  the  different  opinions  of  the  various  experts.  Som 
of  the  latter  thought  the  poisoning  might  have  been  due  t 
arsenic,  and  a  possible  source  of  this  was  found,  the  walls  c 
the  rooms,  before  being  papered,  having  been  coated  wit 
paint  containing  arsenic.  Professor  Rossbach  thought  i 
likely  that  poisoning  was  caused  by  phosphorus,  which  th 
children  had  been  taking  in  combination  with  cod-liver  oi 
to  improve  their  health,  though  he  did  not  exclude  arsenic 
One  analyst  found  phosphorus  in  the  bodies,  but  it  coul 
not  be  proved  that  it  had  entered  the  stomach  in  a  fre 
state  and  was  not  the  result  of  decomposition  of  som 
phosphoric  acid. 


Rancid  Oils  can  be  sweetened,  according  to  Hager,  b 
thoroughly  and  repeatedly  shaking  during  twelve  hours  on 
volume  of  the  oil  with  one  and  a  quarter  volume  of  85-pei 
cent,  alcohol,  allowing  to  separate  and  removing  the  uppc 
layer.  The  process  is  not  suitable  for  castor,  cod-livei 
croton,  and  laurel  oils,  and,  we  might  add,  in  other  cases  i 
is  cheaper  to  buy  new  oils.

THE  PARIS  EXHIBITION. 

(TWELFTH  NOTICE.) 


THE  world's  great  show  is  fast  drawing  to  its  close.  Ex- 
hibitors are  preparing  for  their  departure.  The  President 
and  Madame  Carnot  have  had  those  of  them  who  appear  in 
the  grand  prize  and  gold  medal  lists  at  the  Elysee  to  "  trip 
the  light  fantastic  toe,"  and  there  was  a  dreadful  crush,  thus 
showing,  better  than  anything  else,  how  the  honours  were 
showered  three  weeks  ago.  With  the  close  of  the  Exhibition 
we  propose  to  bring  our  reports  to  an  end.  So  far  we  have 
devoted  fifty  pages  or  more  to  the  Exhibition,  and  have 
aimed  to  give  the  cream  of  the  collections.  Still  there  are 
several  groups  of  exhibits  which  it  may  be  advantageous  to 
refer  to  subsequently,  as  our  representatives  took  advantage 
of  their  visit  to  collect  some  information  which  is  not  at 
ordinary  times  obtainable.  In  this  report  we  propose  to 
continue  our  notes  on  the  chemical  exhibits,  and  to  call 
attention  to 

Exhibits  of  Surgical  Appliances. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  latter  do  not  properly  fall 
within  the  scope  of  this  report.  Indeed  the  Liberal  Arts 
Section  is  so  full  of  material  in  this  department  and  in 
general  appliances  for  the  teaching  and  practice  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  that  a  week  spent  in  it  is  a  liberal  education, 
and  a  proper  report  of  what  is  to  be  seen  would  occupy  our 
pages  up  till  Christmas-  We  do  not  propose  to  do  that.  In 
the  British  section  Joseph  Gray  &  Sons,  of  Sheffield,  have 
a  magnificent  exhibit  arranged  for  them  by  their  Paris 
representative,  Mr.  Luscher.  Each  of  the  four  sections  of 
the  case  is  devoted  to  a  separate  class  of  instruments,  viz., 
dental,  midwifery,  veterinary,  and  general  surgical.  Electro- 
magnetic machines  are  also  shown.  It  would  be  difficult  to 
overestimate  the  value  of  the  work  which  this  collection 
exhibits.  The  finish  of  the  steel,  the  adaptability  of  the 
instruments  for  the  required  purposes,  and  the  comfort  of  the 
operator  all  appear  to  be  matteis  of  appreciative  study  with 
the  makers.  Enemas  and  trusses  are  also  shown  by  this 
firm.  Count  Osterog,  better  known  as  "Walery,"  the 
court  photographer,  has  a  place  near  by,  at  which  he  exhibits 
Walry's  antiseptic  canvas,  a  peculiar  pine- wool  intended  for 
underclothing  and  chest-protectors  and  the  like.  It  is 
perforated  and  has  apparently  been  treated  with  Stockholm 
tar.  Sir  Morell  Mackenzie  speaks  highly  of  it,  and  it  has 
been  used  by  our  troops  in  Burmah.  Seabury  &  Johnson, 
of  Jewin  Street,  E.C.,  have  two  distinct  exhibits,  as  cata- 
logued, and  we  may  refer  to  them  as  (1)  surgical  dressings 
and  (2)  plasters.  In  the  former  hydronaphthol  occupies  a 
prominent  part.  The  case  in  which  it  is  exhibited  is  a 
handsome  upright  mahogany  one.  In  the  centre  stands  an 
Eiffel  Tower  formed  of  hydronaphthol  pellets— a  decidedly 
attractive  feature.  At  the  back  of  the  case  the  plaster  and 
surgical  specialities  which  the  firm  make  are  displayed  in 
the  cases  in  which  they  come  into  commerce.  Then  at  the 
base  there  are  the  "  Seabury  "  sulphur  candles,  which  are 
becoming  quite  popular,  a  number  of  medicated  soaps  and 
surgical  dressings,  including  hydronaphthol  gauze  and  wool. 
The  jury  showed  their  high  appreciation  of  these  products 
by  awarding  two  silver  medals,  which  is  the  highest  distinc- 
tion, we  understand,  awarded  to  any  who  have  not  taken 
part  in  previous  exhibitions  in  France. 

George  Haynes  &  Co.,  cotton-spinners,  Stockport,  have 
a  complete  and  neatly-arranged  selection  of  high-class  medi- 
cated and  absorbent  cotton- wools.  These  wools  are  guaranteed 
to  be  thoroughly  absorbent,  and  have  every  appearance  of 
warranting  this  claim,  being  equal  in  most  respects,  and 
superior  in  many,  to  similar  manufactures  we  have  met  else- 
where. Other  specialities  of  this  firm  are  their  plaited 
wicks  for  night-lights,  and  grey  and  bleached  plaited 
wicks  for  stearine  and  paraffin  candles.  These  are  exceed- 
ingly well  made,  while  the  samples  of  wicks  for  paraffin 
lamps,  oil  cooking-stoves,  &c,  are  of  a  texture  and  uni- 
formity of  finish  which  in  themselves  are  a  guarantee  of  a 
high  illuminating-power.     This   firm  is  one  of  the  few 


appearing  on  the  Champ  de  Mars  which  has  completed  a 
century  of  useful  manufacturing.  Established  for  more  than 
this  period  in  London,  their  present  mills  were  constructed 
in  1882,  and  are  replete  with  modern  machinery,  bleaching- 
plant,  and  other  appliances,  besides  that  most  necessary 
adjunct — a  careful  supervision. 

In  the  French  pharmaceutical  and  chemical  section  there 
are  several  exhibits  which  may  fairly  be  classified  under 
this  heading.  For  instance,  RlGOLLOT  &  Cie.'s  mustard 
leaves,  which  are  shown  along  with  the  material  from  which 
they  are  made  (black  mustard  seed),  and  the  honours  which 
they  have  gained — medals  by  the  dozen,  to  which  the  Paris 
jury  have  added  a  silver  one.  A.  Beslier,  13  Rue  de  Sevigne, 
Paris,  has  a  splendid  exhibit  of  plasters,  including 
"  English  "  court  plaster  and  corn  and  bunion  plasters.  Oint- 
ments and  cerates  also  figure  in  the  case,  as  well  as  unspread 
plasters.  Moreover,  a  special  show  of  Lister's  antiseptic 
dressings  is  made.  This  is  a  very  creditable  show ;  it  in- 
cludes some  novelties,  such  as  carbolised  and  salicylated 
jute  and  New  Zealand  flax.  M.  Besslier's  "  Appareil  Com- 
pressif,"  for  the  radical  cure 
of  umbilical  hernia  in  infants 
and  adults,  is  a  simple  little 
application  which  we  figure.  It 
consists  of  a  piece  of  strong 
cloth,  cut  in  a  peculiar  manner, 
and  spread  with  a  powerful 
plaster.  When  placed  on  the 
umbilicus,  if  there  is  any  ten- 
dency for  peritoneal  membrane 
to  protrude,  it  is  evident  that 
the  internal  pressure  only  assists 
in  making  the  compress  draw 
the  edges  of  the  umbilicus 
more  tightly  together.  The  compresses  vary  in  diameter 
from  7  A  to  25  centimetres. 

In  the  Chemical  Court. 
A  few  of  the  most  important  exhibits  in  this  court  remain 
to  be  mentioned,  particularly  medicinal  chemicals  of  inor- 
ganic origin.  Several  exhibits  touch  both  branches  of 
chemistry;  for  example,  that  of  Billault,  22  Rue  de  Sor- 
bonne,  Paris.  Some  of  the  specimens  which  this  house  shows 
are  of  miraculous  production.  In  the  centre  of  this  handsome 
case  is  a  dish-shaped  mass  of  metallic  bismuth,  about  20  kilos, 
in  weight.  The  crystallisation  and  infinite  variety  of  colour 
are  of  fairy-like  beauty.  At  one  side  of  this  is  a  pillar  of 
vitreous  selenium,  and  at  the  other  one  of  graphitoid 
selenium.  To  one  who  knows  the  stubborn  resistance  which 
iridium  offers  to  all  the  resources  of  the  metal-worker's 
art,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  firm  have  placed  500 
grammes  of  it  upon  a  blue- plush  cushion  !  This  metal 
is  practically  infusible  at  the  highest  temperature  of  the 
blast-furnace,  yet  Billault's  specimen,  which  is  in  two  ingots 
of  250  grammes  each,  is  the  pure  e'ement  obtained  by 
fusion.  All  the  other  rare  elements  in  the  case  naturally 
pale  before  this,  and  we  need  not  name  them.  Another 
feature  of  the  collection  is  cyanogen  compounds.  There  is 
cyanogen  itself  in  a  mass  of  foliated  crystals,  and  absolute 
hydrocyanic  acid  also  in  the  solid  state ;  but  it  was  the 
platino  cyanides  which  chiefly  struck  us,  owing  to  the 
spectral  fluorescence  which  all  the  crystals  exhibit.  The 
lithium  platino  cyanide  is  crimson,  the  sodium  salt  yellow, 
the  yttrium  magenta,  and  all  not  alike  in  form,  so  that  the 
fluorescence  differs,  and  it  has  a  wonderful  effect.  The 
chloroplatinates  are  also  a  fine  exhibit.  The  organic  bodies 
shown  are  somewhat  rarely  seen,  and  are  really  typical 
specimens.  Moreover,  together  with  the  exceptional  inor- 
ganic salt=,  they  serve  to  show  the  degree  of  perfection  to 
which  the  house  has  reached  in  the  manufacture  of  medi- 
cinal chemicals  (antimony,  bismuth,  lithium,  &c,  salts), 
samples  of  which  find  room  in  the  case.    Another  charming 
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exhibit  of  pure  chemicals  is  made  by  Poulene  Feeees,  of 
92  Rue  Vieille  du  Temple.  The  largest  crystals  of  iodoform 
which  we  have  ever  seen  are  here  ;  they  are  fully  1  inch 
square.  Quinone,  hydroquinone,  and  alizarine  compounds 
are  numerous,  and  there  is  a  group  of  those  curious  cobalt 
compounds  which  De  Fremy,  Jorgensen,  and  others  have 
studied,  which  are  but  little  known  and  of  remote  chemical 
interest.  They  are  compounds  of  cobalt  chloride  with 
ammonia — not  double  salts  by  any  means,  as  two  formulae 
will  show : — 

Purpureo-cobaltic  chloride  (small  black  cystals) — 

eOaCI2.CI4.10NHa. 

Croceo-cobaltic  chloride  (purple  crystals) —

Poulene  Freres  rival  their  Parisian  competitors  in  the  matter 
of  crystallisation.    An  ounce  crystal  of  ammonium  citrate 
is  another  example  of  their  skill  in  this  department.  The 
iodine  manufacturers  of  France  have  combined  together  to 
show  their  products  in  a  single  large  case.    There  is  little  ex- 
ceptional about  the  metallic  and  other  iodides  which  are  here, 
and  we  need  only  name  the  participators  in  the  show,  Origet 
&  Destreichas,  10  Rue  du  Conservatoire,  being  their  agents : — 
H.  Levasseue,  Conquet  (successor  to  F.  Tissier) ;  Caeop  & 
Cie.,  Ploudalmezeau ;  Glaizot  Feeees,  Aber  Wrac'h ;  De 
Lecltjse  Teeivcedal  Feeees,  Audierne ;  G.  Dbeeein, 
Pont -1' Abbe ;  and  Legloahec  Fils,  St.  Pierre  Quiberon. 
The  products  of  the  sea  which  these  firms  show  are  not  by 
any  means  imposing.    For  something  which  really  stirs  up 
the  imagination  in  regard  to  the  endless  stores  which  the 
ocean  furnishes    we  must  go  to  the  exhibit  made  by 
Pechiney  &  Cie  ,  of  Solindres.    The  name  of  this  firm  is 
almost  as  familiar  in  this  country  as  it  is  in  France,  owing 
to  the  work  which  the  firm  have  done  to  carry  out  the 
brilliant  ideas  of  the  late  Walter  Weldon.    It  is  they  who 
have  realised  his  project  of  making  chlorine  from  magnesium 
chloride,  and,  therefore,  of  drawing  our  supplies  of  bleaching 
agents  direct  from  the  sea.    How  this  is  exactly  done  we 
have  told  our  readers  more  than  once,  and  it  is  unnecessary 
to  repeat  more  now  than  that  the  process  depends  upon  the 
action  of  steam  on  magnesium  oxychloride.   The  magnesium 
chloride  is  in  the  first  instance  obtained  from  sea  water, 
hence  the   exhibitors'  statement  that  they  show  "  sel 
marin    et    produits    des    eaux-meres."     It    will  suffice 
to  say  that  in  addition    to    the  direct  products  they 
exhibit  bleaching  agents  and  some  splendid  chlorates. 
There  is  an  excellent  model  of  the  plant  used,  and  they  also 
show  aluminium  manufactured  by  Deville's  process,  and  a 
complete  collection  of  alkali  products.  There  is  no  concealing 
the  fact  that  this  easeful  of  specimens  is  as  great  a  night- 
mare to  alkali  makers  as  is  that  of  Solvay  &  Cie.,  which  stands 
not  far  from  it.    Professor  Dewar  has  amply  demonstrated 
that  the  Weldon-Pechiney  process  is  workable,  and  it  is  only 
a  question  of  time  for  it  to  take  a  firm  hold.    When  that  is 
done  we  shall  have  bleaching-powder  produced  independently 
of  alkali,  and  alkali  independently  of  bleaching-powder,  so 
that  without  unnatural  competition  we  shall  have  supplies 
of  both  at  the  true  market  value,  and  that  will  be  lower  than 
at  present.    Having  mentioned  alkali,  it  is  but  right  that  we 
should  devote  a  minute  to  Solvay  &  Cie.'s  case.    We  refer 
to  that  of  the  French  company,  whose  works  are  situated  at 
Dombasle-sur-Meurthe.    We  have  very  fully  spoken  of  the 
enterprise  of  all  the  firms  which  shelter  themselves  under 
the  name  of  Solvay,  and  who  work  the  ammonia-soda  pro- 
cess in  various  parts  of  the  world.    We  need  not  return  to 
that.    The  French  company  is  one  of  the  largest,  and  they 
give  visitors  to  the  Exhibition  an  idea  of  the  extent  of  this 
operation  by  means  of  large  photographs  and  plans  of  the 
factories.    The  products  are  shown,  and,  what  is  worse,  a 
sample  of  hydrochloric  acid  recovered  from  the  calcium 
chloride  waste  of  the  process  !  We  ought  to  have  mentioned, 
in  speaking  of  the  kelp  products  exhibit,  that  there  is  a  much 
more  valuable  one  in  the  same  line  shown  by  Adolphe 
Roqtjes,  36  Rue  St.  Croix  de  la  Britonnerie,  Paris.  Iodine 
in  remarkably  large  crystals  is  shown  by  M.  Roques,  who  is 
a  maker  of  camphor  also.    There  is  a  very  good  display  of 
this,  together  with  models  of  the  subliming  apparatus,  and 
a  kind  of  crystallised  camphor  (the  "  Areb  "),  to  which  the 
maker  gives  the  name  "borneol  dn  camphre  du  Japon." 
Anyone  who  has  spent  a  fair  amount  of  time  in  this 


chemical  court  cannot  have  failed  to  observe  the  large 
number  of  farms  who  are  engaged  in  industries  whose  chief 
article  of  consumption  is  sulphur.  There  are  the  pyrites 
burners,  sulphuric  and  other  mineral  acid  makers,  and 
manure  manufacturers,  none  of  whom  show  anything  par- 
ticularly novel,  so  that  we  shall  not  mention  names.  In 
addition  to  them  there  is  another  class — the  makers  of 
bisulphide  of  carbon — whom  we  could  not  have  conceived  to 
be  so  numerous.  The*e  is  one  company,  for  instance,  who 
under  the  direction  of  M.  Gustave  Deiss  turn  out  6,000,000 
kilos,  of  the  bisulphide  annually,  this  being  for  consumption 
in  France  and  elsewhere.  It  seems  to  be  an  excellent 
article  which  these  companies  produce,  and  the  contents  of 
the  cases  sufficiently  indicate  the  use  to  which  the  bisul- 
phide is  put,  viz.  for  the  extraction  of  the  residue  oil  from 
the  pressed  or  crushed  pulps  of  olive  and  other  oil-yielding 
bodies.  But  it  is  chiefly  in  olive  oil  making  that  the  bisul- 
phide finds  an  outlet,  and  already  that  use  has  made  the 
manufacture  of  carbon  bisulphide  a  very  important  in- 
dustry in  France  and  Italy.  Another  article  is  also  shown 
somewhat  profusely,  so  that  we  judge  it  to  be  in  much  com- 
moner use  in  France  than  it  is  here.  We  refer  to  peroxide 
of  hydrogen.  Some  of  the  exhibits  are  really  pretty — for 
instance,  that  of  A.  Poeliee,  of  Perreux,  who  has  some 
nice  examples  of  sponges,  birds,  feathers,  wax  and  ivory 
bleached  with  the  peroxide.  It  seems  to  do  its  work  very 
effectually.  A  black  bird  has  become  grey,  for  example,  and 
yellow  wax  has  been  turned  to  a  milk-white  colour.  Eau  de 
Javelle  is  still  another  article  which  is  shown  by  several. 
The  exhibits  of  inks,  boot-blacking,  varnishes,  fly-papers,  and 
colours  are  as  plentiful  as  they  are  pretty,  and  even  disin- 
fectants are  to  be  seen  here  and  there.

Me.  James  Allen,  general  druggist,  Bushmills,  Ireland, 
fractured  his  leg  last  week  in  an  attempt  to  jump  from  his 
trap.    He  is  progressing  favourably. 

The  failure  is  announced  of  the  old-established  perfumery 
and  soap  works  of  S.  Engel  (proprietor,  S.  A.  Kriiger),  Posen, 
Germany.   The  liabilities  are  estimated  at  over  200,000m. 

Me.  F.  Maech,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  8  Station  Road, 
Westgate -on-Sea,  has  disposed  of  his  business  to  Mr.  James 
Wylde. 

Me.  C.  L.  Stueeock,  whose  departure  for  Australia  per 
the  s.s.  Austral  we  mentioned  last  week,  is,  we  understand, 
representing  Mr.  William  Toogood,  as  well  as  Messrs.  Steven- 
son &  Howell. 

Me.  F.  S.  Geimwade,  of  the  firm  of  Felton,  Grimwade 
&  Co.,  recently  announced  himself  as  a  candidate  for  the 
representation  of  the  Melbourne  Province  in  the  Victorian 
Legislative  Council,  vacant  through  the  death  of  Sir  James 
Lorimer,  late  Minister  of  Defence  for  the  colony.  We  under- 
stand, however,  that  Mr.  Grimwade  has  withdrawn  his  can- 
didature for  the  present. 

The  Liberal  party  in  the  Dartford  division  of  Kent  are 
looking  round  for  a  parliamentary  candidate  to  fight  the 
present  President  of  the  Education  Department,  and  it  is 
suggested  that  they  should  approach  Mr.  S.  M.  Burroughs, 
of  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.,  whose  works  have  recently 
been  transferred  into  the  division.

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THE  BREWERS'  EXHIBITION. 


THE  beverage-making  industry  seems  to  be  in  a  satisfac- 
tory condition,  for  the  annual  autumnal  show  at 
Islington  this  week  is  larger  than  ever,  and  no  congress 
meetings  are  to  be  held  in  connection  with  it,  "  there  being 
a  lack  of  subjects  of  any  great  moment  to  brewers  and  the 
trade  generally."  The  other  characteristics  of  these  exhibi- 
tions are,  however,  represented  in  undiminished  splendour. 
A  brewers'  exhibition  differs  markedly  from  all  others. 
"  What  will  you  have  ?  "  is  the  prelude  to  business  ;  should 
you  decline  you  are  offered  a  good  Havanna,  failing  that  you 
may  help  yourself  to  a  Huntley  &  Palmer's  biscuit,  and  the 
man  who  declines  all  was  not  born  to  do  a  brewers'  exhibi- 
tion. Nevertheless  the  leading  feature  of  this  year's  exhibi- 
tion was  a  ginger-ale  and  non-exciseable  herb  or  botanic  beer 
competition  for  a  silver  medal,  a  bronze  medal,  and  certifi- 
cates of  merit.  There  were  55  competitors  in  the  giDger-ale 
class,  and  34  in  the  other,  and  they  were  all  bond-Jide  manu- 
facturers of  the  drinks.  The  judges  were: — W.  Bratby, 
Esq.,  J.  P.  (Messrs.  Bratby  &  Hinchliffe),  Colonel  Frederick 
Foster,  M.I.M.E.  (Messrs.  Barnett  &  Foster),  and  Professor 
V.  B.  Lewis,  of  the  Royal  Naval  College,  Greenwich,  and 
another.  The  result  of  the  competition  was  decided  on 
Monday  evening ;  our  representative  was  so  early  on  the 
spot  that  the  surnames  of  the  winners  were  only  known, 
which  accounts  for  the  somewhat  curt  manner  in  which  we 
give  them.    The  successful  competitors  in

were  those  who  had  adopted  the  following  noms-de-guerre : — 

First. — "  Celebrated  "  (Shelvey,  Brighton). 

Second. — "  Merit "  (Tunbridge,  Reading).

We  may  say  that  the  samples  in  this  instance  were  sent  in 
on  August  1,  and  that  the  winners  of  the  silver  medals  in 
the  last  three  years'  competitions  were  not  allowed  to 
compete.  The  judges  took  into  account  (1)  appearance  in 
bottle,  (2)  opening  outburst,  (3)  taste  and  bouquet,  (4)  effer- 
vescence, and  (5)  foam  head.  340  marks  was  the  highest 
possible  number. 

The  Botanic  Beverages 

were  judged  on  similar  lines,  and  the  awards  were  as 
follows : — 

First. — "  Excel "  (Lacworth,  Acton). 

Second. — "  Wellington  "  (Gadd,  West  Bromwich). 

Third. — "  Ret.  Lown  "  (Tomlinson,  Bradford).

Our  representative  asked  the  secretary  if  he  was  satisfied 
with  the  competition.  "Yes,"  was  the  reply;  "  it  has  been 
very  good  this  year.  The  exhibition,  as  a  whole,  is  a  great 
success  this  year.  It  is  larger,  is  well  attended,  and  the 
public  appears  to  take  a  greater  interest  in  it." 

We  may  explain  that  much  of  the  increase  is  in  depart- 
ments which  this  journal  does  not  touch — viz.  such  things 
as  drays  and  other  carriages,  malting  and  brewing  machinery, 
and  a  new  section  promoted  by  a  class  journal  devoted  to 
the  hotel  and  restaiirant  trade.  The  latter  occupies  the 
gallery  of  the  hall.  In 

Soda-water  Machinery 

the  exhibits  are  similar  to  what  they  used  to  be.  Bar- 
nett &  Foster  occupy  their  usual  space  at  the  east  end 
of  the  hall  with  a  splendid  assortment  of  apparatus  and 
articles  which  cover  all  the  requirements  of  the  soda-water 
business.  For  example,  they  have  a  good  selection  of 
syphons  and  bottles.  The  former  they  now  supply  at  Is.  6d. 
a  syphon,  and  it  is  surprising  how  good  an  article  they  are 
able  to  turn  out  at  this  figure.  In  bottles  the  most  interest- 
ing specimen  is  the  new  "  attached  opener"  which  is  shown 
in  the  figure.  This  is  a  modification  of  Mr.  Foster's  trigger 
opener,  with  the  superior  advantage  that  it  can  be  attached 
to  any  Codd's  bottle.    It  is  simply  a  wire  V  inserted  in  the 


internal  indiarubber  ring,  as  shown  in  the  figure.  Most  of 
the  machinery  is  in  operation  without  interruption,  so  that 
there  is  always  an  admiring  crowd  around  the  exhibit.  We 


were  impressed  with  the  magnificent  proportions  and  facile 
working  of  a  double  "  Niagara  "  machine,  and  the  recently 
improved  automatic  generator,  which  controls  the  admission 
of  chalk  and  acid  by  an  ingenious  exercise  of  the  internal 
gas-pressure,  is  well  worthy  of  mention  here.  An  addi- 
tional advantage  which  this  generator  possesses  is  its 
power  to  discharge  the  spent  materials.  Bratby  &  Hinch- 
liffe are  situated  on  an  adjoining  stand,  their  machinery 
also  being  in  motion.  We  could  not  help  noticing  the  satis- 
factory manner  in  which  the  "  Lightning  "  bottle-washer  now 
works.  The  brush  of  this  machine  is  a  V-shaped  piece  of 
rubber,  inserted  in  a  spring  fork,  which  goes  into  the  bottle, 
and,  along  with  a  jet  of  water,  effects  a  thorough  cleansing 
of  the  glass.  The  latest  introductions  of  this  firm  are  two 
machines  patented  by  Mr.  Chevasse.  One  is  a  steam-power 
turnover  filling  machine,  a  most  ingenious  invention  con- 
sisting of  a  quadruple  filler  moving  on  a  turntable.  Suppose 
the  attendant  places  a  bottle  on  one  of  the  fillers  and  the 
turntable  moves,  as  soon  as  that  is  so  the  arm  inverts  the 
bottle,  and  by  the  time  that  the  table  has  described  a  circle 
the  bottle  has  been  filled,  reverted,  and  the  moment  it  comes 
to  the  front  again  it  is  discharged  from  the  machine,  and 
there  is  time  to  replace  it  with  another.  Four  bottles  are  of 
course  filled  simultaneously.  Mr.  Chevasse's  other  invention 
is  an  automatic  gas-generator,  and  in  addition  to  it  the  firm 
exhibit  a  good  assortment  of  their  well-known  mechanical 
specialities,  bottles,  and  aerated-water  materials.  A  soda- 
water  machine  on  a  somewhat  novel  principle  is  exhibited 
by  A.  Loze  &  Co.,  of  Liverpool.  This  is  a  generator,  car- 
bonator,  and  filler  in  one,  and  does  not  require  an  engine  to 
work  it ;  a  chemist  could,  in  fact,  place  one  in  his  back  shop, 
and  it  would  not  create  disturbance.  It  consists  of  three 
cylinders  with  swivel  attachment.  The  central  one  is  the 
generator,  which  is  in  two  parts ;  the  lower  is  filled  with 
dilute  sulphuric  acid  ;  to  the  holder  of  the  upper  part 
an  oblong  perforated  box,  tightly  packed  with  bicarbonate 
of  soda,  is  attached.  The  head  is  then  bolted  down,  the 
side  cylinders,  or  carbonators,  are  nearly  filled  with  water, 
charged  with  syrup  if  required,  one  or  both  of  these 
being  connected  with  the  generator,  soda  box  is  their 
lowered  into  the  acid,  the  residual  air  in  the  carbonators  is- 
allowed  to  escape,  and  as  the  carbonic  acid  gas  mixes  with 
the  water,  the  carbonator  may  be  turned  round  so  as  to 
thoroughly  agitate  the  contents.  Syphons  and  bottles  may 
be  filled  simultaneously,  the  devices  whereby  this  is  possible 
being  perfectly  simple.  This  firm  also  show  a  new-shaped  wire 
which  is  decidedly  clever,  though  simple.  Gueret  Fberes, 
of  Paris,  show  through  their  agents,  Merchant  &  Co.,  South- 
port,  some  rather  pretty  machinery  and  syphons.  Mr.  E. 
Geraut,  of  Farringdon  Road,  has  a  good  exhibit  of  syphons 
and  gazogenes,  with  a  syphon-filler.  Dan  Rylands  (Limited) 
again  occupy  an  extensive  space  with  machinery  in  motion, 
and  throughout  the  hall  there  are  half-a-dozen  other  exhi- 
bitors in  this  class.  We  may  mention,  for  instance,  Messrs. 
Favarger  &  Co.,  who  are  placed  in  the  gallery.  Their 
exhibit  consists  of  soda-water  machinery,  and  a  splendid 
assortment  of  syphons  and  seltzogenes.  There  was  a  good  deal 
of  interest  excited  in  the  early  pait  of  the  week  by  Messrs. 
Farrow  &  Jackson's  exhibit  of  liquefied  carbonic-acid  gas 
as  applied  to  the  aeration  of  water.    They  have  'devised  a 
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very  simple  "  generating  plant"  for  this.  The  liquefied  gas 
(which  comes  from  the  Rhine  district)  is  connected  with  a 
tinned  copper  cylinder  nearly  full  of  water ;  this  is  placed 
on  a  rocking-stand,  so  that  the  water  becomes  quickly  car- 
bonated. The  cylinder  when  ready  is  removed,  and  may  be 
attached  to  a  pillar  counter- fountain,  from  which  the  water 
is  drawn  off  into  a  bottle  in  a  similar  way  to  lager  beer. 
There  are  a  great  many  bottle-washing  machines  in  the 
exhibition^  but  we  have  only  space  to  mention  one  (Burges's 
patent),  shown  in  conjunction  with  Andrew  &  Co. 's  (Limited) 
engines.  This  machine  is  on  the  wheel  principle,  and  is 
perfectly  automatic,  as  it  soaks,  brushes  (in  and  out),  rinses, 
and  delivers  the  bottles  by  mechanical  power.  It  would 
take  up  too  much  space  to  describe  it  in  detail,  but  we  may 
say  that  it  can  wash  150  dozen  bottles  an  hour  with  the 
assistance  of  three  boys.  It  would  take  eleven  smart  bottle- 
washers  to  do  as  much.  Just  at  this  spot  there  is  an  exhibit 
which  we  could  not  help  taking  an  interest  in.  There  is  a 
small  dynamo  by  Mr.  Konald  A.  Scott  capable  of  supplying 
without  accumulators,  seventeen  16-c.p.  lamps,  and  it  is 
worked  by  a  small  1-h.p.  Atkinson's  "Cycle"  gas-engine. 
The  machines  work  smoothly  and  noiselessly ;  the  light  is 
steady  and  brilliant,  and  we  calculate  that  the  complete 
installation,  including  lamps,  could  be  put  down  at  11QI. 

Aerated-water  Materials. 

The  exhibits  in  this  class  equal  in  number  those  of  last 
year,  and  it  stiuck  us  that  even  greater  taste  has  been  dis- 
played on  this  occasion  in  showing  the  articles.  W.  J. 
Bush  &  Co.  have  again  placed  their  booth  in  the  centre  of 
the  hall.  On  the  outside  of  it  their  chief  specialities  in  the 
■essence  line  are  displayed  in  handsome  gold-labelled  vases  ; 
and  in  the  interior,  essential  oils,  compound  and  fruit  es- 
sences, and  other  articles  with  which  the  name  of  the  firm 
is  associated  by  long  reputation,  are  displayed.  A  junior 
partner  of  the  firm  told  our  representative  that  Mr.  Woolley 
and  he,  with  their  assistants,  had  been  kept  very  busy 
during  the  Exhibition.  "  These  are  good  times,"  he  said, 
"  for  doing  business,  and  we  take  full  advantage  of  them." 
The  leading  specialities,  such  as  soluble  ginger  and  lemon, 
their  favourite  brands  of  oils,  and  the  French  cream  gum 
extract,  bulk  up  largely  in  the  orders,  but  there  is  one  new 
thing — "Hot  Toddy" — which  they  are  having  a  "run"  on. 
"  It  combines  the  flavour  of  '  Hot  Tom  '  with  the  soothing 
influence  of  1  Scotch  Toddy,'  "  was  the  quaint  remark  upon 
it ;  and  really  it  is  a  decided  improvement  upon  the  former, 
while  temperance  drinkers  may  persuade  themselves  that  it 
is  better  than  the  latter.  Stevenson  &  Howell  carried  us 
in  imagination  to  the  tropics  with  the  first  novelty  which 
they  brought  under  our  notice.  This  was  the  P.  and  O. 
bitters — a  most  appetising  and  fruity  drink,  which  is  bound 
to  "go  "  wherever  it  is  introduced  to  good  customers.  They 
supply  attractive  labels  with  the  essence.  We  were  shown 
also  a  soluble  essence  made  from  green  ginger — a  powerful 
product  (1  oz.  to  the  gallon)— which  makes  a  refreshing  ale. 
A  comment  on  the  "  head  "  on  the  latter  brought  out  the  re- 
mark from  Mr.  Howell  that  the  ale  contained  a  little  of  his 
firm's  American  foam  syrup.  By  "  a  little "  he  meant  a 
single  drop,  which  is  sufficient  to  give  a  lasting  and  creamy 
head  to  a  split-bottleful.  Apart  from  this  firm's  chief 
articles  ("  extra  quality "  ginger  essence,  and  other 
ginger  products,  lemon,  &c),  there  are  outside  their 
stand  some  dozens  of  different  kinds  of  flavours,  and 
inside  we  observed  a  new  series  of  culinary  essences, 
and  the  oils  from  which  they  are  made.  One  of  these 
(celery)  they  have  had  to  distil  specially,  and,  some- 
what curiously,  they  have  had  a  demand  for  it  which 
they  did  not  anticipate.  These  brief  notes  give  but  a  slight 
indication  of  the  interesting  character  of  the  exhibit. 
Hassall  &  Co.,  York  Road,  N.,  do  not  pretend  to  show 
anything  novel  at  these  exhibitions  ;  indeed,  it  is  rather  the 
opposite  with  them.  We  renewed  our  acquaintance  with  the 
bottles  of  lemonade  (made  with  phospho-citric  acid)  which 
we  have  inspected  annually  since  1884,  and  still  we  find 
that  it  is  as  bright  as  ever — ergo,  the  phospho-citric  is  a 
thing  to  trust  in.  There  is  a  very  handsome  stall  (No.  43) 
devoted  to  the  manufactures  of  Duckworth  &  Co.,  Man- 
chester, a  young  firm  whose  reputation  at  home  and  in  the 
colonies  is  steadily  growing.  They  appear  to  be  imbued 
with  the  proper  enterprising  spirit,  and  make  a  most  artistic 
display  of  their  products.    There  is  a  wonderful  variety  of 


these,  but  we  need  only  instance  the  superior  quality  of  their 
Premier  ginger-ale  extract,  Jubilee  champagne,  and  soluble 
essence  of  lemon,  all  of  which  are  calculated  to  make  trade 
for  those  who  use  them.  Mr.  C.  W.  Field,  of  Liverpool, 
comes  out  very  handsomely  this  year.  His  latest  thing 
is  a  nice  hop  aroma.  Another  young  Manchester  firm 
(Fitzsimmons  &  Fearnley)  also  exhibit,  this  being  their  first 
time.  Here,  again,  we  meet  with  ginger-ale  extract  as  the 
speciality.  It  is  rather  a  remarkable  thing  that  makers  of 
ginger-ale  extract  take  the  Belfast  ales  as  the  standard  to 
work  up  to.    Has  anyone  tried  to  beat  this  and  succeeded  ? 

Miscellaneous  Exhibits. 

The  "  Cattley  Abbey  "  Natural  Seltzer  Water  Company,  of 
Sleaford,  again  show  their  excellent  water,  which  we  are 
glad  to  hear  is  progressing  rapidly  in  favour  with  the  public. 
The  meat-beverage  manufacturers  are  in  force.  The 
Bovril  Company  (Limited)  make  rather  a  novel  venture 
in  the  gallery — viz.  a  tasting-stall  constructed  of  Bovril 
bottles,  and  of  the  exact  shape  of  one  of  the  bottles.  Can 
we  forgive  them  for  stating  on  the  neck  of  the  giant  con- 
tainer, "  Shake  the  bottle,"  &c.  ?  Brand  &  Co.  are  at 
No.  126  stall,  on  the  ground  floor,  with  a  selection  of  their 
meat  preparations,  which  have  taken  such  distinguished 
rewards  at  the  Paris  Exhibition.  They  are  not  far  from 
Gridley  &  Co.'s  exhibit  of  isinglass,  which  is  the  best  of  a 
number  of  that  character  in  the  Exhibition.  They  have  an 
outside  case  containing  a  selected  assortment  of  samples, 
and  inside  a  collection  of  isinglass  for  brewers'  use,  including 
a  special  strip  of  light  colour,  7  lbs.  of  which  make  over 
100  gallons  of  reliable  finings.  They  have  also  on  show 
fair  Russian  isinglass,  and  a  cheap  substitute,  "  Isinglassine," 
which  is  as  like  fine-cut  isinglass  as  anything  could  be. 
There  are  several  exhibits  of  water-filters  on  the  ground 
floor,  the  Silicated  Carbon  Company's  manufactures  being 
amongst  them.  Mr.  R.  W.  Andrews  shows  filter-bags. 
These  are  used  very  extensively  by  brewers,  but  the  smaller 
sizes  deserve  to  be  better  known  to  druggists.  The  filtering- 
bag  is  made  of  a  specially-woven  seamless  cloth,  and  is 
placed  inside  a  strong  sheath  of  cord  netting.  As  this 
sheath  is  only  one-third  the  size  of  the  filtering-bag  great 
pressure  is  exerted  upon  the  bag  when  it  is  filled,  so  that 
filtration  is  very  rapid,  no  matter  how  dense  the  liquid  may 
be.  For  concentrated  infusions  and  syrups  there  is  no  other 
filtering-bag  so  satisfactory  as  this.  Edwards's  Desiccated 
Soup  may  be  sampled  on  the  ground  floor.  In  the  gallery  there 
are  a  number  of  exhibits  which  are  worthy  of  inspection. 
We  name  a  few  briefly.  W.  F.  Hunt  &  Co.  show  paper 
manufactures,  in  which  their  pleated  bottle-cap  principle  is 
carried  out.  It  is  surprising  how  well  they  have  done  this 
business.  Mr.  J.  Shorey,  57  Farringdon  Road,  exhibits 
Peterman's  cockroach  and  beetle  food,  a  non-poisonous 
exterminator,  which  threatens  to  free  London  of  these  pests. 
He  also  shows  a  new  silver-lined  steel  seltzogene,  which  "  a 
Star  man  "  describes  as  "  a  new  process  by  which  excellent 
soda  can  be  produced  at  the  rate  of  Id.  per  dozen."  Close 
to  this  Clark's  Syphon  Gas  Heating  Stoves  warm  the 
atmosphere.  Mr.  Clark  is  to  bring  out  a  new  druggists'  stove 
shortly.  He  proposes  to  utilise  the  heat  for  making  oint- 
ments and  boiling  water.  We  noticed  some  new  ideas  in 
bottle-wrappers  and  folding  boxes  on  Mr.  J.  Denton's  stand. 
B.  Noakes  &  Co.  are  also  in  evidence  with  their  tinplate 
goods.  Beside  them  G.  Vogt  &  Co.  perfume  the  air  with 
Bulgarian  rose  products  and  the  scents  of  Southern  France. 
We  inspected  a  number  of  fruit  essences  at  their  stand,  and 
they  seem  to  do  well  in  kindred  products.  "  Petal  dust  " 
(one  of  the  most  useful  sachets  we  have),  and  a  number  of 
rich  perfumes,  are  shown  by  the  Rosmarine  Manufactur- 
ing Company.  We  have  said  little  about  the  bottle  ex- 
hibits, for  there  is  little  that  is  novel  to  speak  of.  The 
same  applies  to  screw- stoppers  and  capsules,  all  of  which  we 
have  previously  commented  upon.  Barrett  &  Elers 
(Limited)  maintain  their  position  in  this  department. 
They  now  have  some  very  neat  stoppers  for  medicine  bottles, 
which  would  be  a  real  advantage  in  many  cases.  We  may 
say,  in  concluding,  that  the  Exhibition  closes  on  Saturday, 
October  26,  and  that  it  is  open  until  10  o'clock  in  the 
evening. 


If  you  can  get  no  tannic  acid  as  snuff  for  a  prolonged 
bleeding  of  the  nose,  snuff  up  the  dust  of  tea. 
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Prosecution  under  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

At  the  Southampton  County  Court,  on  Tuesday  last, 
October  22,  before  his  honour  Judge  Leonard,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  brought  an  action  to  recover 
from  Charles  Tyrell,  the  proprietor  of  St.  Luke's  Drug  Stores, 
Bevois  Valley,  five  penalties  of  51.  each  for  selling  poisons, 
including  arsenic,  chloroform,  laudanum,  belladonna,  and 
prussic  acid,  contrary  to  the  Act.  Mr.  Flux,  solicitor,  of 
London,  appeared  for  plaintiffs,  and  said  the  action  was 
brought  under  Section  15  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  which  pro- 
vided for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  an  infringement  of 
the  statute.  The  claim  was  in  respect  of  five  penalties  for 
keeping  open  a  shop  for  the  retail,  dispensing,  or  compound- 
ing of  poisons. 

Thomas  William  Stroud,  clerk  to  plaintiffs'  solicitors, 
•deposed  to  handing  in  a  prescription,  on  September  17,  at 
the  shop  styled  the  "  St.  Luke's  Drug  Stores."  He  was  served 
with  a  mixture  which  contained  arsenic  and  chloroform. 
On  the  21st  instant  he  bought  two  pennyworth  each  of 
opodeldoc  and  laudanum. 

Mr.  Bell,  solicitor,  Southampton,  who  appeared  for  defen- 
dant, said  he  would  admit  all  five  purchases. 

Witness  continued  that  in  each  instance  he  was  served  by 
•defendant  himself.  He  noticed  the  name  of  Moffat  &  Co. 
■over  the  shop. 

Mr.  Bunday,  rate  collector,  said  that  the  premises  were 
cated  to  Charles  Tyrell,  as  occupier. 

Mr.  Flux  called  the  defendant,  and  asked  him  whether  a 
letter  produced  was  in  Mr.  Moffat's  handwriting  or  not. 
Witness  said  it  was,  and  Mr.  Flux  asked  him  to  read  it  to 
the  Court. 

Mr.  Bell  objected  to  such  a  course,  as  the  letter  was  from 
one  person  to  another,  neither  of  whom  were  parties  to  the 
action,  and  how  could  that  affect  the  defendant  1 

Mr.  Flux  stated  that  he  would  hand  in  the  letter  to  the 
Court,  but  Mr.  Bell  objected  to  even  this  being  done. 
Mr.  Flux  remarked  that  it  explained  the  title  over  the  shop. 

In  reply  to  further  questions,  the  defendant  said  that 
Mr.  Moffatt  was  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  witness  was 
a  partner  in  the  business. 

His  Honour  asked  witness  whether  he  was  a  qualified 
chemist.    Witness  replied  in  the  negative. 

Mr.  Bell  stated  that  there  was  no  necessity  in  case  of  a 
partnership. 

Mr.  Flux  quoted  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v. 
Wright,  showing  that  a  partnership  could  not  give  a  quali- 
fication to  an  unqualified  partner. 

His  Honour  said  defendant  was  liable  if  he  sold  the  drugs 
while  not  qualified  within  the  Act.  Having  regard  to  the 
spirit  of  the  Act,  he  had  very  little  doubt  about  it ;  but, 
taking  into  consideration  the  points  raised,  he  would  reserve 
his  judgment  until  the  next  court  day,  but  Mr.  Flux  need 
not  come  down  from  London  again. 

Mr.  Flux  asked  that  in  the  event  of  judgment  being  given 
in  favour  of  the  Society,  the  costs  allowed  might  include 
those  of  a  qualified  person,  who,  though  he  had  not  been 
called,  was  present  in  court  to  prove  the  analyses.  His 
Honour  assented  to  this  application. 


Buying  a  Chemical  Secret. 

On  Wednesday,  in  the  Lord  Mayor's  Court,  the  case  of 
«'  Herzog  v.  Bonne  "  was  tried  before  the  Assistant  Judge 
(Mr.  Koxburgh)  and  a  jury.  The  plaintiff,  Mr.  Conrad 
Herzog,  a  mechanical  engineer,  of  11  Queen  Victoria  Street, 
sued  the  defendant,  Mr.  C.  Bonne,  a  patent  agent,  of  East- 
cheap,  to  recover  50Z.  which  he  had  paid  as  the  price  of  a 
certain  process,  alleged  by  the  defendant  to  be  secret,  for 
•solidifying  and  reliquefying  gasoline. 

Mr.  Lewis  Glyn  was  counsel  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  P. 
Hose-Innes  for  the  defendant. 

The  case  was  brought  on  the  equity  side  of  the  court,  the 
plaintiff  praying  in  the  bill  of  complaint  that  the  contract 
■should  be  annulled,  and  the  money  which  was  paid  under  it 
returned.  The  plaintiff  said  that  on  January  17  last  he  had 
•an  interview  with  the  defendant,  who  had  this  process  in  his 
hands.    After  some  negotiations  plaintiff  bought  the  secret 


for  50Z.,  giving  his  word  of  honour  that  he  would  not  dis- 
close it  to  anyone  else.  Plaintiff  endeavoured  to  find  out  all 
he  could  about  petroleum  and  gasoline,  and  in  the  course  of 
his  researches  he  came  across  a  work  entitled  "  Report  on 
the  Production  and  Technological  Uses  of  Petroleum  and  its 
Products,"  by  F.  S.  Peckham,  published  in  Washington, 
U.S.A.,  in  1885.  In  this  work  plaintiff  was  astonished  to 
find  a  receipt  for  the  very  same  process,  in  the  very  same 
manner,  with  the  exception  that  "  saponaria  "  was  used  in- 
stead of  "  bois  de  Panama."  But  as  a  matter  of  fact  these 
substances  were  precisely  the  same ;  therefore,  when  the 
plaintiff  found  that  the  so-called  secret  was  no  secret  at  all, 
he  applied  to  the  defendant  for  the  return  of  the  money. 
He  said  that  he  would  look  into  it ;  but  he  had  done  nothing, 
and  hence  he  had  to  bring  this  suit.  Saponaria  bark  was 
not  the  same  thing  as  saponaria  root,  but  they  were  used  for 
the  same  purposes.  If  the  root  was  asked  for  at  a  chemist's 
the  bark  would  be  supplied,  because  the  root  was  so  expen- 
sive. He  had  bought  samples  from  Corbyn's,  and  Allen  &c  Han- 
burys',  and  also  from  a  French  chemist  named  Jozeau,  in  the 
Haymarket,  and  the  samples  were  all  alike.  It  was  not  true 
that  bois  de  Panama  and  saponaria  were  different  substances. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Woolf,  manager  to  Messrs.  Jenkin  &  Phillips, 
drug  brokers,  of  21  Mincing  Lane,  said  that  he  was  well 
acquainted  with  saponaria  or  bois  de  Panama.  Commer- 
cially they  were  known  as  soap  bark,  quillaia  bark,  and  bois 
de  Panama.  Those  three  names  all  referred  to  the  same 
article — those  produced  by  the  plaintiff. 

Mr.  Thomas  Christy,  a  druggist,  of  25  Lime  Street,  said 
that  there  was  no  difference  between  saponaria  and  bois  de 
Panama.  The  latter  was  the  name  for  the  bark  in  France, 
while  in  England  it  was  called  saponaria.  He  had  all  kinds 
of  specimens  of  saponaria  at  his  office — the  leaves,  the  bark, 
and  fruit.  Saponaria  was  a  common  drug.  It  was  used  for 
many  purposes—  amongst  others,  for  fortifying  ginger-beer. 

That  was  the  case  for  the  plaintiff,  and  Mr.  Rose-Innes 
submitted  that  there  was  no  case  to  go  to  the  jury.  In 
order  to  succeed  in  an  equity  case,  and  obtain  a  revocation  of 
a  contract,  a  plaintiff  must  show  fraudulent  misrepresenta- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  defendant. 

The  learned  Judge  said  that  in  the  bill  none  was  alleged, 
and  therefore  it  was  not  necessary  to  prove  any. 

The  defence,  as  spoken  to  by  the  defendant  and  M.  Herve, 
a  French  chemist,  from  whom  the  defendant  bought  the 
process,  was  that  bois  de  Panama,  the  drug  used  in  the  pro- 
cess sold,  was  a  different  article  to  saponaria  root,  and  that, 
therefore,  the  process  was  a  new  one  and  a  secret  one. 

The  jury  found  for  the  plaintiff,  being  of  opinion  that  the 
process  was  not  a  secret  one,  and  that  the  plaintiff  paid  the 
501.  on  the  understanding  that  it  was  secret. 

On  these  findings  the  learned  Judge  directed  the  contract 
for  the  purchase  to  be  rescinded,  and  the  defendant  to 
return  the  50/.  with  costs. 


BANKRUPTCY  REPORTS. 


Re  B.  Thomas,  Medical  Hall,  Llanstephan,  Chemist. 

At  the  Carmarthen  County  Court,  on  October  15,  before 
Judge  Betteridge,  Mr.  H.  B.  White  applied  for  the  discharge 
of  this  bankrupt.  After  hearing  the  report  of  the  Official 
Receiver,  his  Honour  suspended  the  discharge  for  six 
months. 


Re  Robert  Mitcheson,  Spennymoor,  Durham, 
Chemist,  &c. 

The  estate  of  this  debtor  has  realised  20s.  in  the  pound 
and  interest  from  the  day  of  the  bankruptcy.  The  dividend 
will  be  paid  by  the  Official  Receiver,  M.  J.  A.  Longden, 
Sunderland  and  Durham,  next  week. 


Re  William  Kelsey,  Town  End,  Barnsley,  Chemist  and 
Patent-medicine  Vendor. 

This  debtor  came  up  for  his  public  examination  at  the 
Barnsley  Bankruptcy  Court,  before  his  Honour  Judge  Bed- 
well,  on  October  18.  In  answer  to  the  Official  Receiver,  the 
debtor  said  he  began  business  in  1880  without  any  capital,

and  had  kept  a  day-book,  ledger,  and  cash-book  ;  the  latter, 
although  not  properly  made  up,  showing  his  receipts  and 
payments  in  full.  He  filed  his  petition  on  August  7,  having 
found  out  shortly  before  that  he  could  go  on  no  longer. 
Examined  by  Mr.  Maddison,  who  appeared  on  the  debtor's 
behalf,  he  said  he  bought  the  business  as  a  going  concern, 
and  if  he  had  been  able  to  sell  it  at  the  same  price  as  he 
bought  it  he  should  not  now  have  been  insolvent.  His 
Honour  declared  the  examination  closed. 


Re  H.  J.  Hillier,  79  Praed  Street  and  308  Edgware  Road, 
Manufacturer  of  the  "  Oil  of  Sahara." 

This  bankrupt,  who  has  traded  as  "  J.  Bellerie  &  Co."  and 
as  the  "  Oil  of  Sahara  Company,"  had  a  receiving  order  made 
against  his  estate  on  September  25  last,  and  has  now  tiled 
accounts  showing  liabilities  amounting  to316Z.  18s.  Wd.,  and 
assets  nil.  It  appears  that  he  was  formerly  connected  with 
the  dramatic  profession  ;  that  in  May,  1888,  he  invented  a 
medical  oil,  for  which  he  obtained  a  patent,  and  in  the 
following  July,  having  then  a  capital  of  150Z.,he  commenced 
business  as  above  ;  that  he  traded  until  May,  1889,  since 
which  date  he  has  been  without  occupation.  He  attributes 
his  insolvency  to  a  loss  of  200Z.  upon  the  trading,  also  to  a 
loss  of  15Z.  and  a  liability  of  101?.  in  respect  of  betting 
transactions.  The  Official  Receiver  reports  that  the  bank- 
rupt has  only  produced  a  day-book  containing  a  few  entries, 
and  consequently  the  affairs  and  deficiency  are  only  approxi- 
mately explained.  The  first  meeting  of  creditors  is  called 
for  October  25,  at  noon,  and  the  bankrupt's  public  examina- 
tion is  set  down  for  hearing  at  a  sitting  of  the  London 
Bankruptcy  Court,  to  be  held  on  November  14  next.

THE  BANKRUPTCY  ACT,  1883.

He  took  a  great  interest  in  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association,  and  was  most  zealous 
in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  young  men  who  learned  their 
profession  under  him.  He  was  an  elder  of  the  Gilcomston 
Free  Church. 

Woolley. — We  regret  to  announce  the  sudden  death  of 
Mr.  Harold  Woolley,  a  partner  in  the  well-known  firm  of 
Messrs.  Jas.  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co.,  wholesale  druggists  and 
manufacturing  pharmaceutical  chemists,  Manchester.  The 
•circumstances  under  which  death  took  place  were  somewhat 
extraordinary.  On  Tuesday  afternoon  of  last  week  a  stone 
bottle,  filled  with  nitric  acid,  was  found  broken  in  the 
cellar  of  the  firm's  shop  in  Market  Street,  Manchester. 
Whether  the  bottle  was  accidentally  broken,  or  whether  it 
burst  without  anybody  coming  into  contact  with  it,  is  not 
known,  but  the  latter  is  regarded  as  probable.  When  the 
broken  bottle  was  found  the  men  began  to  pour  water  on 
its  contents,  which  were  running  over  the  floor.  Hearing 
of  what  had  happened,  Mr.  Harold  Woolley  went  from  the 
shop  into  the  cellar,  which  he  found  full  of  the  noxious 
fumes  of  the  acid.  On  returning  to  the  shop  he  showed  no 
indication  of  illness,  and  made  no  complaint  beyond  saying 
that  he  felt  a  little  sore  about  the  chest.  He  left  at  his 
usual  hour  for  his  house  at  Crumpsall,  a  township  on  the 
outskirts  of  Manchester,  remarking,  as  he  went,  that  he 
would  not  return  that  night,  as  he  had  to  attend  a  committee 
•meeting  of  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
Soon  after  reaching  home  he  complained  of  feeling  unwell, 
sind  Mr.  Walmsley,  surgeon,  was  sent  for.  Mr.  Walmsley 
continued  in  attendance,  but  Mr.  Woolley's  condition  gradu- 
ally became  more  serious,  and  he  died  on  Wednesday  after- 
noon at  half-past  five  o'clock.  An  inquest  on  the  body  was 
held  on  Friday  of  last  week,  when  the  facts  narrated  were 
brought  out  in  evidence.  Dr.  Walmsley  attributed  death  to 
rapid  congestion  and  inflammation  of  the  lungs,  produced  by 
the  inhalation  of  nitric-acid  fumes.  The  jury  returned  a 
verdict  in  accordance  with  the  medical  testimony,  and 
passed  a  vote  of  sympathy  with  the  relatives  of  the  deceased 
gentleman.  The  late  Mr.  Woolley  studied  chemistry  at  the 
Owens  College  under  Professor  (now  Sir  Henry)  Roscoe,  and 
he  completed  his  pharmaceutical  education  at  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  in  Bloomsbury  Square,  and  passed  the  Minor  and 
Major  examinations.  When  he  had  completed  his  education 
he  joined  the  firm  of  James  Woolley,  Sons  &  Co  ,  and  for 
several  years  he  was  manager  of  the  scientific-apparatus  and 
surgical-instrument  department.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  a  fairly  regular 
attendant  at  its  meetings,  the  last  he  attended  being  that 
reported  last  week,  held  seven  days  before  his  death.  Apart 
from  his  connection  with  pharmaceutical  chemjstry,  Mr. 
Woolley  was  known  amongst  his  friends  as  a  musician  of 
considerable  ability  and  as  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
brotherhood.  He  was  38  years  of  age.  The  funeral  took 
place  on  Saturday  at  St.  Margaret's  Church,  Rooden  Lane. 
There  was  a  large  gathering  of  the  relatives  and  friends  of 
the  deceased,  including  several  representatives  of  wholesale 
drug  houses,  and  members  of  musical  and  masonic  associa- 
tions with  which  Mr.  Woolley  was  connected,  and  fully  sixty 
of  the  employes  of  the  firm.  The  coffin  was  covered  with 
floral  offerings  from  friends,  including  a  wreath  from  the 
"  Integrity  "  lodge  of  Freemasons,  a  wreath  from  the  "  Com- 
panions of  the  Derby  Chapter,"  and  a  beautiful  anchor  from 
the  employes  of  the  firm.

ASSOCIATIONS  OF  CHEMISTS. 

We  doubt  whether  any  but  ODe  other  class,  trade,  or  pro- 
fession in  this  country  makes  such  a  show  of  association  on 
paper  as  chemists  and  druggists.  It  must  be  admitted  that 
the  doctors  beat  us  in  numbers  as  well  as  in  effectiveness-. 
Besides  their  nineteen  corporations  authorised  to  confer 
diplomas  and  their  influential  scientific  societies,  they  have- 
one  great  organisation  with  ramifications  right  through  the 
kingdom  and  beyond.  The  men  who  work  this  engine  have 
got  it  so  well  in  hand,  or  understand  it  so  perfectly,  that 
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they  can  touch  a  button  or  pull  a  wire  and  the  voice  of  the 
medical  profession  bursts  forth  with  a  Wagner-like  peal  of 
harmony.  The  harmony,  indeed,  is  so  exact  that  it  is  calcu- 
lated to  defeat  its  own  object.  Simple  people,  whose  expe- 
rience of  medical  practitioners  has  not  led  them  to  expect 
much  concord  from  them,  fail  to  comprehend  the  almost 
unanimous  union  manifested ;  and  the  natural  tendency  is 
to  conclude  that  the  faculty  are  aiming  to  get  something 
out  of  the  public  treasury  which  does  not  rightly  belong  to 
them. 

However  this  may  be,  it  is  certain  that  chemists  have 
never  yet  found  it  possible  to  act  together  to  anything  like 
the  same  extent.  From  Jacob  Bell's  days  onwards  imagina- 
tive pharmacists  have  pictured  to  themselves  what  might  be 
if  only  the  whole  body  could  be  induced  to  pull  together. 
But  the  happy  thought  has  not  yet  been  struck  which  has 
been  able  to  weld  the  body  pharmaceutic  into  a  community 
with  one  voice.  Nor  is  it  likely  to  be  generated.  But  it 
cannot  be  urged  that  the  different  sections  of  the  trade  have 
not  had  sufficient  opportunity  for  expressing  their  opinions. 
Not  counting  the  dead  ones,  there  cannot  be  less  than  forty 
associations  of  chemistsand  druggists  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
some  vigorous,  others  moribund,  these  crippled,  those  flourish- 
ing. And  to  these  again  and  again  eloquent  speakers  address 
hopeful  greetings  and  the  word  of  exhortation. 

But  notwithstanding  the  eloquence  and  the  moral  neces- 
sity of  the  duty  inculcated,  it  does  not  appear  that  any  large 
proportion  of  these  societies  are  in  a  truly  healthy  condition. 
We  have  no  desire  to  disparage  their  work,  which  indeed  is 
of  such  a  character  that  it  cannot  help  being  useful,  even 
when  the  results  are  not  tangible.  Nor  can  anyone  deny 
the  substantial  merit  of  many  of  the  papers  emanating  from 
or  called  forth  by  these  associations  of  pharmacists.  Our 
own  pages  could  be  appealed  to  in  evidence  almost  weekly. 
But  notwithstanding  the  benefits  and  the  usefulness  of  these 
associations,  the  experience  of  all  connected  with  them 
impresses  them  with  a  knowledge  of  how  essentially  mortal 
they  all  are.  Vis  inertia  and  the  tendency  to  decay  seems 
to  be  more  or  less  characteristic  of  all  of  them. 

Still  they  live  on.  As  old  ones  perish  new  ones  come  into 
their  places,  and  thus  the  desire  and  the  need  for  associa- 
tions are  proved  and  satisfied.  But  might  not  these  associa- 
tions become  a  little  more  attractive,  if  not  more  useful  1 
Surely  the  remarks  of  our  Manchester  correspondent  last 
week  ought  not  to  be  possibly  applicable  to  any  such  body 
in  such  a  city.  Perhaps  some  improvement  would  be 
effected  if  the  meetings  were  a  little  less  formal.  The  sharp 
line  of  demarcation  which  sometimes  exists  between  the 
council,  the  committee,  the  office-bearers,  or  whatever  they 
call  themselves,  and  the  rank  and  file  is  a  little  discouraging 
to  the  latter.  We  are  not  sure  that  the  societies  would  not 
be  all  the  livelier  if  the  officers  were  reduced  to  the  smallest 
possible  minimum,  say  a  president  and  a  secretary,  who 
might  be  also  treasurer,  and  these  should  be  inevit- 
ably changed  every  year.  Conversational  meetings  for  the 
discussion  of  trade  subjects,  as  suggested  lately  by 
Mr.  Wyley,  would  be  of  considerable  interest  to  a  great  many 
chemists,  and  would  brighten  up  the  monotony  of  business 
by  the  suggestion  of  ideas  for  the  meetings.  It  has  always 
been  the  case  that  when  some  topic  of  trade  interest  has 
taken  possession  of  the  minds  of  chemists,  the  best,  fullest, 
and  liveliest  meetings  of  the  associations  have  been  held  to 
consider  it.  If,  too,  by  some  sort  of  general  consent  asso- 
ciations all  over  the  country  would  discuss  the  same  topic 
at  the  same  time,  how  useful  it  would  be  to  us  poor 
journalists  of  the  trade,  who  have  to  grope  as  best  we  can 
after  that  very  vague  generality,  the  opinion  of  the  pharma- 
ceutical body. 


But  to  get  at  it  even  under  such  circumstances  would  in- 
volve reporting,  and  this  is  another  difficulty.  To  represent 
fairly  in  a  single  column  the  diverse  views  expressed  by  a 
dozen  men  in  an  hour's  talk  is  an  art  which  is  not  universally 
possessed.  But  a  dozen  such  columns  on  a  particular  sub- 
ject, presenting  concise  and  cleverly-prepared  reports  of  as 
many  meetings  in  one  of  our  issues  would,  we  imagine,  be 
read  with  lively  interest  by  the  whole  trade,  and  would 
probably  react  on  the  associations  themselves,  by  stimulating 
each  to  become  more  influential  and  more  in  the  van  of 
thought.  Not  only  legislation,  not  invariably  grievances,  not 
always  dispensing  difficulties,  not  exclusively  estimations  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council's  doings  should  furnish  the  sub- 
jects for  these  talks.  Correspondents  address  us  on  these 
and  a  hundred  other  trade  topics,  and  we  expect  they  would 
talk  as  fluently  as  they  write  about  them.  We  wish  we  could 
see  a  chance  of  attaining  to  something  like  the  end  we  have 
indicated.    Will  some  of  the  associations  help  us  1 


MAKING   EVERY   CHILD   A  CHEMIST. 

In  the  chemical  section  of  the  British  Association  one  of  the 
most  animated  discussions  this  year  arose  on  the  report  of 
the  committee  appointed  to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the 
present  methods  of  teaching  chemistry.  The  committee 
was  appointed  at  the  Manchester  meeting,  and  submitted  a 
preliminary  report  at  Bath  ;  but  it  is  since  then  that  their 
ideas  have  taken  definite  shape,  and  the  working  scheme 
which  they  submitted  at  Newcastle-on-Tyne  is  mainly  the 
product  of  Professor  H.  E.  Armstrong's  braia.  Little  notice 
has  been  given  to  this  report,  and  apparently  for  this  reason 
a  leaded  article,  calling  attention  to  it,  appears  in  the  last 
number  of  Nature  over  the  initials  W.  R.  D.,  in  which  there 
is  little  difficulty  in  recognising  Professor  W.  R.  Dunstan, 
the  secretary  of  the  committee.  This  article  is  written  in  a 
forcible  style,  and  is  specially  addressed  to  teachers  of 
science,  so  that  it  is  likely  to  earn  for  the  report  the  atten- 
tion which  it  deserves.  It  will  be  remembered  that  last 
year's  report  referred  to  the  manner  in  which  chemistry  is 
taught  in  500  higher-grade  schools.  To  complete  the  record! 
Professor  Smithells  has  prepared  for  the  committee  similar 
statistics  regarding  the  position  occupied  by  chemistry  in. 
public  elementary  schools  which  are  controlled  by  the  State 
education  departments.  He  shows  that  as  a  rule  chemistry 
is  not  taught  on  the  proper  lines,  and  the  subject  has  failed 
to  provide  that  mental  training  which  it  should  be  the 
main  object  of  elementary  teaching  to  develop.  Here  is  the 
kernel  of  the  whole  matter,  and  it  will  favour  brevity  to  keep 
these  facts  in  view.  Professor  Dunstan  is  of  opinion  that 
"  the  mental  discipline  afforded  by  chemical  investigation,  in 
developing  the  powers  of  observation  and  inference,  and  in 
teaching  the  correct  use  of  hypothesis,  is  not  less  conspicuous 
than  the  many  applications  of  which  the  science  is  suscep- 
tible, both  in  industrial  and  'common'  life."  Hitherto  the 
chemical  teaching  of  the  schools  has  signally  failed  in  exer- 
cising any  mental  discipline,  and  why  ?  There  are  several 
causes  of  failure.  The  first  is  that  the  scholastic  curriculum 
is  already  overloaded  to  a  serious  degree.  Ghildren  of 
twelve,  of  ordinary  parts,  have  at  least  eight  subjects  to  study, 
viz.,  English  grammar,  English  history,  geography,  arithmetic, 
reading  aloud,  writing  and  dictation,  drawing,  and  Latin,  if 
they  have  progressed  fairly.  These  are  taught  in  about 
twenty-five  hours  per  week,  five  hours  per  day  being  the 
utmost  that  young  heads  can  afford  for  mental  concentra- 
tion. It  follows,  therefore,  that  the  study  of  science  must 
be  in  the  nature  of  mental  recreation  rather  than  of  mental 
discipline,  and  so  hitherto  has  it  been  treated  in  practice. 
A  few   desultory  lessons  from  a  junior  master  who  is 
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enamoured  of  chemistry,  or  one  or  two  hours  per  week  from 
an  itinerant  science  master,  have  been  all  that  could  be 
squeezed  into  the  curriculum ;  the  lessons  have  consequently 
been  more  of  an  entertaining  than  an  instructive  character. 
The  net  result  generally  has  been  spasmodic  demands  for 
pennyworths  of  sodium,  red  precipitate,  and  so  forth.  In 
view  of  this  experience  it  is  somewhat  surprising  that  the 
British  Association  committee  should  have  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  a  change  in  the  method  of  teaching  science 
would  give  it  a  better  footing  in  the  scholastic  curriculum. 
Professor  Dunstan  correctly  says  that  in  order  to  make 
science  teaching  successful  "  a  fair  share  of  the  school  time 
must  be  devoted  to  the  subject,  and  a  larger  number  of 
teachers  must  be  employed  than  is  usually  the  case."  In 
other  words,  room  must  be  made  for  it  in  the  curriculum — 
a  subject  must  be  sacrificed — and  the  State  will  have  to 
increase  the  education  grant  by  fully  half  a  million  a  year. 
In  return  for  that  a  course  of  instruction  in  science  will  be 
given  somewhat  similar  to  Professor  Armstrong's,  which 
Professor  Dunstan  thus  outlines  : — ■ 

The  course  is  divided  into  six  "  stages."  Stage  I.  deals 
with  lessons  on  common  and  familiar  objects  ;  the  classifica- 
tion of  these  according  to  their  uses  and  origin ;  elementary 
physiography  and  Naturlwn.de  (geography  and  natural 
history).  Stage  II.,  with  lessons  in  measurement.  Stage  III., 
with  studies  of  heat  on  things  in  general ;  of  their  behaviour 
when  burnt.  Stage  IV.,  the  problem  stage  :  to  determine 
what  happens  when  iron  rusts  ;  to  determine  the  nature  of 
the  changes  which  take  place  when  substances  are  burnt  in 
air ;  to  separate  the  active  from  the  inactive  constituent  of 
air ;  to  determine  the  composition  of  chalk ;  to  determine 
the  composition  of  washing-soda  ;  and  much  other  similar 
work.  Stage  V.,  the  quantitative  stage  :  study  of  the  quan- 
titative composition  of  some  of  the  substances  which  have 
already  been  qualitatively  examined.  Stage  VI.,  studies  of 
the  physical  properties  of  gases  in  comparison  with  those  of 
liquids  and  solids  ;  the  molecular  and  atomic  theories,  and 
their  application. 

The  committee  honestly  submit  their  opinion  that  "  in 
order  that  the  plan  shall  produce  its  full  educational  effect, 
the  instruction  should  be  commenced  at  an  early  age,  and 
be  extended  to  every  child  in  the  school.  They  do  not  desire 
to  bring  forward  physical  science  as  a  substitute  for  any  of 
the  other  principal  subjects  of  study,  but  they  ask  that,  like 
these  subjects,  it  should  be  looked  upon  everywhere  as  a 
necessary  part  of  education,  and  that  it  should  receive  a  due 
share  of  the  time  devoted  to  school  work."  Let  it  be  admitted 
that  science  teaching  is  a  splendid  tool  for  promoting  mental 
discipline ;  what,  then,  is  there  to  sacrifice  for  it  ?  It  would 
be  a  splendid  thing  for  science  teachers  if  every  child  in  the 
realm  had  to  come  under  their  guidance.  We  should  have 
as  many  of  them  as  of  head-masters,  and  a  new  tax  would 
have  to  be  created  to  pay  them,  not  to  mention  the  new 
corps  of  science-inspectors  which,  the  committee  hints,  may 
be  formed  from  "  the  professors  and  lecturers  in  university 
colleges  and  other  educational  institutions."  This  is  a  part 
of  the  subject  which  the  British  Association  committee  have 
not  considered.    We  wish  they  would. 


THE    PRICE    OF  CAMPHOR. 

The  English  refiners  of  camphor  have  again  advanced  their 
quotations  this  week  at  the  rate  of  Id.  per  lb.  for  bells,  which 
are  now  quoted  at  Is.  bd.  to  Is.  b\d.  per  lb.  for  quantities  accord- 
ing to  the  size  of  the  order.  Makers  abroad  have  also  put  up 
their  quotations,  and  all  available  indications  seem  to  favour 
a  continuation  of  a  strong  market  in  the  near  future.  The 
move  of  the  refiners  is  warranted  by  the  extremely  firm 
position  of  the  raw  article,  crude  Japan  camphor  being  now 


no  longer  obtainable  at  110s.  per  cwt.  on  the  spot,  while  for 
arrival  as  much  as  107s.  6d.  per  cwt.  has  been  paid— a  price 
which,  allowing  for  the  charges  of  landing  the  drug,  calcu- 
lates even  higher  than  the  spot  quotation.  Since  the  end  of 
October  last  year,  when  we  reviewed  the  position  of  cam- 
phor, the  article  has  generally  been  very  firm,  except  for 
some  time  between  January  and  April,  and  its  average  price 
for  the  year  1889  calculates  considerably  higher  than  that  of 
any  year  since  1876.  In  the  East  the  markets  for  the  raw 
article  are  even  stronger  than  here,  and  there  is  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  quantities  which  have  been  distilled  in 
Japan  this  season  are  smaller  than  they  have  been  for  years. 
A  glance  at  the  statistical  position  of  the  article  also — so  far 
as  London,  the  principal  market,  is  concerned— will  show  a 
large  element  of  strength  in  the  raw  material,  our  stock  at 
the  close  of  September  being  smaller  than  at  any  corre- 
sponding period  of  the  last  six  years,  while  the  imports  be- 
tween January  and  October  have  also  been  much  less.  It  is 
true  that  the  quantities  taken  out  of  the  warehouses  have 
also  diminished,  but  this  is  perhaps  owing  in  the  first  place 
to  the  fact  that,  whereas  in  former  years  there  has  always 
been  a  period  when  camphor  was  exceptionally  cheap,  the 
quotations  during  the  present  year  have  been  uniformly 
above  the  average,  and  the  manufacturers,  therefore,  have 
probably  bought  from  hand  to  mouth  only.  The  following 
are  the  figures  to  which  we  refer  : —

As  regards  refined  camphor,  the  price  of  English  bells  on 
November  1  of  last  year  was  Is.  Hd.  per  lb.,  with  crude 
camphor  at  100s. ;  whereas  now,  with  the  raw  material  at 
110s.  per  cwt.,  it  is  Is.  b^d.,  or  as  nearly  as  possible  propor- 
tionate to  last  year's  figure.  The  camphor  refiners  at  that 
time  all  complained  that  the  price  at  which  they  sold  the 
refined  product  was  too  low  in  comparison  to  what  they 
had  to  pay  for  the  material,  and  in  fact,  without  going  into 
details,  it  will  be  seen  that,  if  the  raw  product  costs  110s., 
and  the  refined  sells  at  about  160s.,  the  margin  of  profit 
cannot  be  so  very  large,  if  we  allow  for  the  loss  by  impurity, 
which  is  always  considerable,  that  of  subliming,  the  cost  of 
labour,  packing,  &c.  Foreign  camphor,  it  is  true,  is  gener- 
ally quoted  below  that  of  English  manufacture,*  but  of  late 
the  difference  has  been  much  less  than  formerly,  and  it  is 
also  reported  that  the  Continental  makers  are  very  full  of 
orders  for  delivery  over  the  early  part  of  next  year,  which, 
to  some  extent,  may  affect  their  power  to  undersell  our 
manufacturers  to  the  same  degree  as  they  might  do  under 
ordinary  circumstances.  Another  factor  which  may  possibly 
be  of  some  weight  in  the  position  of  the  article  is  that  a 
Hamburg  chemical  factory,  which,  up  to  the  present  time, 
has  produced  about  200  tons  of  refined  camphor  per  year,  has 
been  bought  up  by  a  local  dynamite  company,  and  may 
cease  to  be  a  source  of  supply.  We  have  also  reported  the 
rumours  which  are  current  that  camphor  is  used  as  an 
ingredient  in  one  of  the  new  smokeless  powders,  and  though 
that  statement  is  alternately  denied  and  confirmed,  and  need 
not  be  taken  as  absolutely  reliable,  it  is  quite  possible  that 
it  may  prove  correct,  in  which  case  large  quantities  of  the 
article  will  be  required  for  that  purpose  (unless  the  inventor 
should  turn  for  cheapness  to  turpentine  camphor),  while  the 
supply,  according  to  all  accounts,  is  becoming  more  restricted 
every  year.  No  doubt  we  shall  still  see  a  good  many  ups  and 
downs  in  a  drug  which  has  gained  an  exceptional  reputation 
for  inconsistency  in  the  past,  but  we  see  no  reason  to  alter 
the  opinion,  which  we  have  expressed  more  than  once,  that 
the  tendency  of  camphor  is  to  become  gradually  dearer. 
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Jaborandi  ^  correspondence  has  been  going  on  recently  in 
the  London  Standard  regarding  the  use  of 

TT  .  ,  jaborandi  as  a  hair-restorer.  The  fact  that  this 
Hair-restorer.^,  ,  .,       ,.        .    .  ,  . 

drug  and  its  active  principle  do  have  a  power- 
ful influence  upon  the  hair  is  well  known.  Thus  Professor 
G.  H.  Wheeler  states  that  he  knew  a  gentleman  who  became 
partly  bald  after  an  attack  of  small-pox,  the  remainder  of 
his  hair  turning  grey.  By  the  use  of  a  decotion  of  jaborandi 
and  sage,  not  only  did  he  recover  his  hair,  but  it  was  restored 
to  its  natural  colour.  Dr.  F.  Borel  states  that  about  twenty 
years  ago  he  attended  an  old  woman  who  was  suffering  from 
hypertrophia  of  the  left  side  of  the  heart.  He  treated  her 
with  jaborandi,  and  her  hair,  previously  white  as  snow, 
commenced  to  be  coloured.  A  "  Master  of  the  Hair  Doctor's 
College  "  also  writes  that  jaborandi  has  been  used  locally  for 
several  years  by  members  of  the  college,  and  is  regarded  by 
them  as  one  of  the  sheet-anchors  to  recover  the  hair  in 
neurotic  and  patchy  baldness,  and  it  has  been  also  noticed 
to  restore  white  hair  in  a  few  cases.  He  has  human  hair  in 
his  possession  which  is  white  at  the  roots  and  dark  at  the 
tips ;  others  dark  at  the  roots  and  white  at  the  tips,  and 
likewise  dark  at  the  tips  and  roots  and  white  in  the  middle. 
It  is  well  known,  he  states,  that  pilocarpine  and  jaborandi 
increase  all  the  dermic  secretions  by  their  action,  and 
increased  vitality  to  the  pigmentary  functions  may  be  the 
cause  of  the  hair  colour  returning.  Mr.  J.  G.  Isaacs,  of 
Neath,  writing  to  us,  says  : — "  It  seems  almost  incredible,  in 
spite  of  the  testimony  of  these  medical  experts,  that  the 
same  influence  not  only  effects  a  complete  change  of  colour, 
but  entirely  restores  hair  in  places  which  had  been  absolutely 
bald  for  years.  Chemists  will  readily  see  how  important  is 
this  subject  when  they  recall  the  number  of  applicants  they 
get  from  time  to  time  for  something  to  make  the  hair  grow." 
He  further  asks  how  the  jaborandi  is  best  applied.  That 
information  is  not  difficult  to  obtain.  In  The  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Diary  for  this  year  the  following  formula 
is  given  for  "  The  Premier  Hair- restorer  " : — 

Sulphate  of  quinine    20  grains 

Tincture  of  jaborandi   1  oz. 

Glycerine   1  „ 

Eau  de  Cologne  2  „ 

Bay  rum   2  „ 

Rose  water   11  „ 

Dissolve  the  quinine  in  the  rose  water  with  the  aid  of 
20  drops  of  dilute  sulphuric  acid,  and  add  the  glycerine. 
Mix  the  tincture,  eau  de  Cologne,  and  bay  rum,  and  add  to  the 
rose-water  mixture.

Dragon's    ^  cer*;a^n  Francis  Gauche,   of  Koan,  who 
Bloocfin  the  v's^e<^  Madagascar  and  the  il  Coast  of  Africk  " 
Seventeenth  *n  1638,  gives  the  following  fantastic  account 
p    .  of  the  dragon's-blood  tree  in  a  description  of 

his  travels: — "Whilst  we  were  in  a  large 
Village  on  the  Right  Hand  coming  down  the  River,  which  is 
call'd  Dulce,  three  Quarters  of  a  League  from  the  Bay,  people 
of  the  Neighbouring  Villages  of  the  Machicures  presented  me 
with  6  Pieces  of  Dragon's  Blood,  each  of  them  3  Inches  long, 
like  Ends  of  Black  Puddings,  marbled  like  the  Alicant  Soap, 
red,  white  and  black.  They  call  this  Dragon's  Blood  '  Auly ' 
here,  signifying,  Ointment  to  staunch  Bleeding,  in  return  for 
which  I  gave  them  some  small  Coral ;  and  they  saying  those 
Pieces  of  Dragon's  Blood  were  made  of  pounded  Leaves, 
growing  on  certain  Trees  about  Port  S.  Augustine,  I  pre- 
sented one  of  them  with  a  small  string  of  Coral,  to  show  me 
those  Trees.  They  conducted  me  to  a  Wood,  that  is  but 
2  Musquet  Shot  from  the  Bay ;  where  among  Thorns  and 
Bushes,  they  shew'd  me  a  very  spreading  Tree,  as  big  as  a 
Pear  Tree,  the  Leaves  long,  but  narrower  than  the  Lawrel, 
smelling  like  Violets  in  March ;  the  Flowers  and  Blossoms 
white  and  very  odoriferous,  growing  in  round  Clusters,  and 
having  only  5  Leaves  each,  very  regular ;  they  close  up  at 
Night,  and  are  no  bigger  than  a  French  Double  (which  is 
less  than  our  Farthing).  From  the  midst  of  them  sprouts  a 
Fiber  of  a  reddish  Colour,  which  runs  up  in  such  manner  as 
to  represent  a  Dragon.  These  Flowers  being  pounded  and 
put  into  hollow  Canes,  make  those  Pieces,  above  mention'd, 
after  being  dry'd  in  the  Sun,  and  the  Canes  or  Reeds  which 
inclosed  them  broken  off.  Thus  is  the  Dragon's  Blood  made, 
of  which  Apothecaries  and  Botanists  give  a  very  different 


Account.  I  have  often  us'd  it  with  Success  to  stop  Bleeding, 
following  the  Example  I  had  set  me  by  the  Machicores,  have 
stopp'd  the  Bloody  Flux  by  Fumigations,  putting  this  Drug 
into  the  Fire,  and  causing  the  Sick  to  receive  it  at  the 
Fundament." 


Cinchona         *^ea  °^  Acclimatising  cinchona  in  the  British 

Historv  West  Indian  islands  was  conceived  about  thirty 
''  years  ago,  when  the  exploring  party  who  had 
been  sent  to  South  America  to  obtain  cinchona  plants  and 
seed  for  British  India  were  instructed  to  send  any  surplus 
they  might  have  to  the  governors  of  Jamaica  and  Trinidad 
for  experimenting  purposes.  In  1861,  the  year  following  the 
receipt  of  the  seed,  there  were  already  four  hundred  plants 
ready  for  planting  out  in  the  Jamaica  botanical  gardens.  As 
the  climate  of  Bath  Gardens,  where  the  first  experiment  was 
made,  was  unsuitable  for  the  successful  growth  of  cinchonas, 
they  were  tried  at  Cold  Spring  Coffee  Plantation,  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  4,000  feet.  There  the  climate  and  soil  proved  all 
that  could  be  desired,  and  in  November,  1862,  a  plant  of  Suc- 
cirubra  cinchona  had  attained  to  the  height  of  44  inches, 
with  leaves  measuring  13|  inches  long  by  8f  inches  broad. 
The  same  plant,  when  two  years  old,  measured  6  feet  in 
height,  with  ten  branches,  having  a  circumference  of  stem 
at  base  of  4^  inches. 

The  experience  gained  in  these  preliminary  attempts  paved 
the  way  for  the  larger  enterprise  undertaken  by  the  Jamaica 
Government  in  1868,  from  which  date  cinchona  planting  in 
the  island  took  a  fresh  departure.  A  further  supply  of  seed, 
consisting  of  C.  officinalis  and  C.  calisaya,  was  obtained  from 
Ceylon.  In  1886  the  Government  cinchona  plantations  in  the 
Blue  Mountain  district  occupied  143  acres.  For  the  purpose 
of  encouraging  the  cultivation  of  cinchona  by  private  enter- 
prise, the  Government  plantations  during  the  last  few  years 
have  distributed  1,250  oz.  of  cinchona  seed,  1,200,000  cinchona 
seedlings,  and  469,000  cinchona  plants. 

Large  shipments  of  cinchona  bark  were  made  from  the 
Government  plantations  during  the  years  1879  to  1884,  and 
the  prices  realised  proved  that  the  climate  and  soil  of 
Jamaica  were  particularly  well  suited  to  the  successful  culti- 
vation of  cinchona  plants.  As  much  as  10s.  per  lb.  was  ob- 
tained for  root  bark  of  C.  officinalis,  while  on  large  shipments 
the  average  price  realised  was  6s.  Id.  per  lb.  All  the  various 
species  of  cinchona  have  been  introduced  to  Jamaica,  in- 
cluding the  valuable  C  Ledgeriana. 

About  2,600  acres  have  been  taken  up  by  private  planters 
for  the  cultivation  of  cinchona  in  Jamaica,  and  the  industry 
there  is  now  well  established.  But  as  Jamaica  was  late  in 
the  field,  and  only  now  produces  bark  of  sufficient  age  to  be 
placed  in  the  market,  the  planters  are  compelled  to  hold  back 
their  bark  until  there  is  such  an  improvement  in  the  market 
as  will  justify  regular  shipments.  This,  it  is  hoped,  will  only 
be  a  question  of  time.  Meanwhile  two  samples  of  Jamaica 
Loxa  bark,  from  trees  six  years  old,  grown  on  a  private  plan- 
tation at  5,000  feet,  have  been  lately  analysed  by  Mr.  David 
Howard  and  found  to  contain  : — 

Quinine         Cinchonidine       Cinchonine  Amorphous

In  each  case  there  was  a  trace  of  quinidine. 

The  tests  are  thus  very  much  what  Loxa  bark  of  similar 
appearance  from  South  America  would  give.  It  is  rather  a 
Chaguera  than  a  Crispa  or  Uritusinga,  which  gives  the  richer 
yields  that  characterise  the  finest  officinalis  from  the  Doda- 
ketta  plantations.  The  fine  old  South  American  HO  Loxa 
quills,  which  would  now  be  worth  in  London  from  2s.  2d.  to 
2s.  Qd.  per  lb.,  are  used  by  French  pharmacists  for  flavouring 
liqueurs.  They  are  said  to  give  to  the  latter  a  bouquet  which 
cannot  be  obtained  with  any  other  variety  of  bark,  or  even 
with  Loxa  itself  when  grown  in  India,  Java,  or  Jamaica.  For 
this  reason  only  the  genuine  South  American  Loxa  realises 
prices  wholly  out  of  proportion  to  its  alkaloidal  value.  It  is 
also  said  that  common  hard  Pitayo  bark  at  2d.  to  3d.  per  lb. 
is  used  in  Spain  for  giving  a  "  body  "  to  sherry  wine.

jected. It  strikes  us  as  unfair  that  the  Daily  Telegraph, 
which  most  likely  originated  the  idea  of  the  book,  should  be 
the  one  authority  which  does  not  seem  to  be  recognised. 


Tooth  Extraction.    By  John  Gorhum,  M.R.C.S.  Eng.  Third 
Edition.    1889.    London  :  H.  K.  Lewis.    Price  Is.  6d. 

This  little  work  is  an  exceedingly  useful  one  for  those  who 
are  beginning  dental  practice.  It  gives  reliable  information 
regarding  the  teeth  and  their  decay,  and  tells,  in  a  simple 
manner,  how  they  should  be  extracted  and  what  instruments 
to  use. 


Lecture  Notes  on  Flowers  and  Fruits.    Parts  I.  and  II.  The 
Westminster  College  of  Pharmacy.    6d.  each. 

These  are  useful  notes,  suitable  for  Minor  and  Major 
students,  which  have  been  compiled  by  the  principal  of  the 
Westminster  College.  Each  part  describes  fully  sixty  species 
or  genera,  and  the  information  given  is  of  a  time-saving  and 
precise  character. 

A  Guide  to  the  Alterations  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
(1885).  By  Prosser  James,  M.D.  Third  edition.  Lon- 
don :  J.  &  A.  Churchill.    8vo.    Pp.  126. 

This  was  amongst  the  first  published  criticisms  of  the 
present  Pharmacopoeia,  and  the  fact  that  the  book  has 
reached  a  third  edition  is  the  best  proof  that  it  is  not  of 
ephemeral  interest.  Indeed,  it  is  of  real  value,  is  written  in 
a  highly  racy  style,  and  the  pity  is  that  the  author  does  not 
comment  on  the  whole  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  in  the  same 
manner.  The  "  Guide  "  is  intended  for  medical  practitioners, 
so  that  therapeutics  receive  the  major  part  of  the  author's 
attention.  That,  however,  makes  it  all  the  more  useful  to 
pharmacists,  who  will  find  their  own  portion  of  it  reliable. 
Dr.  James  has  omitted  to  note  the  alterations  in  the  latest 
reprint  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  probably  for  the  reason  that 
"laudanum"  and  "paregoric"  cannot  be  called  new  pre- 
parations. We  may  also  note  that  his  description  of  chrysa- 
robin  is  not  quite  in  accordance  with  the  reprint.  It  wants 
the  word  "  purified,"  which  makes  all  the  difference  in  the 
world  to  the  description,  and  nullifies  Dr.  James's  first  critical 
paragraph. 


Die  Neueren  Arzneimittel  (New  Remedies).  By  Dr.  Bern- 
hard  Fischer.  Fourth,  enlarged,  edition.  Berlin,  Julius 
Springer.    1889.    8vo.    Pp.  312. 

This  German  work  reveals  the  progress  of  the  business  of 
introducing  new  remedies.  The  first  edition,  published  only 
four  years  ago,  comprised  188  pages.  In  the  third  edition, 
published  about  a  year  sioce,  five  rjew  bodies  were  included, 
and  the  present  edition  gives  particulars  of  the  following 
fifteen  more,  viz.,  chloral-ammonium,  chloralamid,  chloral- 
cyanhydrate,  eucalyptol,  exalgine,  hydracetin,  mercury 
benzoate,  imidosuccinate,  and  thymate,  hydroxylamine, 
methacetin,  methyl-chloride,  methylene-chloride,  myrtol, 
and  thiol.  The  names  and  synonyms  of  the  various  bodies 
are  given  in  the  work.  Antipyrin,  for  instance,  possesses 
a  number  of  aliases.  In  France  it  appears  as  analgesin, 
anodynin,  parodyne,  and  sedatin,  while  in  the  United 
States  it  has  been  proposed  to  call  it  methozin.  The 
author  gives  the  history  of  each  compound,  and  indicates 
and  explains  the  constitutional  formulae,  and  the  process  of 
building  up.  The  physical  and  chemical  characteristics  of 
the  bodies  are  pointed  out,  special  attention  being  bestowed 


on  tests  for  determining  purity,  the  best  method  of  stocking, 
the  therapeutical  effects,  and  useful  hints  on  the  best  way  to 
dispense  and  prescribe  them.  Dr.  Fischer  is  a  competent 
authority  on  these  new  products.  He  has  been  assistant  in 
Liebreich's  laboratory,  and  in  the  Pharmacological  Institute 
of  Berlin.  We  do  not  know  of  any  other  book  which  takes 
up  this  department  so  thoroughly,  and  to  those  who  can 
read  German,  and  who  are  interested  in  the  scientific  side  of 
the  latest  medicinal  agents,  we  can  heartily  commend  it. 


"  An  Introduction  to  Chemical  Science."  By  R.  P.  Williams, 
A.M.  Edited  by  P.  B.  Lascelles,  M.A.,  F.C.S.  London, 
Ginn  &  Co.    1889.    8vo.    Pp.  230. 

This  is  essentially  a  class-book  of  chemistry,  and,  fortunately, 
not  really  an  addition  to  the  large  number  of  elementary 
chemical  manuals  which  burden  our  literature,  for  it  has 
already  acquired  a  considerable  degree  of  popularity  in  the 
United  States,  and  Mr.  Lascelles  has  prepared  the  present 
edition  for  English  requirements.  In  one  sense,  therefore,  it 
is  a  newcomer,  and  in  a  larger  sense  we  welcome  it  as  such, 
for  it  marks  a  decided  departure  from  the  traditional  method 
of  teaching  chemistry.  There  are  three  distinct  features  to 
be  noticed  in  connection  with  the  "  Introduction  "  :  first  the 
practical  side,  second  the  problematic  or  intuitive,  and  third 
the  technical  or  instructive.  From  beginning  to  end,  the 
object  of  the  author  is  to  get  pupils  to  perform  for  themselves 
such  experiments  as  demonstrate  the  principles  upon  which 
the  science  is  based.  Herein  lies  the  practical  element. 
Then  the  text,  in  many  instances,  is  written  in  what  Ameri- 
cans expressively  term  the  "  quizzing "  style.  The  pupil 
performs,  for  example,  an  experiment,  and  on  returning  to 
the  book  he  finds  some  questions  which  may  not  have 
occurred  to  him,  but  which  the  results  of  his  experiments 
naturally  lead  up  to,  and  so  the  proper  deductions  are 
brought  home  to  him.  Further,  very  early  in  the  book 
chemical  arithmetic  appears  ;  at  first  it  is  only  simple  addi- 
tion sums,  such  as  "  How  many  atoms  in  PbS04 1 "  or  "  How 
many  parts  by  weight  of  each  element  are  required  for  FeS  ?  " 
and  gradually  it  extends  to  problems  such  as  "  How  much 
Zn  is  necessary  for  14  grammes  H  ?  "  and  "  A  certain  volume 
of  H  weighs  0448  g.  at  standard  temperature  and  pressure. 
How  many  litres  does  it  contain  1"  These,  and  even  more 
complicated  problems,  are  presented  to  the  pupil  in  a  care- 
fully graduated  manner,  so  that  he  regards  them  from  the 
first  as  ordinary  arithmetic  problems,  and  is  thereby  relieved 
of  the  common  dread  which  many  pupils  in  chemistry  have  of 
calculations  and  equations.  In  this  way  the  pupil's  intelligence 
is  exercised,  and  the  knowledge  which  he  acquires  is  largely 
intuitive.  The  third  feature  lies  in  the  application  of  the 
text  to  common  matters  and  processes.  For  example,  under 
carbon  we  find  information  regarding  coke,  mineral  coal,  an- 
thracite, soft  coal,  cannel  coal,  and  peat  turf.  It  is  briefly  ex- 
pressed, but  explicit.  The  pupil  practically  demonstrates  the 
reducing  action  of  carbon,  its  influence  in  decolorising,  and  so 
on.  Moreover,  as  he  advances,  chemical  theories  are  slipped 
in.  He  learns  not  only  what  the  electrolysis  of  water  is,  but 
at  the  same  time  a  little  about  electricity  generally.  Some  of 
the  most  important  industries,  such  as  alkali  manufacture,  the 
Bessemer- steel  process,  photography,  and  the  manufacture  of 
coal  gas,  are  employed  to  illustrate  important  chemical 
laws,  and  even  organic  chemistry  is  introduced,  thereby  ex- 
plaining, e.g.,  the  chemistry  of  fermentation  and  the  action  of 
micro-organisms.  This  somewhat  free  analysis  of  the  book 
indicates  its  scope.  The  aim  of  the  author  appears  to  be  to 
make  the  science  of  chemistry  a  true  educating  influence, 
and  he  succeeds  admirably  in  this  respect,  also  ensuring  that 
the  pupils,  after  a  year's  work  (we  judge  that  three  lessons 
per  week  will  be  required  to  go  properly  through  the  sixty 
chapters),  will  really  have  an  intelligent  knowledge  of  the 
chemistry  of  common  things.  When  we  speak  of  the  author, 
we  ought,  probably,  to  include  the  editor  (Mr.  Lascelles),  an 
assistant  master  at  Harrow  School,  whose  consistent  judg- 
ment in  adapting  the  book  to  the  requirements  of  young 
pupils  is  observable  throughout.  With  such  books  as  this 
for  class  practice,  there  is  some  hope  that  the  study  of 
chemistry  will  be  of  real  benefit  as  a  part  of  scholastic  edu- 
cation, and  it  thoroughly  deserves  the  consideration  of  all 
teachers  of  chemistry.  We  ought  to  mention  that  the  book 
is  very  well  illustrated,  and  that  the  experiment  directions 
are  precise  and  not  misleading. 
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CANADIAN  NOTES. 


A  NEW  pharmaceutical  journal  has  made  its  appearance 
in  Canada.  It  is  rather  elegantly  got  up,  and  is  smart  on 
the  whole. 

Tariff  Changes. — Amongst  the  articles  which  are  to  be 
admitted  free  until  the  next  Parliamentary  session  are  sul- 
phate of  alumina,  arseniate,  biarseniate,  chlorate  and  stan- 
nate  of  soda,  tannic  acid,  tartar  emetic,  and  chlorate  of 
potash. 

Pears'  Soap  is  being  sold  in  London,  Ont.,  at  less  than 
cost,  and  there  is  to  be  a  meeting  of  the  trade  about  it.  Other 
price  matters  will  be  spoken  about  at  the  same  time.  The 
desire  to  have  uniformity  in  all  the  counties  as  to  prices  is 
growing,  and  the  Kent  Druggists'  Association,  in  recently 
adopting  a  price-list  of  their  own,  expressed  the  opinion 
*'  that  if  a  price-book  could  be  compiled,  suitable  for  all 
druggists  in  the  province,  it  would  be  a  move  in  the  right 
direction,  as  well  as  being  a  considerable  saving  in  cost  of 
printing."

AUTOMATIC  EVAPORATING  APPARATUS. 


MR.  F.  E.  RAY,  of  Sacramento,  Cal.,  describes  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Record  an  apparatus,  which  he  has 
designed,  for  checking  evaporation  when  it  has  reached  a 
desired  point.  It  is  represented  in  the  following  illustration, 
"which  speaks  for  itself  : — 


The  evaporating-dish  is  counterpoised  by  sand  placed  in 
the  bucket ;  then  the  weight  to  which  the  liquid  is  desired 
to  be  evaporated  is  counterpoised  by  an  additional  quantity 
of  sand.  The  elastic  band  and  the  string  to  the  gas-faucet 
are  then  arranged  and  heat  applied.  When  the  liquid  has 
•evaporated  to  the  desired  weight  the  falling  of  the  sand- 
bucket  causes  the  closing  of  the  gas-faucet,  and  the  elastic 
band  swings  the  dish  away  from  the  sand-bath. 


PHARMACY  IN  AUSTRALASIA. 


From  the  September  number  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  Australasia  we  glean  the  following  items  : — 

The  Dental  Association.  N.Z.,  is  reported  to  be  in  full 
operation,  its  chief  object  being  to  raise  the  standard  of  edu- 
cation, and  to  establish  a  course  by  which  persons  violating 
the  provisions  of  the  Dental  Act  shall  be  proceeded  against. 

The  usual  routine  business  was  transacted  at  the  meetings 
of  the  Victoria  Pharmacy  Board  and  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
Several  alterations  are  proposed  in  the  tariff,  which  are  of 
interest  to  our  readers. 

Druggists  must  have  a  Liquor  Licence. — There  is 
very  little  to  report  from  Tasmania,  except  that  the  Govern- 
ment have  introduced  an  amendment  of  the  licensing  law, 
by  which  druggists  will  be  required  to  take  out  a  licence  for 
the  sale  of  medicinal  liquors  at  a  fee  of  5/. 

New  South  Wales  Pharmaceutical  Affairs  are 
comparatively  quiet,  the  chief  event  of  the  month  apparently 
being  the  appointment  of  a  new  director  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy,  in  the  place  of  Mr.  E.  Quayle,  who  is  now  in 
England.    Mr.  Fred  Wright  is  his  successor. 

The  Reciprocity  Question  calls  for  a  fresh  settlement, 
the  Intercolonial  Congress  held  in  Melbourne  three  years 
since  having  for  various  reasons  produced  little  result,  and 
a  cross-fire  of  questions  and  remonstrances  is  now  going  on 
between  South  Australia,  Queensland,  and  New  South  Wales, 
and  between  both  the  latter  and  Victoria. 

The  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  N.Z., 
is  still  very  active  respecting  the  proposed  Medical  Bill 
before  Parliament,  and,  owing  to  the  vigorous  opposition 
shown  to  the  measure  by  the  chemists  of  the  colony,  mainly 
through  the  instigation  of  the  association,  it  is  very  unlikely 
that  the  Bill  will  be  passed,  unless  in  a  greatly  modified 
form. 

In  South  Australia  we  learn  that  a  deputation  has 
waited  on  the  Attorney- General  with  respect  to  the  proposed 
Pharmacy  Bill.  The  minister  acknowledged  that  the  measure 
was  one  of  great  importance,  and  suggested  that  a  draft 
Bill  should  be  handed  to  the  Government  for  consideration 
in  cabinet,  which  suggestion  was  acted  upon,  but  the  draft 
Bill  was  afterwards  returned  to  the  Society,  as  the  Govern 
ment  require  time  to  consider  the  question. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Queensland  held 
their  annual  meeting  on  August  21,  at  which,  of  course,  the 
annual  report  was  read,  from  which  it  is  evident  that  the 
Society  has  done  some  good  steady  work.  The  retiring  Presi- 
dent (Mr.  Field),  in  his  address,  took  a  retrospective  glance  at 
the  work  of  the  Society  since  its  establishment,  in  1880,  and 
in  the  course  of  his  remarks  a  graceful  tribute  was  made  to 
The  Chemist  and  Duuggist  and  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  Australasia,  which  journals  are  supplied  to  the  members. 
The  Government  have  placed  the  sum  of  1001.  on  the  estimates 
for  1889-90,  for  the  purpose  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy,  which, 
if  passed,  will  mark  a  new  epoch  in  Queensland  pharmacy. 
The  Pharmacy  Board  of  Queensland  is  also  now  being 
recognised  at  head- quarters,  as  being  both  a  Government  as 
well  as  a  governing  body. 


One  Dose  was  Enough.— A  New  Jersey  doctor  pre- 
scribed for  a  German  woman,  and  the  druggist  who  made  up 
the  powders,  in  a  fit  of  absent-mindedness,  rolled  up  the 
little  weights  he  had  used,  and  gave  them  to  the  messenger 
instead  of  the  powders  he  had  prepared.  Next  day  the 
doctor  called  upon  his  patient,  and  asked  how  he  was  getting 
on.  "  I  vas  got  along  bretty  goot,"  she  replied  : — "  Put  I 
ton'd  know  how  much  to  take  of  dot  funny  meticines.  Dose 
bilis  pe  two,  dree  sizes,  and  I  can'd  know  by  meselluff  vich  I 
shall  take  furst.  I  took  dree  or  four  leedle  vons  furst."  The 
doctor  asked  to  see  the  medicine,  and  was  astonished  at  be- 
holding the  weights.  "  Are  these  what  you  took  ?  "  he  asked. 
"  Oh,  yah.  Didn't  I  dell  you  I  took  dree  or  four.  Und  dem 
make  me  veel  a  crate  deal  besser  alreaty."  The  doctor  told 
her  she  had  taken  enough  of  the  medicine ;  and  so  strong 
was  her  imagination  that  she  got  well  speedily,  and  was  soon 
at  her  work  again.

The  product  is  more  pungent,  and  of  finer  aroma.

The  following  lotion  is  said  to  speedily  remove  freckles : — 

Chloride  of  ammonium   3j. 

Hydrochloric  acid   3jss. 

Glycerine..    «.       ..  2j. 

Lait  virginal      ..       ..       ..  ..  3jss. 

Mix.  Apply  to  the  freckles  morrrng  and  evening  with  a  camel's-hair 
brush. 

Unfermented  Orange  Wine. 

Citric  acid  . .       . .       . .       . .       . .  1  oz. 

Carbonate  of  potash       . .       . .       . .  1  drachm 

Sugar  or  honey   To  ta^te 

Infusion  of  orange  peel  ..       ..       ..  4  oz.,  more  or  less 

Spirits  of  wine   5  or  6  per  cent. 

Essence  of  cloves   5  drops 

Water,  to   1  quart 

Filter  and  clarify,  and  allow  to  stand  at  least  one  month 
before  using,  by  which  time  all  the  ingredients  will  be 
thoroughly  incorporated  and  blended.—  Mineral-water  Trades 
Guardian. 

Oleate  of  Morphine. 

For  making  a  10-per-cent.  solution  extemporaneously,  Mr. 
S.  A.  McDonnell  gives  the  following  directions: — 

Acid,  oleici  gr.  450 

Morphina?  sulphatis  53 

Mix,  place  on  a  water-bath,  apply  heat,  and  add  gradually 
liq.  ammon.  cone,  minim  25,  stirring  constantly  until  a 
perfect  solution  takes  place.  Time,  about  ten  minutes  in 
all.  Some  specimens  of  morphine  sulphate  may  require  a  few 
drops  more  or  less  ammonia  to  effect  a  solution.  The  heat 
dissipates  any  free  ammonia,  while  any  possible  resulting 
ammon.  sulph.  does  not  seem  to  show  itself,  nor  is  there  any 
indication  of  the  formation  of  a  soap. 

Green  Worm  on  Cabbages. 

Professor  Howard,  an  American  entomologist,  informs 
the  Scientific  American  that  the  following  emulsion  is 
excellent  for  killing  the  green  worm  on  cabbages  : — 

Kerosene   2  gallons 

Common  soap  or  whale-oil  soap  . .       . .    \  lb. 

Water  1  gallon. 

Heat  the  solution  of  soap,  and  add  it  boiling  hot  to  the  kerosene.  Churn 

the  mixture  by  means  of  a  force  pump  and  spray  nozzle  for  five  or  ten 

minutes. 

The  emulsion,  if  perfect,  forms  a  cream  which  thickens  on 
cooling,  and  should  adhere  without  oiliness  to  the  surface  of 
glass.  Dilute,  before  using,  1  part  of  the  emulsion  with  9 
parts  of  cold  water.  The  emulsion  is  said  to  be  of  great  use 
upon  hop  vines,  and  will  also  kill  the  lice  on  chickens. 

Dandruff  Pomade.

Destroying  Nerves  of  Teeth. 
The  difficulty  in  preparing  a  nerve  paste  consists  in  the 
insolubility  of  the  arsenic,  or  the  preparation  of  an  im- 
palpable powder,  which  is  best  obtained  by  dusting  through 
a  cloth,  after  long  pulverising  in  a  mortar.    Dr.  Bryan  re- 


commends 1  part  of  this  powder  to  be  rubbed  with  2  parts 
each  of  antipyrin  and  lanolin,  to  form  a  stiff  paste.  The 
lanolin,  in  a  dry  cavity,  seems  to  penetrate  the  tissue,  and 
to  cause  the  antipyrin  and  arsenic  to  act,  the  first  reducing 
actual  inflammation  of  the  part,  and  preventing  further  pain 
during  the  action  of  the  arsenic. 

German  Hair  Spirits. 

The  following  are  good  applications  for  dandruff.  A  tea- 
spoonful  of  either  should  be  well  rubbed  into  the  roots  of  the 
hair,  and  then  dried  with  a  soft  cloth.  If  the  hair  is  of  a 
dry  nature,  a  little  good  pomade  may  be  used  occasionally  : —

Mix  them  intimately  by  trituration  in  a  mortar.  The  blue 
should  be  well  rubbed  down  with  the  water,  and  the 
glycerine  gradually  added.  When  solution  is  effected,  the 
other  ingredients  are  added.  Other  colours  are  produced  by 
substituting  for  the  blue  any  one  of  the  following : — Methyl 
violet,  3B,  3  parts ;  diamond  fuchsin,  I,  2  parts  ;  methyl 
green,  yellowish,  4  parts  ;  vesuvin  B  (brown),  5  parts  ;  negro- 
sin  W  (blue  black),  4  parts.  If  a  bright  red  ink  is  required, 
3  parts  of  eosin  BBN  are  used,  but  the  pyroligneous  acid 
must  be  omitted,  as  this  would  destroy  the  eosin. 

Destroying  Weeds  in  Lawns. 

A  Correspondent  of  the  Ken-castle  Journal  says  he  has 
never  known  sulphuric  acid  to  fail  if  properly  applied.  If 
applied  on  a  wet  or  damp  day  when  the  atmosphere  is  largely 
charged  with  moisture,  or  when  the  dew  is  on  the  grass,  the 
corrosive  action  of  the  acid  is  weakened,  and,  though  the 
head  of  the  plant  is  destroyed,  the  unaffected  root  sends  up 
new  shoots.  If,  however,  it  is  applied  to  the  crown  of  the 
plant  on  a  hot  summer's  day,  the  acid  has  a  chance  of 
thoroughly  doing  its  work,  and  the  root  rots  down  to  the 
very  end.  A  single  drop  ought  to  be  applied  by  means  of  a 
small  glass  tube  to  the  crown  of  the  plant,  and  in  the  course 
of  a  week  the  whole  root  will  be  burnt  up.  Of  course,  the 
lawn  will  present  a  patchy  appearance  till  the  grass  has 
grown  on  tbe  bare  place.  This  applies  to  dandelions  and 
weeds  of  the  plantain  tribe  ;  it  is  not  so  good  for  daisies,  as 
they  do  not  disappear  like  dandelions,  but  disfigure  the  lawn 
for  months  with  their  tough  withered  leaves.  If  daisies  are 
to  be  eradicated,  the  best  plan  is  to  loosen  the  soil  with  an 
old  bread  knife  passed  under  the  patch  and  raised  a  little, 
and  then  the  plants  carefully  rooted  out,  care  being  taken 
not  to  leave  broken  roots  or  fibres  in  the  soil,  as  these 
produce  each  a  new  plant.  Sow  the  patch  immediately  with 
good  lawn  seed,  and  in  a  few  weeks  the  lawn  will  be  all 
right.

The  English  Standard  Pound. 

It  was  in  1824  that  it  was  decided  by  Parliament  that  the 
avoirdupois  pound  which  had  long  been  used,  and  which  was 
very  nearly  7,000  troy  grains,  should  be  finally  fixed  at  7,000 
troy  grains.  One  of  the  troy  pounds  made  in  1758  became  the 
Imperial  standard,  but  it  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1834.  The 
present  English  standard  pound  was  made  in  1844-46  by 
Professor  W.  H.  Miller.  A  number  of  weights  had  been  very 
accurately  compared  with  the  lost  standard,  and  the  first 
step  for  recovering  the  mass  of  the  lost  standard  was  to 
compare  these  weights  among  themselves.  The  mean  of  the 
weighing  was,  therefore,  taken  as  the  standard.  It  may  be 
mentioned  that  the  discrepancies  between  the  weights 
amounted  to  0  0226  grain  in  the  case  of  those  made  of  brass, 
while  the  platinum  weights  were  only  0-00019  grain  "  out." 

A  Home  made  Nitrometer. 

Dr.  E.  K.  Squibb  has  used  the  apparatus  figured  below 
in  the  estimation  of  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  by  Allen's  process. 
Its  principle  depends  upon  the  fact  that  the  evolved  nitrous 
gas  drives  mercury  from  the  bottle  into  the  measure,  the 
volume  of  the  metal  so  displaced  being  equivalent  to  the 
volume  of  the  gas  evolved. 


In  charging  the  apparatus  for  a  testing,  the  bottle  is  filled 
so  nearly  full  of  mercury  that  when  ten  or  twenty  drops  of 
water  are  put  upon  it  the  neck  is  full  to  the  lip.  Then  push 
the  cork  home,  leaving  off  the  pinchcock  to  allow  the 
mercury  to  rise  in  the  tubes,  and  fill  a  part  of  the  horizontal 
portion  of  the  bent  one.  Connect  the  funnel  as  shown, 
close  the  pinchcock,  put  about  1  c  c.  of  dry  mercury  into 
the  funnel,  and  slowly  and  cautiously  let  it  down  into  the 
bo  ttle,  by  slightly  opening  the  pinchcock,  until  the  bent 
tube  is  entirely  filled  with  mercury,  and  some  has  escaped 
into  the  measure  under  the  tube.  When  this  mercury  is 
poured  out  and  the  measure  replaced  the  apparatus  is  ready 
for  the  assay. 


Now  place  a  fluid  drachm  of  the  spirit  to  be  assayed  into 
the  funnel  and  cautiously  let  into  the  bottle  by  means  of  the 
pinchcock.  Next  admit  the  same  quantity  of  the  solution  of 
potassium  iodide,  and  finally  the  same  measure  of  the 
diluted  sulphuric  acid  in  the  same  way.  This  will  make  in 
all  3  fluid  drachms  of  liquid  to  be  subtracted  from  the 
volume  of  the  mercury  in  the  receiving  measure.  As  soon  as 
the  solution  of  the  iodide  is  admitted  the  reaction  begins, 
and  in  ten  minutes  is  practically  over.  The  receiving  measure 
may  then  be  taken  away,  and  the  quantity  of  mercury 
read  off. 

Test  for  Hydrogen  Peroxide. 

In  Ephemcris  we  find  the  following  test,  which  was  given  to 
Dr.  Squibb  by  Mr.  Charles  Marchand,  of  10  West  4th  Street, 
New  York,  one  of  the  oldest  makers  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen 
in  the  country : — A  test  solution  is  made  by  dissolving 
1-852  gram,  of  potassium  permanganate  in  distilled  water 
and  making  up  the  measure  to  500  cubic  centimetres.  Each 
cubic  centimetre  of  this  solution  is  equal  to  one  volume  of 
active  oxygen,  when  applied  to  one  cubic  centimetre  of  any 
solution  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen.  The  test  is  made  by  adding 
to  about  50  c.c.  of  water  acidulated  with  5  drops  of  sulphuric 
acid  a  cubic  centimetre  of  the  solution  of  peroxide  of  hydro- 
gen to  be  tested.  Into  this,  with  constant  stirring,  is  dropped, 
from  a  graduated  burette  or  pipette,  the  permanganate  solu- 
tion, until  the  colour  of  the  permanganate  ceases  to  be  dis- 
charged. Each  c.c.  and  fraction  of  a  c.c.  required  to  reach 
this  point  indicates  one  volume  and  fraction  of  a  volume  of 
active  oxygen  that  is  available  in  the  solution  tested. 

New  Specific  Gravity  Bottle. 

Dr.  Squibb  also  describes  a  new  specific  gravity  bottle, 
which  we  figure.  He  has  them  made  in  three  sizes,  25,  50, 
and  100  grammes.  The  peculiarity  of  the 
bottle  is  that  the  tube  stopper  is  lengthened 
out  so  that  the  central  channel  will  permit 
the  bottle  to  hold  the  volume  of  water  at 
any  temperature  between  4°  and  25°  C, 
thus  adapting  it  to  all  the  standards  in  use. 
The  tube  between  these  points  is  graduated 
to  half  millimetres  or  less,  and  at  the  top, 
above  the  scale,  it  is  widened  so  as  to  allow 
room  for  the  expansion  of  light  liquids, 
without  loss,  when  the  bottle  is  adjusted  at 
4°  C,  and  weighed  at  higher  temperatures, 
the  expanded  portion  being  loosely  closed 
with  a  cork  during  the  interval  of  warming 
between  the  adjusting  and  the  weighing. 
The  bottle  is  intended  for  research  or  other 
highly  accurate  work,  and  so  careful  is  its 
designer  to  have  absolute  accuracy  that  he 
only  uses  bottles  which  have  been  two 
years  made  before  adjustment.  This  is  be- 
cause glass  contracts  for  a  year  or  two  after 
it  has  been  heated  or  annealed. 

Delicate  Balances. 

The  balances  used  in  mints  in  the  time  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
and  for  two  centuries  before,  indicated  to  the  extent  of  about 
1  part  in  10,000.  The  balance  which  Mr.  Harris,  of  the 
London  Mint,  used  in  1743  indicated  one-eighth  of  a  grain 
on  a  troy  pound,  or  about  1  part  in  50,000.  Fifteen  years 
later  he  had  a  balance  which  turned  with  1/230,000  part  of 
its  load.  In  1798  Sir  George  Shuckburgh  had  a  balance 
sensitive  enough  to  indicate  0  01  of  a  grain  when  loaded 
with  16,000  grains,  or  about  1  part  in  1,600,000.  The  balance 
used  by  Fortin  in  1799,  in  adjusting  the  kilogramme  of  the 
Archives,  was  not  quite  so  delicate,  its  sensitiveness  being 
only  the  1,000,000th  part  of  its  load ;  but  in  1844,  for  the 
adjustment  of  the  present  English  standard  pound,  Professor 
Miller  employed  a  balance  whose  index  moved  about  001  of 
an  inch  for  a  change  of  0  002  of  a  grain  in  a  load  of  7,000 
grains.  He  read  the  index  with  a  microscope,  and  found  the 
probable  error  of  a  single  comparison  of  two  avoirdupois 
pounds  to  be  1/12,000,000  of  either,  or  about  0  00058  of  a 
grain.  At  the  present  time  it  is  claimed  that  two  avoir- 
dupois pounds  can  be  compared  with  an  error  not  exceeding 
0  0002  of  a  grain,  and  two  kilogrammes  with  an  error  not 
exceeding  0  02  of  a  milligramme. 
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Antifebrin  in  Epilepsy. 

De.  Theodoee  Dillee  writes  favourably  in  the  Thera- 
peutic Gazette  of  the  use  of  antifebrin  in  epileptic  cases. 
He  gives  it  in  doses  of  4  grains.  A  marked  reduction  of  the 
number  of  fits  follows  the  steady  use  of  the  remedy. 

Creolin  in  Dysentery. 

Several  Kussian  physicians  have  had  excellent  results  in 
the  treatment  of  dysentery  with  enemata  of  solution  of 
creolin.  The  strength  varied  from  0'5  to  1  per  cent.,  and 
the  injection  was  used  from  two  to  four  tim^s  per  day,  at 
the  rate  of  rive  pints  on  an  average  each  time. 

Pulsatilla  in  Epididymitis. 

De.  E.  J.  Caetee,  of  the  Male  Lock  Hospital,  Soho,  has 
treated  a  number  of  patients  suffering  from  gonorrhoea! 
epididymitis  with  tincture  of  Pulsatilla,  in  doses  varying 
from  5  to  30  minims  every  four  hours,  and  reports  that  "  it 
is  not  even  a  useful  adjunct  to  the  treatment "  of  the  dis- 
order. 

S  TYRONE  AS  AN  ANTISEPTIC. 

Styeone,  prepared  from  liquid  storax  and  balsam  of 
Peru,  is  recommended  by  American  surgeons  as  an  antiseptic. 
It  is  said  to  be  efficient,  non -poisonous,  and  agreeable  in 
odour.  It  may  be  used  as  a  deodorant  for  ulcerating 
cancers  in  the  form  of  a  spray,  consisting  of  styrone, 
1  drachm  ;  glycerine,  1  oz. ;  and  water,  1  oz. ;  or  applied  to 
raw  surfaces  in  combination  with  olive  oil  or  vaseline. 

Typhoid  Fevee 

is  the  latest  enemy  to  the  canine  race.  Dr.  J.  K.  Roberts,  of 
the  Indian  Medical  Service,  describes  (Ind.  Med.  Gaz.) 
symptoms  occurring  in  dogs  of  European  breeds  in  India, 
which  are  identical  with  what  mark  the  course  of  the  fever, 
and  if  his  observations  are  correct  the  fact  that  dogs  are 
liable  to  typhoid  would  help  to  explain  the  continued  preva- 
lence of  the  disease  in  Indian  cantonments,  in  spite  of  the 
sanitary  precautions  taken. 

Consumption. 

The  tubercle  bacillus  flourishes  best  at  a  temperature  of 
99°  F.,  and  is  rapidly  killed  below  84°  F.,  or  above 
107  6°  F.  So  Dr.  A.  Bowie,  of  Harley  Street,  W.,  states  in 
the  Lancet,  and  acting  on  his  belief  he  has  commenced  to 
treat  consumptive  patients  with  inhalations  of  superheated 
air.  His  experience  is  that  the  air  yields  results  of  a  very 
favourable  nature.  The  apparatus  used  was  Weigert's,  in 
which  the  temperature  expired  by  the  patient  after  a  few 
trials  may  reach  from  120°  to  140°.  The  inspired  air, 
according  to  the  thermometer  in  the  tube,  may  be  as  hot  as 
570°,  but  Dr.  Bowie  does  not  think  the  actual  inspired  air  is 
ever  hotter  than  from  280°  to  300°. 

Thallium  in  Medicine. 

Some  time  ago  we  stated  on  the  authority  of  a  contem- 
porary that  thallium  sulphate  had  been  used  with  success  in 
the  treatment  of  gonorrhocx.  This,  we  remarked  at  the 
time,  was  the  first  use  to  which  Crookes's  metal  had  been 
put  to  in  therapeutics.  Now  it  appears  thallium  was  not 
meant  at  all,  but  thalline  sulphate— (C,„Hl:tNO)_,,  H2S04 — 
which  was  for  some  time  used  as  an  antipyretic  and  anti- 
periodic,  but  has  been  displaced  by  antipyrin.  For 
gonorrhoea  and  gleet  1  and  2  per  cent,  aqueous  solutions  of 
thalline  sulphate  are  used  as  an  injection  with  good  effect. 
It  is  also  used  in  the  form  of  antrophors. 

Effect  of  Pilocaepine  on  the  Haie. 
Dr.  W.  Peentiss,  of  Washington,  stated  at  the  recent 
annual  meeting  of  the  American  Medical  Association  that 
some  years  ago  a  patient  of  his,  a  lady  aged  25,  employed 
pilocarpine  to  relieve  ursemic  symptoms,  and  her  hair  changed 
from  light  brown  to  black.  Another,  a  lady  aged  72,  took 
jaborandi  for  disease  of  the  kidneys,  and  her  eyebrows 
changed  from  white  to  black.  He  quoted  cases  from  German 
and  other  medical  literature,  in  which  the  use  of  pilocarpine 


had  caused  the  hair  to  grow  where  it  had  fallen  out,  in  some 
instances  the  new  hair  having  a  different  colour  from  the  old. 
It  had  been  doubted  by  many  eminent  in  the  profession 
whether  the  hair  ever  changed  colour  suddenly.  To  settle 
that  question,  he  had  searched  the  library  of  the  Surgeon- 
General's  office,  and  found  records  of  indisputable  cases,  the 
particulars  of  which  he  submitted  to  the  meeting. 

Removal  of  Moles. 

In  a  recent  number  of  the  Practitioner  Dr.  Jamison  writes 
on  the  use  of  sodium  ethylate  in  removing  hairy  moles  on 
the  face.  He  operated  in  this  way.  The  hairs  were  cut  off 
as  closely  as  possible  with  a  very  fine  pair  of  scissors,  and 
the  mole  was  then  painted  over  with  sodium  ethylate,  a  fine 
glass  rod  being  used.  When  the  mole  had  a  varnished  look 
the  ethylate  was  gently  rubbed  in  with  the  glass  rod,  to  make 
it  penetrate  more  deeply  into  the  hair  follicles.  The  mole 
had  quite  a  black  look  when  the  operation  was  over.  A  hard 
crust  formed  over  it,  which  was  nearly  three  weeks  in  be- 
coming detached.  When  it  came  off  the  hairs  were  seen  to- 
be  destroyed,  and  the  surface  of  the  mole  had  a  smooth, 
somewhat  cicatricial,  appearance,  of  a  much  lighter  colour 
than  before  ;  and  this  favourable  condition  continued  until 
the  mark  was  scarcely  noticeable. 

Incontinence  of  Ueine  in  Children. 

De.  Descroizilles  says  that  incontinence  of  urine  in 
children,  although  frequently  of  nervous  origin,  also  often 
accompanies  constitutional  weakness,  and  that  the  strict 
application  of  hygienic  and  dietetic  principles  will  frequently 
effect  complete  cure.  He  has  tried  various  remedies,  of  which

The  syrup  of  belladonna  mentioned  in  the  first  formula  is 
made  by  mixing  15  parts  of  a  tincture  (1  in  2)  with  185  parts- 
of  syrup.  The  dose  is,  therefore,  somewhat  strong  of  bella- 
donna, and  we  would  suggest  that  from  1  to  2  drachms- 
(according  to  the  age  of  the  child)  of  the  B.P.  tincture  to 
the  4  oz.  mixture  would  give  good  results. 

Antipyrin. 

This  remedy  is  having  a  somewhat  mixed  career.  In  a 
recent  issue  of  the  British  Medical  Journal  we  notice  that 
the  editor,  moralising  on  sixteen  pages  about  dimethyloxy- 
chinizin  printed  in  Sajons's  "  Annual,"  says,  "  Undoubtedly 
antipyrin  has  proved  dangerous,  as  well  as  useless,  in  many 
instances,  although  the  deaths  recorded  by  the  critics  of  the 
drug  may  not  all  be  due  to  its  action,  but  rather  to  other 
circumstances  which  have  not  been  taken  into  account.  All 
writers  seem  to  agree  that,  except  in  a  few  remarkable  in- 
stances, antipyrin  reduces  temperature  ;  few  believe  that  it 
has  more  than  a  temporary  effect."  On  another  page  of  the 
same  issue  we  find  a  note  on  the  use  of  antipyrin  in  renal 
disease  and  diabetes.  In  this  Mr.  M.  H.  Feeny,  M  R.C.S., 
describes  a  case  of  Bright's  disease,  regarded  as  hopeless. 
He  ordered  3  grains  of  antipyrin  twice  a  day,  with  strict  in- 
structions that  the  action  of  the  heart  should  be  carefully 
watched.  The  need  for  this  precaution  was  quickly  demon- 
strated by  the  increased  irregularity,  fainting,  &c.  ;  but  the 
dose  was  diminished  to  3  grains  daily,  and  was  tolerated,  the 
patient  rapidly  improving,  so  that  in  the  space  of  two  months 
she  was  convalescent,  there  remaining  but  a  trace  of  albumen 
in  the  urine.  A  clergyman  of  64,  suffering  from  diabetes, 
showed  the  same  intolerance  to  3-grain  doses  twice  a  day, 
but  he  did  not  suffer  from  the  smaller  doses,  and  at  the  enel 
of  three  weeks  his  health  had  improved,  and  the  quantity  oS 
sugar  in  his  urine  had  diminished  to  a  fourth. 
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BKITISH  AND  FOREIGN  CONSULS'  REPORTS. 


Chili. 

The  Nitrate  British  consul  at  Valparaiso,  in  a  recent 
Industry  ^P01*"  on  *ne  Chilian  nitrate  of  soda  industry, 
gives  some  particulars  of  the  combination 
existing  among  the  manufacturers  of  nitrate.  He  says  : 
"  After  the  conclusion  of  the  war  (between  Peru  and  Chili) 
producers  had  a  good  time  for  some  years,  and  this  induced 
increased  production  till  prices  began  to  fall.  By  1884 
it  became  clear  that  a  limitation  of  production  was  an 
absolute  necessity,  and  this  was  carried  out  with  many 
difficulties  and  uncertainties,  on  the  principle  of  a  percent- 
age of  the  possible  output  of  each  oficina ;  consequently 
each  oficina  claimed  as  large  an  output  as  possible.  The 
producers,  who  were  strong  enough  financially  to  stand  a 
period  of  losing  prices,  had  to  be  persuaded  to  come  into 
the  combination  by  being  allowed  to  produce  more  than 
their  fair  share,  and  when  better  times  came  they  made 
large  profits.  Naturally  this  brought  in  a  fresh,  set  of  pro- 
ducers, and  it  is  questionable  if  the  combination  could  have 
been  longer  maintained.  Fortunately  at  this  junction  con- 
sumption expanded  wonderfully  in  Europe,  and  all  the  pro- 
ducers made  money,  working  as  hard  as  they  could.  It  is, 
however,  to  be  kept  in  view  that  there  are  two  factors, 
besides  the  wishes  and  intentions  of  producers,  which  have 
of  late  years  tended  to  limit  production  naturally.  In  the 
first  place  the  high  price  of  copper  gave  full  employment  to 
a  large  number  of  labourers,  and  in  the  second,  the  want  of 
shipping  facilities  and  the  smallness  of  the  shipping  ports 
always  check  supplies.  The  first  difficulty  lias  been  relieved 
by  the  breaking-down  of  the  copper  syndicate,  which  has 
released  many  miners,  and  labour  in  the  nitrate  districts  is 
now  plentiful  and  cheaper  than  for  a  long  time  previous.

„  ,  Camphor  is  gathered  in  the  interior  of  the 
T'  ajlPf°r island  of  Formosa  by  Chinese  Government 
J,  e  °'  employes,  and  then  is  taken  over  at  the  town  of 
'  Tawatutia  by  a  Cantonese  contractor  at  the 
rate  of  $12  per  picul  of  133^  lbs.  The  work  of  collecting 
is  done  partly  by  civilians  and  partly  by  soldiers,  and  without 
military  protection  to  the  workmen  from  the  attacks  of  the 
savages  little  collecting  could  be  done  in  the  wilder  and 
more  productive  regions.  Hence,  when  the  soldiers  have  to 
be  drawn  away  on  more  pressing  duties  the  work  amongst 
the  camphor  trees  is  stopped.  In  1888  troubles  with  the 
aborigines  in  two  different  parts  of  the  island  having  occu- 
pied all  the  available  troops  deprived  the  contractor  of  the 
handsome  profits  he  would  have  made  had  he  received  the 
usual  supplies  when  Formosa  camphor  in  the  Hong  Kong 
market  rose  to  $30  per  picul.  When  the  new  contractor 
took  over  the  work  at  the  end  of  1887  he  introduced  strong 
cases  with  thick  lead  linings  for  the  carriage  of  camphor. 
But  recently  it  has  come  forward  for  shipment  in  the  old 
large  tubs,  containing  nearly  four  piculs,  while  the  cases 
contained  less  than  one.  It  is  also  said  that  since  the  trade 
became  a  Government  monopoly  camphor  has  gained  in 
purity  by  the  exclusion  of  the  gum  of  a  species  of  rattan 
creeper  with  which  it  was  adulterated  before.

Dutch  Colonies. 

I  am  sure,  says  the  British  Consul  at  Paramaribo  (Surinam) 
that  in  all  branches  of  industry  British  merchants  and  manu- 
facturers would  gain  in  this  colony  if  they  really  tried  to 
push  their  wares,  instead  of  waiting  for  orders  to  reach  them 
through  consular  officers,  who  cannot  assist  them,  as  in  no 
case  can  a  consul  push  the  interests  of  one  of  his  country- 
men to  the  detriment  of  others  competing  in  the  same  line. 

During  the  past  year  two  English  commercial  travellers 
visited  this  town,  and  both  spoke  well  to  me  of  their  success  : 
the  one  found  it  to  his  advantage  to  postpone  his  departure 
by  nearly  a  fortnight ;  the  other  told  me  he  had  been  able 
to  open  up  four  or  five  promising  fresh  accounts. 
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Notice  to  Retail  Buyers:— It  should  be  remembered,  that  the  quotations  in  (hit 
lection  are  invariably  the  lowest  net  cash  prices  actually  paid  for  large 
quantities  in  bulk.  In  many  cases  allowances  have  to  be  added  before 
ordinary  prices  can  be  ascertained.  Frequently  goods  must  be  picked  and 
sorted  to  suit  the  demands  of  the  retail  trade,  causing  much  labour  and 
the  accumulation  of  rejections,  not  all  of  which  are  suitable,  even  for 
manufacturing  }  ui'i  o*e° 

It  should  also  be  recollected  that  for  many  articles  the  range  of  quality  is 
very  wide.

THE  general  view  is  that  business  has  been  of  a  much  more 
restricted  character,  and  that  the  drug  and  chemical 
markets  generally  have  been  much  quieter  this  week  than 
last.  In  drugs  there  are  but  few  alterations  of  any  import- 
ance to  record.  Camphor  is  very  considerably  dearer,  castor 
oil  is  also  quoted  a  shade  higher  again  for  the  finest  quali- 
ties, while  musk  has  almost  recovered  the  decline  of  the  last 
auction  sales,  and  scammony  roots  (and  consequently  the 
English-made  resin)  have  advanced  about  50  per  cent.,  or 
more.  The  cinchona  auctions  on  Tuesday  resulted  in  some 
slight  decline  in  value  ;  cascara  sagrada  is  in  a  somewhat 
uncertain  position,  and  HGH  peppermint  and  sweet-almond 
oil  may  be  bought  more  advantageously.  As  regards  chemi- 
cals, we  have  to  record  a  further  advance  in  chlorate  of 
potash  and  cream  of  tartar.  Tartaric  acid  also  shows  signs 
of  improvement,  and  the  price  for  refined  camphor  has  been 
put  up.  But  mercurials  are  all  Id.  per  lb.  lower  ;  quicksilver 
and  quinine  are  dull  and  easier,  and  the  price  of  syntheti- 
cally made  carbolic  acid  has  been  somewhat  reduced. 
Turning  to  "  outside  "  articles  we  find  that  soda  ash,  China 
galls,  cotton-seed  oil,  rape  oil  are  firmer,  while,  on  the 
other  hand,  ordinary  East  Indian  gum  arabics,  gambier,  gum 
olibanum,  shellac,  sulphate  of  ammonia,  and  ordinary  Spanish 
indigo  are  lower  in  price. 


The  Proposed  Cinchona  Syndicate  seems  to  occupy 
a  good  deal  of  attention  in  planting  circles  in  Ceylon,  and 
some  people  are  apparently  under  the  honest  impression  that 
it  is  going  to  be  a  success.  In  the  meantime  the  planters 
rather  illogically  grumble  that  the  syndicate  promoters 
propose  to  charge  a  higher  rate  for  baling  and  storage  than 
has  hitherto  been  paid,  and  one  enterprising  firm  of  shippers 
in  Colombo  announce  that  they  will  continue  to  charge  lower 
baling  and  shipping  rates  and  give  greater  money  facilities 
than  any  offered  by  the  syndicate.  The  estimates  for  the 
Ceylon  cinchona  shipments  during  the  season  just  com- 
menced are  only  6,000,000  lbs.,  but  it  should  not  be  for- 
gotten that  previous  estimates  have  usually  been  very  largely 
exceeded  by  the  actual  exports.  A  Java  planter,  who  has 
just  made  the  tour  of  Ceylon,  thinks  that,  save  on  the 
Cannaverella  estate,  and  perhaps  in  the  Uva  districts,  there 
are  practically  no  large  expanses  of  cinchona  culture  left 
in  Ceylon,  and  that  in  another  four  or  five  seasons  the 
Ceylon  cinchona  production  will  have  dwindled  to  insigni- 
ficant figures.  The  Cannaverella  estate  he  thinks  a  remark- 
ably fine  one,  but  he  adds  that  in  Java  there  are  between 
25,000  and  30,000  acres  like  it,  containing  vast  numbers  of 
rich  Ledger  trees,  of  which  Ceylon  has  but  few. 


The  important  chemical  works  of  Hell  &  Sthamer  at 
Billwiirder,  near  Hamburg,  have  been  bought  up  by  the 
Hamburger  Dynamit  Gesellschaft.  The  Billwiirder  factory 
is  the  oldest  saltpetre  refinery  in  Germany,  and  employs 
about  300  hands.  Its  annual  capacity  of  production 
amounted  to  10,000  tons  of  refined  saltpetre,  about  9,000 
tons  of  raw  salts,  about  3,500  tons  of  refined  borax, 
10,000  tons  of  boracic  acid,  200  tons  of  refined  camphor, 
about  100  tons  of  liquid  carbolic  acid,  and  smaller  quantities 
of  resublimed  iodine  and  glauber  salts. 


The  Kussian  Customs  Tariff  for  drugs  and  chemicasl 
is  about  to  be  revised  in  a  manner  which  will  render  the 
importation  of  certain  articles  almost  impossible.  On  this 
occasion  the  move  appears  to  be  made  especially  with  the 
idea  of  injuring  Germany.    The  duty  on  ether,  collodium, 


salicylic  acid,  and  chloroform  is  to  be  raised  from  6  roubles 
to  15  roubles,  on  sulphuric  acid  from  22  kopecks  to  30  kopecks, 
on  tartar  emetic  from  26  kopecks  to  4  roubles  (about 
400  per  cent.),  stearin  and  similar  fats  from  1.20  to  2  roubles, 
borax  and  boracic  acid  from  11  kopecks  to  240  kopecks 
per  pood.  These  are  but  a  few  examples  of  an  increase 
which  extends  over  the  whole  of  the  drug  and  chemical 
branches.  The  pood  is  equal  to  36  lbs.,  and  the  gold  rouble 
(in  which  duties  are  payable)  to  3s.  2d. 


The  German  Export  Trade.—  A  report  on  the  export 
trade  of  the  German  Empire  for  the  first  half  of  the  current 
year  shows  a  material  decline  in  the  export  of  all  German 
textiles,  and  a  still  more  serious  decrease  in  iron  goods, 
especially  rails,  wire,  and  pig  iron,  which  between  1886  and 
1888  declined  nearly  a  half,  and  the  first  half  of  1889  re- 
covered only  slightly.  The  latter  seems  to  be  affected  most 
unfavourably  by  the  tariff  policy  and  "rings."  In  machinery, 
the  export  of  locomotives  and  engines  falls  considerably 
short  of  1886  as  well  as  of  1888,  while  the  export  of  other 
machinery  also  is  less  than  1888.  Copper  goods  have 
constantly  declined;  lead  and  zinc  have  also  decreased. 
The  trade  in  chemicals  is  still  favourable,  especially 
tar  colours  and  chloride  of  potash,  and  aniline  dyes 
improve  slowly.  In  sundry  articles,  which  up  to  last 
year  showed  a  steady  advance,  a  great  decrease  is 
noticeable  in  1889— such  as  glassware,  leather,  and 
leather  goods.  There  are  also  decreases  in  the  exports  of 
alcohol,  spirits,  beer,  and  paper,  while  there  is  an  increase 
in  sugar.  The  total  result  is  a  certain  stagnation  in  the  ex-- 
port  of  industrial  products,  which  in  1883  amounted  to 
2,337  million  marks,  and  in  1888  to  only  2,369  million,  and  a 
notable  decrease  in  the  last  half  year.  In  raw  materials 
there  is  a  steady  decrease  from  958  million  marks  in  1880 
to  932  million  in  1883  and  834  million  in  1888. 


Acid  (Carbolic). — English  crystals  in  bottles  are  quoted 
at  Is.  3d.  per  lb  ,  and  in  bulk  (large  packages)  at  ll^d. 
per  lb,  while  best  quality  liquid  may  be  had  at  lOd.  per 
gallon.  The  makers  of  the  German  synthetically-made 
carbolic  acid  have  just  reduced  their  price  for  it  to  Is.  3d.  to 
Is.  9d.  per  lb.  for  loose  crystals  (42°),  while  the  liquid  acid 
has  been  lowered  proportionately  still  more — viz.,  to  Is.  l\d.  to 
Is.  3\d.  per  lb.,  according  to  quality.  But  even  the  present 
prices  are  still  so  much  above  those  of  the  coal-tar  acid  that 
the  makers  of  the  latter  have  little  to  fear  from  the  com- 
petition. 

Acid  (Citric). — This  article  is  fairly  steady  at  Is.  3\d, 
per  lb.  with  buyers. 

Acid  (Tartaric). — The  feeliDg  is  rather  firmer,  and  a 
telegram  from  Messina  to-day  announces  an  advance  of 
about  10  per  cent,  in  the  quotations  for  lees  and  argols.  This 
advance  is  expected  to  be  followed  in  the  Naples  district. 
On  our  market  tartaric  is  quoted  at  Is.  2\d.  for  English  on 
the  spot,  but  Is.  3d.  is  asked  for  forward  delivery.  Foreign 
brands  are  held  at  Is.  2\d.  to  Is.  2\d.  per  lb. 

Aloes. — This  week's  Cape  steamer  has  brought  only 
16  cases. 

Ammonia  Salts. —  Carbonate  steady  at  3^d.  per  lb. ;  Sxl- 
ammoniac  firmly  held  at  36s.  for  first  and  34s.  per  cwt.  for 
second  quality  ;  Sulphate  quiet  at  111.  15s.  to  11?.  17s.  6d.  for 
Beckton's ;  London,  Hull,  and  Leith,  11Z.  16s.  3d. 

Antimony. — Regulus  very  firm  and  dearer  for  forward, 
70Z.  for  November-December.  Crude  Japanese  scarce,  and 
more  or  less  nominal  in  price  ;  39Z.  has  been  refused,  and  from 
41/.  to  41Z.  10s.  is  the  nearest  quotation. 

Arsenic  firmly  held  at  13s.  3d.  to  13s.  6d.  per  cwt.  for 
best  white  powder  in  kegs. 

Benzole  is  not  very  brisk  at  present,  at  3s.  2d.  for  90  per 
cent,  and  2s.  2d.  to  2s.  3d.  for  50  per  cent.,  but  there  are 
indications  that  prices  may  be  tighter  later  on. 

Bleaching  Poavder. — The  feeling  has  been  somewhat 
less  active,  and  the  quotation  is  now  7s.  9d.  ex  warehouse 
here,  and  6s.  l\d.  to  Is.  on  the  Tyne. 

Borax  steady  at  30s.  per  cwt.  from  the  makers  and 
28s.  Qd.  in  second  hands. 
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Calabar  Beans  changed  hands  at  the  rate  of  8(2.  per  lb" 
for  a  small  quantity  some  days  ago. 

Camphor  (Raw). — There  has  been  a  pretty  considerable 
trade  in  this  article  since  our  last  report,  about  370  to  400 
tubs  Japan  having  changed  hands  on  the  spot  at  110s.  per 
cwt.,  and  we  hear  that  to-day  even  as  much  as  120s.  has  been 
paid  for  a  small  lot.  For  arrival  there  has  also  been  a  good 
business,  say  about  500  packages  at  106s.,  rising  to  107s.  6(2. 
per  cwt.,  "  c.i.f."  terms  delivered  weights,  for  September- 
December  shipment.  We  believe  there  are  still  sellers  at 
107s.  6d.  "c.i.f."  for  far-off  shipment.  According  to  the 
latest  mail  news,  the  Hong  Kong  market  was  very  firm  with 
a  small  stock  of  only  about  100  piculs. 

Camphor  (Refined). — On  October  21  the  English 
refiners  again  raised  their  quotations  by  Id.  per  lb.,  bells 
being  now  quoted  at  Is.  5|(2.  to  Is.  5(2.  per  lb.  (the  latter 
figure  for  1-ton  lots),  and  flowers  at  Is.  4(2.  per  lb.  Small 
tablets  have  also  advanced  in  price  proportionately.  The 
foreign  makers  are  very  full  of  orders  for  delivery.  Their 
agents  here  quote  equal  to  about  Is.  4(2.  per  lb.,  usual  English 
terms. 

Cantharides — On  Friday  last  7  cases  good  China  can- 
tharides  were  bought  in  at  Is.  2d.  per  lb.,  but  one  case  sold 
at  10(2.  per  lb.,  which  is  about  the  present  market  value. 

CASCARA  Sagrada. — For  spot  stuff  various  prices  are 
quoted.  Some  holders  offer  nothing  below  75s.,  and  are 
rather  inclined  to  ask  77s.  6(2.,  but  others  say  that  72s.  6d. 
will  still  buy.  Our  New  York  cablegram  received  to-day 
announces  a  decline  in  the  prices  there.

A  number  of  bark  owners,  who  had  kept  back  until  the 
market  should  show  some  decided  signs  of  improvement, 
now  took  the  opportunity  to  bring  forward  heavy  supplies, 
which  would  have  been  far  greater  still  but  for  the  policy  of 
certain  brokers  to  systematically  advise  their  principals  to 
hold  aloof  yet  awhile.  Moreover,  nearly  one- third  of  the 
sales  on  this  occasion  consisted  of  old  Cuprea  bark,  which 
is  always  brought  forward  as  soon  as  the  slightest  improve- 
ment is  manifested  in  the  market,  but  which  it  would  not  be 
right  to  count  as  if  it  were  Ceylon  or  Indian  bark.  The 
principal  holders  did  not  seem  at  all  anxious  to  meet  the 
market,  and  large  piles  of  bark  were  bought  in,  the  limits 
being  frequently  50  per  cent,  or  more  above  the  market 
value.  In  fact,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  table  below,  not 
quite  one-half  of  the  total  weight  of  bark  was  disposed  of. 
There  was  very  little  competition  at  first,  and  prices  gave  way 
immediately  upon  the  commencement  of  the  auctions,  the 
decline  averaging  5  per  cent.,  and  on  low  barks  sometimes 
double  that.  But  as  the  auctions  proceeded,  though  bidding 
never  became  very  brisk,  much  of  the  decline  was  recovered, 
and  in  the  opinion  of  some  of  the  most  experienced  followers 
of  the  sales  the  last  parcels  sold  almost  up  to  the  average 
of  the  previous  auction.  The  unit  value  was  irregular,  and 
ranged,  we  should  think,  between  1§(2.  and  1§(2.  per  lb.  The 
assortment  of  bark  offered  was  not  by  any  means  so  good 
as  that  shown  at  the  preceding  auctions.  There  was  an 
unusually  large  proportion  of  root  bark,  mostly  from  Ceylon.

French  medicinal  at 
4fd.  to  5d.,  and  ordinary  French  at  Id.  per  lb.,  all  London 
terms.  In  Liverpool  also  the  position  remains  exceedingly 
firm,  with  further  sales  of  good  Calcutta  seconds,  spot  at 
Q\d.,  and  to  arrive,  August- October  shipment  at  3}±d.  per  lb. 
On  October  1  the  Calcutta  market  was  exceedingly  firm,  with 
a  good  demand  for  England  and  Australia. 

Oil  (Cod-liver). — The  demand  is  improving,  though 
prices  still  remain  very  low  (about  70s.  for  the  best  non-con- 
gealing oil),  but  there  is  plenty  of  stock. 


Oils  (Essential). — Star-anise  steady  at  6s.  Id.  per  lb.  on 
the  spot,  while  for  forward  delivery  more  money  is  being 
asked.  Cassia  quiet,  but  firm,  at  3s.  6d.  per  lb.  spot  asked ; 
forward  also  strong.  Citronella  fairly  steady  at  last  week's 
quotations ;  while  for  Lemongrass  oil  l%d.  per  oz.  was 
recently  paid.  American  Peppermint  oil  is  rather  easier 
here,  with  sellers  at  lis.  3d.  per  lb.  on  the  spot  to-day,  but 
Japanese  oil  is  very  firmly  held  at  3s.  9d.  to  4s.  per  lb.  for 
good  quality,  a  price  which  seems  to  deserve  attention. 
As  regards  French  essential  oils,  there  has  been  a 
very  strong  demand  for  Lavender  oil,  and  the  sales 
are  heavy,  but  the  crop  has  also  been  a  rich  one, 
and  of  exceptionally  good  quality.  Of  Thyme  oil  very 
little  has  been  produced  this  year,  the  weather  having  beea 
too  dry  for  the  success  of  this  plant,  which  requires 
moisture,  and  if  any  special  demand  should  arise  prices  are 
very  likely  to  advance,  as  there  is  but  a  small  stock.  With 
regard  to  Spike  oil,  the  crop  has  been  good  this  year,  but  the 
demand  has  fully  kept  pace  with  it.

Turpentine 
steady ;  American,  36s.  3d.  to  36s.  6d.  per  cwt. 

Opium. — A  Smyrna  report,  dated  October  12,  which  we 
give  for  what  it  is  worth,  runs  as  follows : — "  The  unfore- 
seen reserve  of  the  buyers  has  ended  in  discouraging  the 
stock  holders,  who  have  given  up  all  idea  of  a  rise,  and  who 
have  sold  to  the  buyers  for  the  Dutch  Government  Kara- 
hissar  examined  at  10s.  Id.,  and  to  the  buyers  for  London  and 
America  a  few  baskets  only  of  old  talequale  at  9s.  Id.  The 
eagerness  of  the  buyers  has  caused  the  price  of  Karahissar 
examined  to  rise  gradually  to  12s.  3d.,  but  the  transaction  at 
this  price  was  annulled  on  account  of  the  exactions  of  the 
buyer.  The  animation  which  was  the  consequence  of  these 
purchases  induced  the  stock- holders  to  raise  their  prices 
also  for  the  talequale,  but  in  presence  of  the  buyers'  reserve 
they  were  obliged  to  make  fresh  concessions,  and  this 
brought  about  some  rather  important  transactions  in  the 
course  of  last  week,  when  183  baskets  changed  hands  at 
lis.  2d.  for  examined,  and  9s.  3d.  for  talequale  Karahissar. 
This  week  business  has  been  more  limited,  on  account  of  the 
Jewish  holidays.  The  sales  amount  to  about  60  baskets, 
partly  intended  for  the  United  States,  where  little  by  little 
the  prices  have  come  to  the  same  level  as  those  of  Smyrna 
the  great  Philadelphia  factory  has  also  made  some 
purchases  in  Smyrna.

It  has  not  rained  for  more  than  three  months,  and 
if  it  does  not  rain  within  two  or  three  weeks  the  sowing  for 
the  next  crop  can  only  be  effected  in  a  manner  altogether 
unfavourable.  The  stock  is  1,800  baskets.  Arrivals  to  date 
1,359  baskets,  against  2,814  last  year  at  a  similar  period.'" 
The  London  market  has  been  exceptionally  quiet  this  week, 
and  there  is  scarcely  any  business  to  report,  although, 
for  Persian  opium  somewhat  more  money  is  asked,  13s. 
per  lb.  for  ordinary  qualities. 

Potash  Salts. — Bichromate  remains  steady  at  Hd.  per  lb. 
with  some  buyers.  Chlorate  dearer  again,  at  5d.  on  the  spot, 
while  for  forward  delivery  5\d.  per  lb.  is  talked  of.  Prus- 
siate,  at  Id.  to  l\d.  per  lb.,  according  to  brand  and  quality 
for  yellow. 
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Quicksilvee  has  remained  quiet  this  week  at  91.  5s.  from 
the  importers  and  81.  18s.  for  second  hands. 

Quinine. — There  has  not  been  very  much  animation  in 
the  market  this  week,  although  sales  aggregating  about 
90,000  to  100,000  oz.  are  reported  for  the  week,  mostly  in 
second  hands,  at  Is.  2\d.  for  Whifferis  brand  on  the  spot, 
Is.  2\d.  to  Is.  2\d.  for  German  brands  spot,  and  Is.  3d.  ditto 
for  delivery  as  far  forward  as  March  next  year.  To-day 
second-hand  stuff  offers  at  Is.  2\d.  for  December,  and 
Is.  3(2.  for  January,  but  there  are  no  buyers.  Spot  is  said  to 
be  obtainable  at  Is.  2\d.,  or  perhaps  even  at  Is.  2d.  per  oz.

For  early  delivery  higher  prices  are 
asked.  Crystals  very  firmly  held  and  in  good  demand.  Spot. 
56s.  to  57s.  6d.  ex  ship  London  and  on  the  Tyne,  46s.  6d.  to 
47s.  6^.  Caustic  firm  at  11.  12s.  6d.  for  60-per-cent.  white 
landed.    Nitrate,  81.  Is.  6d.  to  81.  10s.,  according  to  quality. 

Tea. — The  China  market  is  somewhat  dull  and  prices 
slightly  easier,  in  consequence  of  large  supplies  on  top  of  the 
recent  advance.  Commonest  leaf  tea  fetches  G>\d.  per  lb., 
while  fair  second  crop  Moning,  from  5\d.  to6|d.,  shows  fully

probably  be  hard  to  match  at  present  prices  in  a  few  months' 
time.  Scented  Capers  are  very  firm,  and  there  is  very  little, 
if  anything,  to  be  bought  under  6d.  per  lb.  Assams  remain 
very  firm  for  all  teas  under  10<^.,  especially  for  lowest  grades. 
Retailers  are,  however,  holding  off  as  long  as  ever  they  can, 
and  with  a  large  amount  of  tea  on  the  water,  great  caution 
in  buying  is  advisable.  Ceylons  show  as  yet  no  signs  of 
coming  to  reason.  A  few  months  ago  they  were  driving  6d. 
and  Id.  Congous  out  of  consumption,  and  now  China  teas 
under  Is.  are  taking  the  place  of  Ceylons.    If  this  goes  on 


much  longer,  and  the  trade  again  becomes  accustomed  to 
China  teas,  and  realises  their  usefulness,  as  compared  with 
Ceylons  at  these  prices,  we  may  look  for  firmness  in  Chinas 
and  a  sudden  and  heavy  fall  when  large  supplies  of  Ceylon 
again  come  on  a  market  which  will  not  be  ready  to  take 
them. 

Wax  (Japan)  remains  very  cheap.  At  the  drug  sales  lasfc 
Friday  11  cases  good  palish  squares  sold  at  45s.  per  cwt.

IODINE. 

Mr.  Greeniiough  Drops  a  Few  Hints  and 
Reminiscences. 


IT  was  our  duty  last  week,  in  our  Trade  Report,  to  refer 
to  the  offering  for  sale  at  the  drug  auctions  of  15  kegs 
of  iodine,  and  also  to  give  publicity  to  the  rumour  that 
another  parcel  of  over  40  kegs,  which  had  just  arrived, 
belonged  to  the  same  owner,  who  had  created  some  dis- 
turbance in  the  trade  by  offering  independently  of  the  iodine 
ring.  These  statements  have  proved  somewhat  disagreeable 
to  the  official  iodinists,  and  on  Monday  last  our  editorial 
office  was  brightened  by  the  genial  appearance  of  Mr. 
D.  W.  Greenhough,  who  called,  as  he  expressed  it,  to  "set 
us  right "  in  the  matter. 

"  To  begin  with,"  said  the  representative  of  the  iodine 
"  ring,"  "  I  would  ask  you  to  deny,  point  blank,  the  rumour 
that  any  offer  was  made  at  the  auctions  for  the  15  kegs  of 
iodine,  or  any  part  of  them,  on  behalf  of  the  1  ring.'  There 
was  no  need  for  such  an  offer,  because  the  stuff  had  already 
passed  into  the  hands  of  other  parties  by  private  treaty 
one  or  two  days  before  the  auction." 

"  Very  well,  Mr.  Greenhough  ;  but  undoubtedly  an  offer  of 
Id.  mas  made  for  the  iodine  at  the  sales,  and,  as  we  correctly 
reported,  people  generally  said  that  was  done  on  behalf 
of  your  syndicate." 

"  But  you  can  deny  that  on  my  authority.  I  had  first 
thought  of  writing  to  you  in  that  sense,  but  upon  talking  the 
matter  over  with  Anthony  Gibbs  &  Co.,  and  others,  and  as  I 
just  happened  to  be  passing,  I  thought  I  might  as  well  look 
in  personally.  As  regards  people  talking  about  the  syndi- 
cate, they  talk  about  all  sorts  of  things  they  don't  know 
anything  of ;  for  instance,  they  say  that  this  iodine  has  been 
sent  over  by  Colonel  North  to  '  bust  us  up,'  whereas,  in 
point  of  fact,  Colonel  North  is  one  of  our  strongest  supporters. 
He  backs  up  the  :  ring '  heart  and  soul.  No  ;  the  stuff  which 
was  sold  some  months  ago,  and  again  these  15  barrels, 
belonged  to  a  South  American  who  had  left  the  nitrate  busi- 
ness, and  who  thought  he  was  going  to  make  a  fine  thing 
out  of  this  iodine  by  selling  it  outside  the  combination.  I 
found  out  to  whom  the  lots  belonged  by  personally  going 
down  and  inspecting  the  kegs.  You  know  that  these  kegs 
generally  come  over  here  packed  in  hides,  and  frequently 
they  are  given  a  few  coats  of  paint  outside  around  the  keg 
to  preserve  the  iodine  from  evaporation.    Some  people  just 
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daub  them  with  tar.  But  certain  marks,  which  it  would  not 
be  worth  while  to  enumerate,  revealed  the  identity  o£  the 
parcels.  Then,  as  to  the  forty  odd  other  kegs  to  which  you 
refer,  they  belong  to  the  Syndicate  and  were  imported  by 
them,  and  the  outsider  who  has  created  all  this  trouble 
is  now  quite  cleared  out." 

"  I  suppose  in  that  case  you  will  feel  considerably  relieved," 
our  man  interpolated. 

"  It  don't  make  much  difference.  You  see,  the  only 
salvation  of  the  business  is  in  the  syndicate.  We  are  per- 
fectly well  organised  as  regards  the  manufacturers,  and  it 
would  pay  no  one  to  try  to  break  up  the  syndicate,  which 
secures  a  fair  profit  all  round.  Then,  as  regards  the  large 
manufacturers  of  iodides  here  and  abroad,  they  are  well 
secured,  for,  as  you  have  already  stated  on  one  occasion,  we 
guarantee  them  that  in  any  sudden  drop  of  price  they  shall 
be  refunded  the  difference  on  any  purchases  they  may  have 
made  within  a  month  of  the  time  ;  but  even  here  we  are  not 
particular  about  a  week  or  so.  Of  course,  on  their  side, 
these  favoured  people  bind  themselves  never  to  bid  for  any 
outside  lots  in  sale,  or,  in  fact,  to  buy  from  anyone  except 
the  combination." 

'■  Then  you  do  not  expect  any  further  disturbance  in  the 
iodine  market  just  at  present  ?  " 

"  I  do  not.  I  think  9(2.  is  not  at  all  an  excessive  price  for 
the  article,  and  even  if  it  were  dearer  still,  I  don't  think 
the  consumption  would  be  anjdhing  less  than  it  is  now.  But 
what  stands  most  in  the  way  of  such  a  rise  is  that  in  that 
case  the  kelp -gatherers,  who  do  not  find  their  business  very 
profitable  now  seaweed  is  worth  only  4Z.  per  ton,  or  there- 
abouts, would  be  able  to  get  much  more  money  for  the  kelp. 
That  would  largely  stimulate  the  output  of  kelp,  and  might 
in  turn  raise  difficulties  with  the  European  iodine  makers. 
On  the  other  hand,  even  a  reduction  of  the  price  to  Hd.  or 
5d.  per  oz.  does  not  appreciably  enhance  the  employment  of 
iodine,  as  its  use  in  the  arts  is  really  very  small,  even  at  that 
low  figure.  Another  fact  which  makes  the  position  very 
strong  is  that  the  London  stock  of  iodine  is  very  small  at 
present.  Formerly  there  used  to  be  some  3,000  to  4,000  kegs 
in  stock  here,  and  now  there  is  nothing  at  all  like  that 
number.  But  of  course  at  the  present- time  London  is  no 
longer  the  only  centre,  for  to  save  shipping  expenses  we  now 
also  keep  stock  in  Hamburg,  New  York,  and  other  ports." 

"  How  many  people  do  you  think  are  at  present  making- 
iodine  in  South  America  ? " 

"  I  cannot  exactly  say.  Maybe  fifty.  You  should  recollect 
that  not  all  the  nitrate  makers  manufacture  iodine.  In 
some  parts  of  the  country  the  nitrate  contains  no  iodine  at 
all,  while,  again,  certain  other  makers,  who  would  be  able  to 
turn  it  out,  are  under  agreement  not  to  produce  any.  But 
there  is  very  little  nitrate  of  soda  now  shipped  which  has 
not  been  freed  from  iodine.  In  fact,  while  for  the  lower 
grades  of  nitrate,  used  for  manure,  the  presence  of  iodine 
would  not  be  in  any  way  injurious,  it  would  certainly  operate 
against  the  employment  of  nitrate  in  sulphuric  or  nitric  acid 
manufacture.  That  reminds  me,  by  the  way,  of  the  acci- 
dental manner  in  which  the  presence  of  iodine  in  Chili  salt- 
petre was  discovered  at  a  certain  chemical  works  in 
London  some  thirty  years  ago.  Some  nitrate  they  were 
using  there  for  acid-making  attracted  attention  because 
of  its  exceptional  impurity.  The  mother-liquor  remaining 
after  refining  the  nitrate  was  tested  and  found  to  give  a 
reaction  indicative  of  iodine.  Through  this  the  world  was 
enriched  with  the  discovery  of  a  new  source  for  an 
immensely  useful  product.  And  it  is  getting  time  for 
'Change  now,"  said  Mr.  Greenhough,  "  so  that  I  must  be 
going." 

But  we  had  another  question  to  ask,  which,  not  to  put  too 
fine  a  point  upon  it,  was  this  :  "  Will  the  combination  be 
renewed  ?  " 

We  rather  prepared  ourselves  for  a  diplomatic  answer  to 
this  plain  query,  but  Mr.  G-reenhough  made  no  bones 
about  it. 

"  Yes,"  said  he,  "  in  all  human  probability  it  will  be  re- 
newed. It  pays  everybody  too  well  to  drop  it.  But  there  is 
of  course  always  an  element  of  uncertainty.  For  instance, 
just  before  the  last  disturbance  occurred,  in  the  beginning 
of  September,  we  were  agreed  to  reduce  the  price  even  below 
4d.  per  oz  ,  at  which  it  then  stood,  and  our  only  doubt  was 
whether  it  should  be  a  halfpenny  or  a  three  farthing  drop, 
when  suddenly  the  news  came  from  South  America  that 


everything  was  settled  again,  and  so  we  put  the  price  back 
to  9d.  per  oz.  instead  of  reducing  it  a  circumstance  for  which 
we  had  certainly  been  quite  unprepared  ourselves.  But  as  it 
was  I  had  sold  a  very  large  quantity  at  the  lowest  price, 
4<#.  per  oz." 

"  How  much  ?  " 

"  Well,  certainly  not  less  than  1,000  kegs." 

And  Mr.  Greenhough  departed,  leaving  us  more  than 
ever  convinced  of  the  truth  that  the  "  Warld's  marcies  are 
sairly  divided."  Fortune's  favoured  few  in  the  iodine  business, 
who  bought  these  1,000  kegs  for  something  like  29,000/,  and 
saw  the  value  of  their  purchase  rise  in  a  few  days  to  67,000/. 
without  either  toil  or  spinning,  surely  afford  a  flagrant 
example  of  the  operation  of  the  unearned  increment. 


NOTES  ON  THE  ESSENTIAL  OIL  MARKET. 


Camphor  Oil.  —  Light  camphor  oil,  of  about  0  900  to 
0  915  specific  gravity,  continues  to  find  a  regular  and  con- 
siderable sale,  but  the  price  has  had  to  be  advanced,  owing 
to  the  rise  of  the  raw  material  in  Japan  and  to  the  increase 
in  the  rate  of  freight ;  but  even  the  present  price  is  still  a 
very  moderate  one  as  compared  with  the  high  quotation  of 
oil  of  turpentine.  In  Switzerland  tests  are  now  being  made 
on  a  very  large  scale  to  employ  light  camphor  oil  as  a 
denaturant  of  alcohol.  It  will  certainly  be  found  quite  as 
useful  for  that  purpose  as  the  Italian  oil  of  rosemary,  which 
is  much  dearer  and  rarely  occurs  pure.  Moreover,  the 
adoption  of  oil  of  rosemary  as  a  denaturant  in  other 
countries  as  well  as  in  Germany  would  probably  cause  the 
demand  for  that  article  to  outrun  the  supply.  As  regards 
heavy  camphor  oil  (a  body  boiling  at  240°  to  270°,  and  of 
0  970"  s  g.),  it  has  been  introduced  for  the  most  widely  different 
industrial  purposes,  and  is,  no  doubt,  adapted  for  many 
technical  objects.  It  is  easily  miscible  with  fatty  vegetable 
and  also  with  mineral  oils,  and  is  soluble  in  any  proportion 
in  alcohol  of  95  per  cent.  The  flavour  is  pleasantly  mild  and 
the  colour  pale  green. 

Lavendeb  Oil. — All  reports  agree  in  describing  the 
result  of  this  year's  distillation  in  Southern  France  as  a 
favourable  one,  especially  as  regards  the  good  medium 
qualities.  The  finest  oils  grown  at  the  highest  altitudes 
excel  this  year  by  their  particularly  mild  flavour  and  the 
richness  of  "their  bouquet,  but  only  moderate  quantities  have 
been  distilled  of  this  variety.    Prices  are  generally  normal. 

Clove  Oil.— It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that,  notwithstanding 
the  present  intimacy  of  diplomatic  relations  between  Ger- 
many and  Zanzibar,  it  is  never  possible  to  obtain  authentic 
information  concerning  the  position  of  cloves,  which  yet 
form  such  an  important  article  of  commerce.  Unfortunately 
the  "  futures  "  business,  which  has  already  severely  injured 
legitimate  trading  in  colonial  produce,  has  now  also  seized 
upon  this  spice.  In  Hamburg  there  are  frequently  sellers  of 
cloves  for  future  delivery  whose  business  lies  quite  outside 
the  article ;  and  it  is  not  impossible  that  the  entire  spice 
trade  may  come  to  be  dominated  by  a  set  of  hazard-players, 
just  as  is  already  the  case  with  coffee.  Bombay  is  becoming 
more  and  more  of  importance  as  a  centre  for  the  clove  trade. 
One  native  firm  especially  is  transacting  a  very  large  busi- 
ness in  the  article,  and  the  port  in  question  will  have  to  be 
reckoned  with  in  the  future. 


Messes.  Pottee  &  Claeke,  wholesale  herb  and  drug 
merchants,  who  have  recently  removed  to  large  new  pre- 
mises in  the  City,  marked  the  event  by  entertaining  the 
heads  of  their  departments  at  dinner  in  the  Holborn 
Restaurant  on  Thursday  evening.  Twenty  sat  down  to  dinner, 
after  which,  in  responding  to  the  toast  of  "  The  Firm,"  Mr. 
H.  Potter  spoke  of  the  recent  change,  and  contrasted  it  with 
the  position  of  the  firm  when  he  entered  it  a  quarter  of  a 
century  ago.  Then  the  herb  trade  was  a  languish- 
ing one;  now,  through  hard  work,  it  is  prosperous, 
his  firm  employs  ten  times  more  hands,  and  they  turn  out 
fully  3,000  packets  of  herbs  per  day.  Mr.  Clarke  also  spoke, 
and  referred  to  the  good  feeling  which  exists  between  the 
firm  and  their  employes.  Several  other  toasts  followed,  and 
with  music  a  very  pleasant  evening  was  spent.

Liquid  Extract  of  Senna  Pods. 

A  process  lately  published  by  Mr.  E.  F.  Salmon  consists  in 
double  maceration  and  subsequent  evaporation.  Prolonged 
heating  is  usually  considered  injurious  to  senna,  and  the 
evaporation  of  9  pints  of  liquid  to  13  fl.  oz.  is,  at  any  rate, 
tedious.  An  active  and  elegant  preparation  may  readily  be 
made  on  the  lines  of  Dr.  Symes's  "  extraction  by  pressure  " 
process,  as  follows : — 

Take  of 

Senna  pods   1  lb. 

Rectified  spirit  ..       ..       ..       ..       ..  Jiy. 

Water  Sxij. 

Macerate  24  hours,  express  strongly,  and  add  to  the  marc,  mixing 
thoroughly, 

Rectified  spirit  Jij. 

Water       ..   3vj. 

Again  macerate  24  hours,  express,  and  after  some  hours  filter  and  add 

Water  to  produce  ?xvj. 

Dose  :  3ss.  to  3ij.

Examination  Schedules. 

Sir, — About  twelve  months  ago  I  wrote  you  upon  the 
above  subject,  remarking  that  the  present  syllabus  which  is 
issued  to  students  is  absolutely  insufficient  to  state  the 
precise  requirements  of  the  examiners.  I  was  given  to 
understand  at  that  time  that  the  subject  of  revising  the 
present  syllabus  was  "  in  committee."  It  seems  to  me  high 
time  that  it  was  out  of  committee,  and  that  students  were  in 
possession  of  a  more  practical  and  honest  statement  of  what 
is  required  of  them.  A  sentence,  for  instance,  in  the  Major 
syllabus,  which  amuses  me  immensely  is  this  :  "  An  elemen- 
tary knowledge  of  the  properties  of  light,  heat,  electricity, 
and  magnetism  is  also  required."  There  may  be  many 
different  opinions  as  to  what  is  meant  by  the  word  "  elemen- 
tary," but  my  experience  is  (and  I  presume  to  think  that  I 
know  something  about  physics)  that  the  questions  put  to 
Major  candidates  in  this  branch  of  their  examination  cannot 
be  classed  as  elementary.  Another  illustration  :  In  the  para- 
graph on  chemistry  it  is  stated  that  candidates  must  be  ac- 
quainted with  the  "volumetric  estimation,"  &c.  Well,  occa- 
sionally we  hear  of  students  having  gravimetric  estimations 
to  work  out.  In  the  Minor  syllabus,  too,  one  meets  with 
similar  misleading  statements.  I  am  not  finding  any  fault 
whatever  with   either   advanced  physics  or  gravimetric 


analysis,  or,  indeed,  any  other  thing  which  is  conducted  in 
the  examinations  ;  I  merely  point  to  the  injustice  which  such 
an  incomplete  and  dishonest  syllabus  as  we  have  at  present 
exhibits. 

I  have  no  sympathy  with  students  who  are  anxious  to  know 
just  so  much  and  no  more,  but  I  rather  support  those  who 
are  desirous  of  getting  entirely  beyond  their  work,  and 
thereby  ensuring  success.  Still,  in  the  interests  of  those  who 
have  yet  to  go  through  the  mill,  I  contend  that  our  examina- 
tion syllabus  should  be  frank  and  fair,  like  those  issued  by 
most  other  examining  boards,  and  that  no  room  should  be 
left  for  complaint.  Yours  faithfully,

In 
courting  the  ideas  of  some  of  your  readers  on  the  above,  I 
have  only  to  add  it  is  my  opinion  that  in  supplying  copies  of 
prescriptions  (except  in  deserving  cases)  we  are  deliberately 
giving  away  our  bread  and  cheese.

told  me  s.v.  rect.  and  spt.  tenuior  were  the  same  thing,  and 
that  p.  antim.  tart,  was  potass,  carb. !  Could  not  read  a  pre- 
scription, and  cannot  translate  unam,  duo,  tres.  I  discharged 
him  at  once,  paying  only  his  rail  fare  home.  He  was  with 
me  five  days.  Was  I  legally  justified  or  not  in  sending  him 
off  as  I  did  1 "  [We  should  not  care  to  give  a  definite  opinion 
without  seeiDg  all  the  correspondence  and  making  various 
inquiries.  But  it  is  likely  you  were  justified,  as  on  accepting 
the  situation  the  assistant  tacitly  professed  to  be  competent 
to  discharge  the  duties  associated  with  it.] 


152/65.  T.  W.  P. — You  can  get  a  form  of  application  for 
registration  of  a  trade-mark  at  your  post-office.  The  appli- 
cation costs  5s.,  and  registration  will  be  refused  if  the  mark 
is  already  registered.  Or  a  search  can  be  made  at  the  office, 
Southampton  Buildings,  Chancery  Lane,  on  payment  of  a 
fee  of  Is. 


153/69.  Doubtful. — We  do  not  think  either  label  renders 
the  lozenges  liable  to  medicine-stamp  duty  ;  but  you  can  get 
an  authoritative  opinion  by  sending  the  labels  in  duplicate 
to  Somerset  House.  Why  not  do  so  ?  Bear  in  mind  that 
you  may  render  the  lozenges  liable  by  other  written  or 
printed  matter,  even  if  the  labels  pass. 


Mr.  S.  Hardwlck  (Bournemouth),  Mr.  B.  L.  Gifford  (Black- 
burn), Mr.  S.  Stephens  (Huddersfield),  and  a  Plymouth  corre- 
spondent kindly  advise  us  (referring  to  an  answer  in  this 
section  given  last  week)  that  a  separate  licence  for  the  sale  of 
methylated  spirit  is  required  for  each  branch.  Mr.  Gifford 
says  he  was  under  the  contrary  impression — and  compromised 
by  paying  10s. 


156/70.  S.  E. — You  must  get  a  licence  from  your  local 
authority  to  store  petroleum,  or  you  are  liable  to  a  penalty  of 
20?.  a  day.  But  the  petroleum,  to  which  the  Acts  apply 
means  only  specially  inflammable  oils.  You  will  find  par- 
ticulars of  the  Acts  in  the  Diary,  1889,  page  283. 


156/30.  Mids. — Neither  the  English  nor  the  Irish  college 
would  refuse  to  give  you  a  dentist's  diploma  if  you  fulfilled 
the  conditions  of  curriculum  and  examination,  on  the  ground 
that  you  are  a  chemist.  But  you  would  have  to  submit  to 
the  condition  of  not  advertising  your  profession  as  a  dentist. 


156/27.  Bathonian. — If  the  wine  contain  not  less  than 
1  grain  of  sulphate  of  quinine  to  the  oz.  it  may  be  sold  by 
chemists  and  druggists  who  are  not  licensed  to  retail  wines. 


156/68.  Hotspur. — The  exhibition  of  unstamped  dummies 
is  not  an  offence.  You  are  liable  if  you  vend  or  expose  to 
sale,  or  offer  or  keep  ready  for  sale,  "  any  packet,  box,  bottle," 
&c,  "  containing  any  of  the  drugs,  herbs,  oils,  waters,"  &c, 
unstamped. 


156/73.  Fair  Play. — It  is  not  the  case  that  the  Board  of 
Inland  Revenue  have  any  particular  animus  against  chemists 
and  druggists.  It  naturally  happens  that  they  yield  the 
greatest  number  of  victims  to  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts,  but 
it  is  nonsense  to  suppose  that  they  are  specially  chosen  as 
examples.  You  should  give  us  the  page  of  Mr.  Alpe's  book 
to  which  you  refer.  You  are  evidently  not  quoting  exactly. 
Menthol,  vaseline,  and  glycerine,  if  uncombined  with  other 
substances,  are  regarded  as  pure  drugs,  and  as  such  are 
exempt  from  medicine-stamp  duty,  and  may  be  recommended 
for  any  disease. 


156/49.  Vaseline.—  To  obtain  a  patent,  application  must 
be  made  on  a  printed  form  of  declaration,  which  can  be  ob- 
tained through  a  general  post-office,  and  must  be  accom- 
panied either  by  a  provisional  or  a  complete  specification, 
according  to  the  condition  of  the  patent.  These  must  be 
sent  to  the  Patent  Office,  Southampton  Buildings,  London. 
The  fees  payable  on  application  are  4Z. ;  on  renewal  before 
the  end  of  fourth  year,  50Z. ;  before  the  end  of  seventh  year, 
100Z.  Instead  of  paying  these  fees  in  a  lump  sum  they  may 
be  paid  by  yearly  progressive  instalments  up  to  the  end  of 
the  thirteenth  year.  (Full  particulars  will  appear  in  The 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Diary  for  this  year.) 


The  Title  "Wholesale  Druggist." — A  Lancashire  chemist 
who  does  not  wish  his  name  to  appear  sends  us  copy  of  a 
correspondence  which  he  has  had  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  stated  in  his  letter  : — "  A  firm 
has  existed  in  Lancashire  for  the  last  three  or  four  months 
styling  themselves  '  wholesale  druggists,'  who,  until  their 
venture  as  druggists,  were  all  travellers  in  sundries  (dry- 
saltery goods),  and  are  now  supplying  most  grocers  in  Lan- 
cashire with  pills,  tinctures,  and  cough-mixtures  to  the 
detriment  of  the  legal  trade.  Are  they  right  in  so  styling 
themselves,  their  names  not  appearing  on  the  Chemists' 
Register ;  if  not,  should  you  deem  it  necessary  to  take 
action  ?  " 

In  reply  to  this  Mr.  Richard  Bremridge  writes  under  date 
October  14,  1889  : — "  I  hardly  think  the  Council  would  inter- 
fere in  the  case  you  mention  unless  the  unregistered  persons 
have  an  open  retail  shop.  From  your  letter  I  imagine  the 
business  to  be  entirely  wholesale." 

[We  are  disposed  to  agree  with  the  policy  indicated  in  the 
above  letter,  but  we  think  the  Council,  not  the  Secretary, 
should  take  the  responsibility  of  deciding  on  action  or  non- 
action.] 


156/9.  J.  T.  M. — We  should  think  you  are  infringing 
another  maker's  title  ;  but  you  can  ascertain  whether  the  title 
has  been  registered  by  a  search  at  the  Trade  Marks  Office, 
Southampton  Buildings,  Holborn.  We  cannot  undertake  to 
make  such  searches. 


156/4.  Yir. — We  must  leave  you  to  draw  your  own  con- 
clusion from  the  report  of  the  case  referred  to. 


156/15.  Gold  Fillings.— The  time  has  long  passed  when 
you  could  get  registration  as  a  dentist  in  Victoria  or  New 
Zealand  without  passing  the  fixed  examinations. 


158/41.  Pot.  Iod. — We  do  not  think  it  a  fair  subject  for 
complaint  that  hospital  prescriptions  are  written  in  a  manner 
which  is  unintelligible  to  other  dispensers  than  the  one 
actually  engaged  there.  It  might  not  be  always  to  the 
advantage  of  the  patients  if  they  could  take  away  the  pre- 
scriptions and  get  them  made  up  where  and  as  often  as  they 
like.

dissolve  the  camphor  and  oil  in  the  essence,  and  filter. 


8.  P.  B.  (149/61)  and  Agricultural  Chemist  (150/42).— You 
can  gather  a  formula  for  vermin-killer  from  Mr.  Allen's 
paper,  read  before  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
and  reported  in  this  journal  on  September  14. 


150/57.  Carlo. — As  good  a  Plate  Powder  as  any  is  a 
mixture  of  precipitated  chalk,  2  parts,  and  carbonate  of 
magnesia  (heavy),  1  part.  Colour  with  a  little  Armenian 
bole.  It  is  advisable  to  use  a  little  solution  of  ammonia  with 
the  powder. 


150/56.  Spongio  has  soiled  some  sponges  with  cod-liver 
oil,  and  finds  that  after  washing  them  in  hot  water  and 
pearlashes  the  odour  of  the  oil  is  stronger  than  ever.  It  is 
a  difficult  matter  indeed  to  get  rid  of  this  odour.  The 
following  treatment  is  the  most  effectual  that  we  know 
-of :— 

Permanganate  of  potash  1  drachm 

Water   ±  gallon 

Dip  the  sponges  in  this  bath  for  five  minutes  ;  then  remove 
and  immerse  in  a  solution  of  sulphuric  acid  (1  part  in  20  of 
water)  until  the  brown  colour  disappears.  Then  wash  well 
with  cold  water,  and  finally  dip  in  water  containing  1  drachm 
of  annatto  and  1  oz.  of  carbonate  of  potash  in  each  gallon. 


150/37.  T.  F.  Walker.— Gorham's  "Teeth  Extraction" 
(Lewis,  Is.  6d.)  is  the  book  you  require. 


149/38.  Tablet.— Mr.  F.  W.  Fletcher's  article  on  "  Tinc- 
tures," which  appeared  in  this  journal  a  few  months  ago, 
gives  the  best  information  available  regarding  the  estimation 
of  alcohol  in  these  preparations. 


143,48.  T.  F.  W. — Lavender  Water.— It  is  a  fact  that 
the  best  lavender  oil  to  use  for  this  perfume  is  the  Mitcham 
product  which  lias  been  mixed  with  its  own  volume  of  recti- 
fied spirit  and  kept  for  at  least  six  years.    The  solution 


which  you  send  is  a  fair  lavender  water.  We  should  improve 
it  by  amending  your  formula  so  that  it  would  be : — 

Oil  of  lavender         ..   1J  oz. 

Essence  of  ambergris  i„ 

Oil  of  bergamot        . .  . .       . .    1  drachm 

llusk  4  grains 

Rose  water   4  oz. 

Rectified  spirit . .  35  „ 

Mix. 

The  mixture  of  lavender  oil  and  rectified  spirit  which  you 
have  is  so  old  and  mellow  that  you  require  to  use  a  little 
more  than  usual  of  it  to  bring  out  the  distinctive  odour  which 
pleases  most  people. 


151/25.  Mortar. — The  therapeutic  activity  of  your  solu- 
tion of  morphine  hydrochlorate  has  not  been  diminished  by 
keeping.  The  colour  may  be  removed  by  shaking  up  with 
purified  animal  charcoal  (|  oz.  to  1  pint)  and  filtering. 


149/70.  Ireland. — To  Preserve  Lemon-juice  there  is 
required  a  little  salicylic  acid  (3  grains  per  ounce)  in  addi- 
tion to  2  oz.  of  rectified  spirit  per  pint. 


140/73.  W.  B.  B.— Haustus  Valeriana;  Co.  (St.  George's 
Hospital).

150/6.  S.  Jlierzinski. — There  is  not  a  book  published  in 
English  regarding  the  manufacture  of  fruit  essences.  The 
trade  is  in  the  hands  of  a  few  persons,  who  keep  secret  the 
methods  by  which  they  work. 


150/23.  Pharmacist  wishes  to  know  in  making  Liq.- 
Calcis  where  distilled  water  is  not  always  at  hand,  and  hard 
water  (about  17°)  is  used,  would  not  the  excess  of  lime 
carry  down  the  hardness,  and  render  the  liq.  calcis  as  strong 
as  if  made  with  distilled  water  1  The  hard  water  is  free 
from  organic  matter,  and  pure,  with  the  exception  of  the 
lime  salts  usual  in  chalky  waters. 

[It  has  been  proved  that  distilled  water  takes  up  and 
retains  a  little  more  calcium  hydrate  than  hard  water  does ; 
but  the  deficiency  in  the  latter  case  does  not  take  the  lime 
water  below  the  pharmacopceial  standard.  It  is  the  possi- 
bility of  the  natural  water  containing  sodium  salts  and 
chlorides  which  renders  its  use  objectionable.] 


149/8.  Physostigmatis.  —  Unguentum  Sodii  Hypo- 
sulphitis : —

Dissolve  the  hypophosphite  in  the  water,  and  mis  the  solution  with  the 
lanoline,  then  add  the  lard. 


150/66.  Nihil,  $c. — Gold  and  its  salts  are  insoluble  in 
chloroform,  turpentine,  and  essential  oils. 


128/47.  Lecture  on  Poods. — You  would  require  to  have 
an  elementary  knowledge  of  animal  physiology  before  at- 
tempting a  lecture  on  foods.  Bead  Huxley's  lessons  and 
Johnston's  "Chemistry  of  Common  Life."  For  an  hour's  lecture 
you  will  find  air,  water,  bread  and  sugar  (as  representing  the 
amylaceous  element),  milk,  eggs,  and  butcher  meat  (repre- 
senting the  fatty  and  nitrogenous)  sufficient.  We  cannot 
spare  the  space  for  an  outline  of  the  lecture,  but  with  the 
books  which  we  have  named  you  should  have  little  difficulty 
in  preparing  a  lecture  to  meet  the  requirements  of  your 
audience.

LORD  JUSTICE  JAMES,  on  appeal,  stated  in  his  judgment,  '  that  the  Defendant  Freeman  had  made  a  deliberate  misrepie* 
■entation  of  the  decision  of  Vice-Chancellor  Wood.'

Technicalities  in  law  prevent  that  protection  which  the  public  should  justly  have  against  such  a  course  of  conduct.  It  is  now 
incumbent  on  all  who  purchase  Chlorodyne  to  see  that  the  name,  '  Dr.  J.  Collis  Browne's  Chlorodyne,'  is  engraved  on  the 
Government  Stamp,  as  it  is  not  sold  otherwise.
